In 1776, the year of our independence, what is now the Town 
of Farmington was first surveyed for settlement. The land was 
originally granted by King James I to the Council of Devon, 
England in 1629. In the same year the Council granted the land to 
William Bradford and associates of the Pilgrims. In 1640, Bradford 
and his associates surrendered this grant to all freemen in the 
“Colony of Plymouth”. In 1781 the first settlers arrived in what was 
then known as “Sandy River Township”. Following a steady 
growth, the town, then a part of Lincoln County in the District of 
Maine, obtained from Massachusetts, a charter of incorporation as 
the “Town of Farmington” on February 1, 1794. Three years later, 
in 1797, a post office was opened and a regular stage route was 
established. 

The first train of cars arrived in Farmington Village on Septem- 
ber 15, 1870. The town had authorized the Androscoggin Com- 
pany Railroad to extend the tracks to the central village from West 
Farmington, where the first train arrived on June 20, 1859. It was 
necessary to construct a wooden trestle over the Sandy River, as 
well as elevating the tracks from the trestle over a four thousand 
foot section of the Sandy River Valley. 


The first narrow gauge train, of the Sandy River Railroad, 
left Farmington for Phillips on November 20, 1879.

Report of the Town Manager 


To the Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of Farmington: 


It was just over a year ago that your new Town Manager arrived to 
continue the able administration of retiring Town Manager, Harold Bean. 
A review of decisions and accomplishments made over the past year can 
best be portrayed as a continuation of efforts which Harold and the 
Town’s Selectmen initiated prior to my arrival, and which I have en- 
deavored to carry out. The following is an attempt to highlight the more 
meaningful events which occurred in Farmington during 1975 and shed 
some light on those which are facing us in our Bicentennial year, 1976. 

The financial condition of the Town has remained solid throughout 
the past year. The unappropriated surplus at the end of 1975 exceeded 
$200,000.00, much of which was due to an unexpected increase in rev- 
enues from excise taxes, property tax reimbursements from the State, 
an aggressive campaign to collect back taxes, and an extension of funding 
under the Comprehensive Employment and Training Act for five town 
employees. The surplus, if used wisely, should protect the Town from 
any sudden cost increases resulting from a revised school funding law, a 
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failure or delay of the federal government to reenact general revenue 
sharing, or any other emergency which might arise. | am also happy to 
report that the 1976 tax rate is projected to remain the same as in 1974 
and 1975. This will be the third year in a row that the Town has been 
able to maintain the same tax rate, an important step if Farmington 
wishes to continue to encourage economic development and provide its 
citizens with a basis for planning their financial future. This stabilized rate 
has occurred despite extraordinary price increases for certain municipal 
supplies. For example, petroleum based products such as hot top and 
liquid asphalt have nearly tripled in price since 1973. 

In other financial matters your Town Manager, Selectmen and 
Budget Committee have focused upon areas within the budget where 
additional managerial improvements could be made to reduce expenses. 
One of these is the amount of money the Town borrows for operating 
expenses until taxes are collected. In 1975, the Town paid over $11,000. 
in interest to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. This amount is ex- 
pected to exceed $15,000. in 1976 due to changes in the school funding 
law. One solution to the problem is to have the Town change its ac- 
counting year. In order to study the matter, the Budget Committee has 
established a sub-committee composed of four members to investigate 
the possibility of changing the present Town accounting year from 
January — December to July Ist — June 30th. It is anticipated that the 
change in accounting years could be made without changing the present 
tax billing date or tax due date. 

Another area of concern to your Manager, Selectmen and Budget 
Committee is the Town’s bookkeeping system. At the present time, all of 
the Town’s bookkeeping is done manually, by hand. With the increasing 
report requirements of the State and federal government, and the need 
for financial management data by the Town, it is becoming increasingly 
difficult to justify the maintenance of this type of system. Accordingly, 
your Town Manager and the Superintendent of Schools have, over the 
past 12 months, investigated in detail a number of alternatives for sharing 
the costs of an automated accounting system. This system would provide 
print-outs for voter registration, automated sewer billing, computerized 
tax billings as well as all general accounting functions. Accordingly, the 
Selectmen and Budget Committee have recommended the sum of 
$9,000. to be utilized for the purchase of an electronic accounting 
machine in conjunction with School Administrative District #9. This ar- 
rangement allows the Town to save considerably on the purchase of the 
machine, while providing management savings to both the Town and the 
School, both of which effect our local tax rate. 

1975 saw Farmington’s sanitary sewage system complete three 
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major projects: the cross over of two old lines, one in West Farmington 
(Clay Hill) and the other in the center of the village (Bonney Line); con- 
nect all houses on these two lines to the new sewer system, discontinuing 
the old lines; and the replacement of a line from the American Legion 
Hall to the corner of Lincoln and High Streets, thus eliminating storm 
waters from flowing directly into the sewerage line. 1975 also saw the 
first sewer budget deficit. The $13,000. deficit, while it is covered by back 
fees due the Town, is primarily caused by increased operating costs, and 
may reflect a possible rate increase during 1976. The existing rate struc- 
ture was set in 1972 based on 1971 cost estimates. Accordingly, your 
Town Manager and Board of Selectmen are actively reviewing the rate 
situation in order to come up with an equitable method of making up the 
deficit. Also of interest, Farmington was featured in an article in the State 
of Maine Environment News publication, Environ News. The article con- 
cerned the Town’s method for disposing of sewage sludge, which is pres- 
ently spread on local agricultural fields. This is a pilot project designed 
to improve fertility of the soil. In most communities the sludge is hauled 
to the local sanitary landfill or dump and burned. 

In recent years Farmington, as well as other communities in the state 
and nation, has been increasingly required to respond to legislative man- 
dates from the state and federal government concerning the methods of 
solid waste disposal, fire and safety regulations, flood plain management

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and many other areas heretofore the responsibility of local government. 
These legislative mandates, which require local government to meet 
federal and state priorities, almost always lack the necessary financial 
assistance to meet the stated goals and objectives unless additional local 
funds are provided. The Town’s new sanitary landfill, a major decision 
approved by the voters in 1975, followed such a state mandate, and is 
presently under construction. The 1,600 foot access road has been 
cleared and graded and should be completed by May of this year. In 
addition, the Town has had a well drilled on the site and has purchased 
a pre-engineered metal building to be erected this spring. The target date 
for opening the landfill is June 1st. 

Changing regulations concerning the type of fire equipment neces- 
sary for fire protection within the Town, as well as growth in the Town’s 
Police Department and office staff led to a second major project being 
approved by the Town in March, the authorization to proceed with the 
construction of a new fire station/municipal building. The construction 
contract for the new municipal building was signed in early August with 
Jose Diaz Company, of Jay, Maine. Construction is scheduled to be com- 
pleted by June Ist. Other actions taken by the Town to meet legislative 
mandates and improve the Town’s fire protection included the purchase 
of a new fire truck. Authorized in 1974, with delivery being made in 
December of 1975, the new 1,000 gallon per minute Mack pumper was 
designed to fill the Town’s immediate equipment needs. In addition, 
money has been budgeted in 1975 and 1976 for an equipment reserve 
fund for the fire department. This fund will be utilized for the purchase of 
additional equipment, probably a ladder truck. 1975 also saw the re- 
organization of the Town’s fire department, and the consolidation of the 
Farmington Falls Department with the Town Fire Department effective 
this January. This consolidation has provided both organizations with 
additional training opportunities as well as assisting the Town in meeting 
the Insurance Service Offices rating standards, and requirements of the 
new state law passed in 1974 regarding the organization of community 
fire departments. 

Other areas requiring Town compliance with state and federal man- 
dates included: the adoption of a Flood Hazard Permit Ordinance in 
March and the adoption, at the June Town Meeting, of a Shoreland 
Zoning Ordinance. Both of these reflected a considerable amount of 
local discussion and debate prior to submission and approval by the 
Town Meeting, and both are indicative of our country’s increased aware- 
ness of environmental pollution and the hazards of building within river 
flood plains. Your Manager and members of the Town’s Appeals Board 
worked at great length throughout 1975 to bring together all of the 
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Town Manager presenting Cub Scouts with certificate of appreciation. 
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appeal functions presently existing in the Town’s ordinances, rules and 
regulations. Accordingly, an Appeals Board Ordinance will be presented 
before the annual Town Meeting, which effectively consolidates a 
number of different appeals boards into one organization. If approved, 
the ordinance will effectively assist the Town in administrating appeals, 
which may be conducted under many of the present land use regulations 
that the Town is required to maintain, as well as other regulations, such 
as welfare and Town employee personnel rules. 

Generally, some degree of economic growth within a community is 
reflected in the number of new homes constructed throughout the year. 
Forty one new single family homes were built within Farmington over the 
past year and over 100 new subdivision lots were approved in five 
subdivisions. 1975 saw the Town adopt its first Comprehensive Plan. 
The Comprehensive Plan is designed to provide the Selectmen and 
Planning Board with advice on goals and objectives in implementing 
policy decisions. Such a process is a continuing one and it is expected 
that in 1977 the Town’s Comprehensive Plan will once again be re- 
viewed and updated to reflect the wishes of the Town’s citizens. Another 
example of increased growth within our community is the issue over the 
status of abandoned roads. The Town was forced in 1975 to accept the 
financial liability of repairing and upgrading two Town roads. Portions of 
the Porter Hill Road and the old Sewall Road will be rebuilt in 1976 and 
1977, at the request of property owners for a cost totaling approximately 
$13,000. The special Town Meeting held in November failed to dis- 
continue large sections of roads, still virtually unused except for recrea- 
tional activities, which remain a potential liability to the community. In 
order to better upgrade existing street standards the Board of Selectmen 
also recommended to the special Town Meeting that the Town adopt a 
Land Development Ordinance. It is unfortunate that this ordinance failed 
to pass, as it would have updated the Town’s existing Street Standards 
Ordinance. The present ordinance requires that all new roads be gravel 
surfaced as opposed to paved surfaces. Because the special Town Meet- 
ing failed to approve the draft ordinance, the Planning Board has estab- 
lished a Land Use Development and Advisory Committee to discuss the 
whole land use question in more depth. A report from the committee 
should be forthcoming during 1976. The question of street standards, 
however, presents a considerable dilemma for the community. Recent in- 
creases in the price of oil have been reflected in price increases for 
asphalt products. In 1973 a ton of hot-top applied on the surface of the 
road cost $7.50, in 1975 it cost the Town $18.40. In addition, a gallon of 
liquid asphalt tar cost the Town $.28 in 1973 and now costs the Town 
$.511/2. The failure to require subdividers to pave new roads places the 
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burden directly on the Town to assume the entire paving cost, therefore 
curtailing the amount of resurfacing and maintenance work that can be 
done on existing Town roads. The Town of Farmington had 1.75 miles of 
new roads built in 1975. The Town of Farmington also received word 
from the U.S. Bureau of the Census that its estimated 1973 population 
was 6,283. This is an increase of 626 over the 1970 figure of 5,657, and 
points to the rapid growth occurring within our community. 

The major public works project completed in 1975 was the rebuild- 
ing of the Webster Road Bridge. The Town was fortunate in having Gil 
Theriault, a work study student majoring in Civil Engineering at the 
University of Maine in Orono, to assist in the design of the bridge. This is 
the first time that the Town’s present public works crew has built any 
bridges within the community. The Town purchased a new dump truck 
in 1975 and has initiated an equipment reserve fund for future equip- 
ment replacement. The next major piece of equipment to be replaced 
will be the present front end loader. It is anticipated that such replace- 
ment may have to occur as early as 1977. Another project completed 
this past summer was a comprehensive sidewalk and curbing program. 
Streets within the village area have had numerous coats of hot top ap- 
plied with no raising of the existing curbs and sidewalks. Accordingly, the 
Town in 1976 will be placing a major emphasis on the reconstruction of 
sidewalks, curbing and drainage within the village area. It is hoped that 
this type of work will be able to be completed prior to paving later this 
summer. Another major project under consideration, is the widening of 
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the Intervale Road between the intersection of Route *2 and Abbott Hill. 
As the Town’s highway priorities switch from a bypass of Route #4 
through West Farmington to the Intervale Road, the Town will be appro- 
priating additional state aid money to be used as matching funds to state 
and federal grants for the reconstruction of the Intervale Road. It is 
hoped that reconstruction will take place in the spring of 1978, in coor- 
dination with construction of a relocated South Street from the base of 
Abbott Hill to an intersection with Lake Avenue. The Town has worked 
very closely with the University of Maine, Farmington in planning this 
particular project and cooperation between the Town and the college has 
been responsible for a successful program. A copy of the overall develop- 
ment plan is included in the Recreation Director’s Report on Page 57. 

Perhaps one of the most important concerns of the Town Manager’s 
Office is personnel. In most communities personal services consume any- 
where from 50 - 70% of the total operating budget. These personal ser- 
vices are rendered by people and not machines, consequently citizen 
satisfaction depends heavily on how these services are performed. It is 
clearly evident that effective utilization and management of personnel is 
a continued must if Farmington is to provide satisfactory services at a 
reasonable cost. Accordingly, the Town should be very proud of the 
fact that of 25 communities in the 5,000-10,000 population category in 
the State of Maine, Farmington ranked ninth from the bottom on the 
ratio of the number of employees to population. In addition, of 23 
communities reporting in the 5,000-10,000 population category Farming- 
ton ranked 6 lowest in the ratio of salaries to population with $29.14 
being spent per resident. This is another excellent statistic that we can be 
proud of and reflects the efficiency and productivity of the Town’s 
employees. In 1975 the Town Manager’s Office continued to widen the 
scope of its personnel management activities. Building on those improve- 
ments made by Harold Bean, the personnel rules were amended to in- 
clude provisions for military leave, an Appeals Board, and grievance 
procedures and policies. In addition, in this year’s budgetary process 
each department head was required to provide the Town Manager with 
a list of goals and objectives for the forthcoming year, many of which are 
outlined in this annual report. Another important factor effecting em- 
ployee performance is the amount of training employees receive. The 
Town can be proud that their Town Clerk, Town Treasurer, Town Man- 
ager and Town Assessor have all been chosen to serve on their respec- 
tive certification committees for the State of Maine. This is indicative of 
the high professional performance standards being met by our 
employees. 

Perhaps one of the major factors effecting this year’s budget, has

been the continued funding of the Comprehensive Employment and 
Training Act (CETA). CETA, begun in 1973, pays 100% of employment 
costs of hiring local people who may be unemployed or on local assist- 
ance roles. Close to $100,000. in federal funds have been provided 
under this program enabling the Town to complete a large number of 
projects which would not have been scheduled for several years. It is 
hoped that funding will keep pace throughout 1976. 

In looking ahead to 1976, citizens may expect action on a number 
of issues. The proposed abandonment of the Farmington branch of the 
Maine Central Railway, if successful, would have a permanently damag- 
ing impact on the ability of Farmington and Franklin County to attract 
new industry to our area. Town Selectmen and area businesses effected 
by the proposed abandonment have banded together in an effort to 
retain the railway. Hopefully, their efforts will be successful. The Town 
has been awarded $800.00 by the Maine Bicentennial Committee for 
bicentennial projects in the community. The $800. will be used to fund 
festivities during the 4th of July weekend as well as to plant, loam, and 
seed new flower beds at Hippach Field. The Town was unsuccessful 
earlier in the year in submitting an application for funding under the 
Department of Housing & Urban Development Community block grant 
program. However, a summer CETA employee prepared a housing 
survey for the community and based upon this data a further application 
has been submitted which hopefully will be funded this spring. The appli- 
cation is divided into two projects, rehabilitation of existing housing units 
in the West Farmington area, and the acquisition and demolition of six 
buildings along Temple Stream in West Farmington. A two-year effort to

consolidate transportation services provided by Rural Health Associates, 
Community Action Council and Project Independence appears to be 
ending. It is hoped that by July Ist, a consolidated transportation service 
will be providing transportation to the different clientele groups presently 
serviced by these agencies at reduced administrative costs. Also in 1976, 
the Town of Farmington hopes to proceed with its codification of Town 
ordinances. Codification would present all of the Town’s ordinances in a 
single, easy to read volume, thus providing for more effective enforce- 
ment. 

In summary, 1975 was a year of decisions, and cooperation. The 
Town voted to proceed with the new municipal building, construct a san- 
itary landfill, approved a Sign Ordinance, adopt a Comprehensive Plan 
and promote more effective flood plain management. 1975’s annual 
meeting warrant contained 27 articles, this year’s warrant contains 18. 

No report of your Town Manager could be complete without calling 
special attention to the retirement of two active Board members, Allison 
Hoar and Ronald Smith and former member Maurice Taylor. During 
their terms Allison, Ron, and Maurice were able to grow with their jobs, 
adapt to the new and different requirements of the time, and give strong 
direction and advice to all of those who served with them. All appreciate 
the service they have rendered to the Town and all will be missed by 


their colleagues and friends.

The Town Clerk’s account fell short of the anticipated income due 
mostly to the drop in the U.C.C. recordings. This drop is due to the new 
State Title Law which requires any new car starting with the 1975 models 
to be recorded with the Secretary of State. This will also account for a 
lower income over the next several years. 


Due to the efforts of the Business and Professional Women’s Club 
and the cooperation of Benjamin Butler, we have undertaken a micro- 
filming project.

1975 was a busy year for the Office Staff with many changes and 
additional services added. 


Farmington is a distribution center for several towns in Franklin 
County that participate in the food stamp program. There were 6,889 
families that took advantage of the food stamp program. The average was 
573 families per month. 


‘The Treasurer of the Town of Farmington files a monthly report with 
the State stating the number of persons receiving food stamps. The Town 
is then reimbursed by the State for the number of persons that received 
food stamps. This amounted to $4,133.50 for the year 1975. This was an 


average of .60 per family. 


The Town made application in June to the Secretary of State for 
approval to validate re-registrations on passenger vehicles and pick-up 
trucks with a gross weight of 6,000 lbs. The application was approved, 
and since October Ist, the Town Office has been doing re-registrations. 
There is a minimum charge of $1.00 for this service. The $1.00 is re- 
tained by the Town. Motorists can pick up their license tags at the Farm- 
ington Town Office; in past years motorists have had to write or travel to 
Augusta to re-register their vehicles.

The Revenue Sharing money the Town received from the State and 
Federal Governments for this year was invested in Certificates of Deposits 
and earned $11,284.49 in interest. 


Throughout the year the Treasurer, Deputy Treasurer and Deputy 
Tax Collector have attended various meetings pertaining to Municipal 
Government Operations. 


In June a meeting was held in Bangor on the updating of staggered 
registrations. 


In October the Maine Municipal Association Convention was held in 
Lewiston. The program consisted of all phases of Municipal Government. 


In December the Treasurer was appointed to serve on a committee to 
assist in setting up programs and schools for the certification of Treasurers 
and Tax Collectors throughout the State. 


The Town is exploring the possibility of going to a computerized pro- 
gram when the New Municipal Building is completed. This system will be 
programmed to do payrolls, departmental accounting, tax records, sewer 
billing and etc.

Taxes were committed July 23, 1975. This was made possible by 
the good maintenance of office records by the prior Assessor, office staff 
and assistance from United Appraisal Company. The valuation for 1975 
totaled $43,880,662., a gain of $1,195,902. over 1974 of which land 
represents $8,302,440., buildings, $27,900,382., personal property at the 
Town tax rate $3,063,870., and $4,163,970. at the state tax rate of 22.5 
mills. Present state statutes will exempt after 1976 personal property taxes 
on 1. Stock in Trade, 2. Industrial Stock, 3. Wood, Lumber and Logs, and 
4. Livestock. 


Valuation of tax exempt property totaled $20,393,750. (31.4% of all 
property). Of this amount, $314,900.00 was exempted for 93 veterans. 
In 1976, veterans exemptions will ‘be $4,000.00 value multiplied by the 
ratio of current just value upon which the assessment is based as furnished 
in the Assessor’s annual return to the State Tax Assessor. Exact amount of 
the exemption will be determined after April 1, 1976. 


In order to improve the equity in municipal property valuation, assess- 
ment standards were enacted by the State Legislature. At present Farming- 
ton’s valuation falls within these standards. These standards are raised 
each year through 1979 and in order to meet these a constant study of all 
values is necessary. Currently a study of land values is being made by the 
Assessors Office. The results of this study will be incorporated in the 
valuation for 1977. The standard requiring physical inspection and inven- 
tory of each parcel and personal property account at least every four years 
has been incorporated into office routine. 
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Owners of personal property only are required to file schedules of 
such property and to answer questions thereon with the Assessor for 
1976. Failure to answer bars right of appeal from over valuation of said 
taxes. A request for abatement must be made in writing, stating the reason 
thereof, and filed within one year of date of commitment. Because valua- 
tion was raised is not in itself reason to grant or ask for an abatement. 
Parcels of land that are not contigious will be valued and assessed sep- 
arately starting in 1976.

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Report of 
the Police Chief 


To the Town Manager, Board of Selectmen and Citizens: 


I respectfully submit the following report on the activities of the Police 
Department. 

Farmington has several areas in which crime has increased during the 
year of 1975. There were three assaults against U.MF. girls. Of the three 
assaults all but one have been solved. It was the first time in my seventeen 
years with the Farmington Police Department that any girls have been 
assaulted at the U. of M. Farmington. There was an increase in stolen 
vehicles in which juveniles were involved. Seven or eight vehicles were 
stolen by local juveniles during the summer and early fall. In each incident 
keys were left in the vehicle. The passing of bad checks has increased. 
The merchants are receiving more bad checks. The police are receiving 
more checks to process. The bomb scares at S.A.D. #9 schools have in- 
creased. We have had four bomb scares since school opened in Septem- 
ber. We have been very lucky in locating the bomb scare persons. Of the 
four bomb scares we have solved three and are still working on the fourth. 
Another first for Farmington occurred last fall when the Farmington Police 
were notified of several house breaks on Anson Street. The police were 
plagued with daytime house breaks for about a month and a half. The 
house breaks took place during the daytime when no one was home, and 
most of the time only money was taken. 

The first of June the Police Department was able to hire a Police 
Clerk. This position was filled by a woman, Mary Anne Kittredge. Some of 
the duties of a Police Clerk are to answer the phone, operate two-way 
radio, run teletype, do typing for the officers, and do record keeping and 
other clerical tasks. Working hours are from 4:00 P.M. to 12:00 A.M. The 
working hours are set up 4:00 P.M. to 12:00 A.M. to give coverage in the 
Police Office at night. 

Through the cooperation of Ron Bailey and Charles Parlin the officers 
were able to take a two-day Emergency Vehicle Driving Course at 
Mt. Blue High School, June 18th and 19th. All of Farmington’s Officers 
went through the course with some officers from the Jay Police Depart- 
ment.

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The police have had several new changes. The first day of October all 
police were issued a Uniform Traffic Ticket. These tickets are used by 
Municipal Police, County Police, and State Police. These uniform tickets 
are only used for Motor Vehicle violations. The officer still uses the old 
summons for other crimes. The most drastic change is the new Maine 
Criminal Code Title 17-A. These will be all new laws for the Officer. The 
officers will be attending classes on the new Maine Criminal Code. The 
classes will be held at the Learning Center at the U. of M. at Farmington. 
The classes start February 9th and are run by the District Attorney’s office 
with the use of videotapes. 

Traffic accidents have increased this year. The total accidents for the 
year 1975 were 295, an increase of 37 accidents from the year 1974. 
There were three pedestrian accidents, and one bicycle accident, and two 
persons killed in motor vehicle accidents. There were 43 accidents during 
the month of December. 

There was one change in Police Officers in 1975. Peter Buzzell 
replaced Kenneth Carman as Police Officer for the business district. Peter 
Buzzell is 21 years old and married to the former Kathleen Barker of 
Wilton. They have one child named Patricia. His parents are Richard and 
Mary Buzzell of Farmington. Mr. Buzzell attended schools in Farmington 
and graduated from Mt. Blue High School. He was a member of the 
National Honor Society. 

Officer Pike is handling bicycle safety. There will be another bicycle 
safety program for the Mallett School and Ingalls School this spring. We 
are trying to expand the safety program, but time and money seem to be 
holding us up. Through the cooperation of several businesses in Farming- 
ton the schools were furnished booklets on drugs to help in teaching 
about drug safety. 

Officer Thomas Jones completed the basic training course at the 
Criminal Justice Academy in November. Peter Buzzell will attend the 
academy sometime this year. 

There have been a few close calls: one officer was assaulted, another 
had a loaded gun pointed at him, and while officers were holding a road 
block one night a speeding vehicle nearly hit three officers. 

I wish to thank the full time officers and spare officers for their 
cooperation. I extend further thanks to the Franklin County Sheriff's 
Department, the Maine State Police and all other law enforcing agencies.

To the Inhabitants of the Town of Farmington: 


The Fire Department answered a total of 73 calls in 1975; a de- 
crease from the previous year. The total calls consist of the following 
number and types: 10 car and truck fires, 13 chimney fires, 7 house fires, 
5 business fires, 5 grass fires, 3 calls to the town dump, 4 gas spills, 5 
false alarms, 4 calls to UMF, 2 flooded oil burners, 4 car accidents, 2 
power lines down, 1 television set and 6 outside calls. The outside calls 
were 4 to Industry and 2 to Chesterville. 

We had one major fire which resulted in the destruction of the 
Drummond Hall Block. 

The Department held 12 regular meetings and 5 special meetings: 
also 4 forest fire schools, 4 pump schools and 14 fire training schools. 

The Department purchased a new Mack truck equipped with a 
1000 gallon a minute pump, 4 MSA Airpacs and 1000 feet of 21/2 inch 
hose. 

In 1975 the Farmington Falls Fire Co. became part of the Farming- 
ton Fire Department.

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Annual Report of the 
Farmington Waste Water 
Treatment Facility 


The Department of Environmental Protection gave our facility a 
satisfactory to excellent rating making 1975 a very good year for the 
Waste Water Treatment Plant. 

Eight completely new hookups and fourteen connections were 
made this past year. We also eliminated three bad infiltration problems. 
This year we are planning to do needed work on old clay tile and 
cement pipe lines where stoppages frequently occur. Through repairs to 
these lines we intend to further reduce infiltration along with many new 
hookups and connections that will be necessary to keep up with our 
growing town. 

This year the Department of Environmental Protection and the 
Environmental Protection Agency are requiring daily monitoring, test re- 
sults and submission of monthly reports from the Mt. Blue High School’s 
treatment plant. Our time involved there has been greatly increased as a 
result. 

The plant has now been in operation for three and one-half years. 
Some minor repairs are now necessary on the aeration ditches and 
clarifiers. Also there is some wear beginning to show on the pumps, 
rotors and drying machine. Repair on these will be forthcoming.

Recreation Director — Scot Lockman 


The Farmington Recreation Committee has had a quite busy and 
productive year. Prior to the beginning of the summer season, the com- 
mittee hired a full time Recreation Director with the help of a federally 
funded program. 

The Director has the responsibility to institute and coordinate new 
recreational programs for the Town of Farmington. His duties also in- 
clude the scheduling and maintenance of the Community Center, main- 
tenance and scheduling of Hippach Field, and the upkeep of the Meeting 
House Park. The Director works in conjunction with the YMCA in order 
to provide a wide variety of programs for the Farmington area. 

The following is a brief description of programs conducted this past 
year by the Recreation Department. ; 

Creative Play: Over 200 children registered for the program with 
an average daily attendance of 60. Activities included, arts and crafts, 
sports, day trips to Mt. Blue State Park, cook-outs, and a wide variety of 
other activities. 

Learn to Swim for Tots: This was a new program instituted this 
year for children ages 3-7. Over 80 children registered for the program 
with an average attendance of 60. This program was very successful in 
its first year, and will become a permanent part of the summer program. 

Summer Basketball Clinic: This program was offered to both boys 
and girls in grade 5 through 12. Over 100 boys and girls participated in 
the five week clinic which stressed the fundamentals of the game of 
basketball. 


ON: 


Self Defense: This program was not successful due to the fact of 
lack of interest and scheduling programs. However it will again be of- 
fered in the spring. Only 8 people registered for the class. 

5th Grade Basketball: This program operates on Friday afternoons 
and attempts to teach the children the fundamentals of basketball and 
sportsmanship. Approximately 40 boys and girls participated in the pro- 
gram on a weekly basis. 

Men’s Recreational Basketball League: Eight teams from the 
Farmington area participate in the league. Approximately 100 men are 
involved in the program. It has been quite successful in its first year and 
will be continued next season. 

Saturday Recreation: Recreational play for people of all ages. 
Materials are made available for the peoples use and they may choose the 
activity they wish to participate in. We have an average attendance of 40 
per Saturday. 

Saturday Morning Recreation for Exceptional Children: The 
Recreation Department in cooperation with the college provides recrea- 
tional activities for exceptional children in the Farmington area. They 
participate in arts and crafts activities and sports of various types. There 
are approximately 20 children now enrolled in the program. 

Upcoming Programs: Dog obedience, floor hockey, self defense, 
soccer, gymnastics, track, and various programs of interest. 

For the past six months the Recreation Committee and Director 
have been working on a redevelopment plan for the Hippach Field area. 
The plan which is shown below, will include the construction of new 
facilities along with the upgrading of existing fields and buildings. 

The redevelopment of Hippach Field will be done in a phasing pro- 
cess. The Recreation Committee hopes to coordinate the development of 
Hippach Field with the reconstruction of the Intervale Road and the col- 
lege redevelopment plans. 

The first part of the redevelopment plan, is the construction of two 
tennis courts at Hippach Field. These courts are scheduled to be con- 
structed in the spring of this year. The Federal government has given the 
town tentative approval for $11,500.00 to aid the Town in building the 
courts. All that is needed now is approval by the Town for our portion of 
the construction cost. The Town is only responsible for thirty-five percent 
of the total construction costs. 

The Recreation Committee feels that these courts are greatly 
needed in Farmington, and would start the total redevelopment plan. 

In November of 1975, Mrs. Hester Chandler donated a parcel of 
property adjacent to Hippach Field. This property will facilitate the total 
redevelopment of Hippach Field. The Recreation Committee is very 
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grateful to Mrs. Chandler for her donation of this property. 


The Recreation Committee also plans to construct a new park in 
downtown Farmington this coming spring. The park will add beauty to 
the downtown area. 

The year 1975 was very successful for the Recreational Department 
and Committee. The past year showed an increase in the amount of pro- 
grams available to the area residents. In the year 1976, the Recreation 
Committee plans to expand the programs offered and provide improved 
areas for outdoor recreation. We appreciate your interest and support 
over the past year.

Farmington Children enjoying Arts & Crafts at Creative Play. 
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Bicentennial Committee 


The Town of Farmington Bicentennial Committee appointed by the 
Board of Selectmen in May and funded under a $750. appropriation 
from the Special Town Meeting held in June has endeavored to set up a 
Bicentennial Program for the year 1976 to further enhance the Heritage, 
Festival, and Horizons goals of the United States Bicentennial Commis- 
sion. 

Heritage is designed to make citizens of our community aware of 
the Town’s heritage and the part it has played in the formulation of what 
Farmington is today. The Farmington Business and Professional Wo- 
men’s Club has undertaken, as a part of the Heritage program, the 
publication of the 1899 Franklin County Directory. Copies of the direc- 
tory have been available to citizens of the county since mid-1975. Pro- 
ceeds of sales have been used to purchase a microfilming system for the 
Town of Farmington’s vital statistics and historical records located in the 
community building offices. To date all Town Meeting Warrants and all 
vital statistics up to 1940 have been reproduced on microfilm cards and 
are available at the Town Clerk’s Office in the Community Building. 

To meet the goals of the Festival and Horizon portions of the bicen- 
tennial program, the Farmington Bicentennial Commission submitted an 
application for federal grant funds to the Maine State Bicentennial Com- 
mission in November of this year. The Town received notification in Jan- 
uary that it had been awarded $800. to assist in defraying the cost of 
organizing festivities and to provide landscaping at Hippach Field. Activi- 
ties in 1976 will be focused around the 4th of July weekend and will in- 
clude a dedication ceremony at the new municipal building on Saturday, 
July 3rd. The Town Bicentennial Commission encourages all citizens to 
partake in the festivities that will be scheduled throughout this year cele- 
brating our country’s 200th anniversary. 
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Report of the 
Cutler Memorial Library 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Farmington: 


The trustees of the Farmington Public Library Association greatly 
appreciated the $12,000 appropriation granted them for 1975. We are 
requesting the same amount for 1976 to help cover the expenses of li- 
brary upkeep, salaries and maintenance. 

The association was saddened this year by the death of Mrs. Harry 
E. Newman, a corporator since 1946 and a trustee since 1949. She also 
headed the book committee for several years. Her loss will be keenly felt. 

Among the improvements made during the year were the addition 
of a steel file case in the vault room, a new stack in the children’s room, 
a carousel-type display case for paperbacks and a more adequate record 
holder. These were made possible through generous bequests of Gladys 
A. Brown, Helen and William True, and Dr. Frederick C. Lovejoy, Sr. 

Under the direction of John Burnham, librarian of the Mantor Li- 
brary, University of Maine at Farmington, the microfilming of Farmington 
newspapers from 1840 to 1920 was made possible through the giving of 
matching funds. Our library now has a set of those films. We hope to 
purchase a reader in 1976 and also have more newspapers microfilmed. 
Original newspapers are deteriorating rapidly. 

The grand total for book, magazine and record circulation for the 
year amounted to 25,579, an increase of over 1,700 more than the 
previous year. 

The book committee held monthly meetings. Lists of the library’s 
new books are publicized by both local newspapers and Station WKTJ. 
We are most grateful for this support. Committee members welcome 
suggestions from people who want books the library does not own. Such 
requests, given to the librarian, usually result in the books’ being pur- 
chased. 

Shut-ins continued to receive the service of the library. Those desir- 
ing books are accommodated by calling the library, 778-4312. If the re- 
quested books are available, they are delivered and returned. 

Representatives from the book committee attended Maine State Li- 
brary workshop and book selection meetings at Rockland, Rumford, 
Brunswick and Bangor. Mrs. James Reed, a member of the book com- 
mittee, continues to serve as a lay member of the Executive Board of the 
Central Maine District Council of the Central Maine Library District.

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Report of the 
Red Schoolhouse Committee 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Farmington: 


The Red Schoolhouse Committee of the Wilton and Farmington 
Historical Societies is most appreciative of the $500 appropriations given 
by the Town of Wilton and the Town of Farmington last year to help run 
the Red Schoolhouse Museum — County Information Center. 

We find it necessary to request only $250 each from the two towns 
for the coming year, because of the success of last year’s program. In 
the future, however, we undoubtedly shall have to ask again for the 
larger appropriation. 

Over 600 more visitors were registered at the Museum-Information 
Center last summer than during the same period the previous year. 
Generous donations, which included over $400 received for copies of 
the 1975 book, Zephaniah Builds a Schoolhouse, should make it pos- 
sible for us to meet expenses during the 1976 season, if we receive the 
help we’re requesting from the towns. 

Visitors were registered from 37 states, eight Canadian provinces, 
and seven foreign countries during the season. An event worthy of men- 
tion occurred in August when Eric Davis, of Miami, Florida, became the 
10,000th visitor at the schoolhouse since the place was opened in 1971. 

Mrs. Marion Boyce, Mrs. Vina Ellsworth and Mrs. Hazel Thompson 
were the dedicated co-directors who helped make the tourists’ visits to 
the building an enjoyable experience. Much credit should also be given 
the members of the Franklin County Retired Teachers Association, the 
Senior Citizens and others who give so freely of their time to help make 
the museum program a success. 

The Mt. Blue Area Garden Club provided plants for the flower 
boxes as they have every year. The white petunias and blue lobelias 
against the red building gave it a most patriotic Bicentennial appearance. 

Mrs. Beryl Stanley and Mrs. Freda Kelley continued to keep the 
“Wildflower Corner” supplied with flowers which could be identified by 
the visitors. 

Several groups, of both adults and children, visited the building this 
year, and some held meetings there before the regular season opened. 
The committee welcomes this use of its facilities.

given by Raynold Martin of Brewer and his sister, Mrs. Edward Michaud 
of Madawaska. The bell was saved by Martin at the time the steeple was 
removed from the Old Farmington Falls schoolhouse. The bell, placed on 
the Red Schoolhouse grounds, makes a fine addition to the museum. 

Ninety children, from grades one through six, participated in the 
National Education Week program sponsored by the University of Maine 
at Farmington, S.A.D. No. 9, and-the Red Schoolhouse Museum.

The Red Schoolhouse Committee 
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Report of the Farmington 
Swim Program — 1975 


The Farmington Swim Program opened its sixth season on June 23, 
1975 with a total enrollment of 324 for the eight week period. 185 stu- 
dents were enrolled in the Beginner Course with 51 passing, 57 were in 
the Advanced Beginner Course with 37 passing, 29 in the Intermediate 
Course with 24 passing, 20 in the Swimmer Course with 19 passing, and 
24 in the Advanced Swimmer Course with 22 passing. There were 6 en- 
rolled in the Advanced Lifesaving Course with 5 passing and 5 in the 
Water Safety Aid Course with all of them passing. There was an enroll- 
ment of 24 in the Basic Rescue and Water Safety Course with 23 pass- 
ing. 

The new program, Water Safety Aid, was a good addition. We felt 
confident with these students teaching the regular session classes because 
of the training received from the class. The five students taking the 
course taught the first session to complete their requirements. Two of 
these five students volunteered during the second session. 

Students for the various towns who had to pay tuition were: 41 
from New Sharon, 17 from Chesterville, and 17 from Industry. These 
Towns appropriate monies for their children. The remaining students 
were from Farmington or other towns in the area who paid their own 
tuition personally. 

We weren’t quite as lucky this year as last in regards to the weather. 
We cancelled five days in all due to cold or rain, as compared to two and 
a half the previous year. Two days were cancelled in the first session and 
three days in the second session. 

The docks held up fairly well with only a few minor repairs. The 
new kickboards were excellent with only two lost — not due to 
breaking — due to wind. 

The water at the area was tested toward the end of the second ses- 
sion. People from the college who tested it found it to be Class A water. 

Instructors for the year were: Cindy Ferrari, Director, Judy Friberg, 
Assistant Director, Carol Edgar, Stacey Edgar and Ann Alexander, In- 
structors. Volunteers for the second session were Dianne Marks, 
Sheryl Edgar, and Sharry Brinkman. These girls did a fine job. 

The Swim Program staff worked well together and we feel as if we 
had another successful year.

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Report of the Farmington 
Conservation Commission 


The Farmington Conservation Commission is pleased to submit this 
report of its activities for 1975. 

During May a total of 67 shade trees were planted under the State 
Shade Tree Planting Program which paid 50% of the total cost. As in 
previous years the Commission located the planting sites, determined the 
species suitable for planting and supervised the planting operations. A 
total of 293 trees have been planted over a five year period. 

A project to upgrade the water classification of the Sandy River in 
Farmington area began in 1975. The project, called PACE, or Planned 
Approaches to Community Environments is being conducted by the 
University of Maine at Farmington. Testing of the water is being done 
and it is hoped the results will establish that the water quality is equal to 
a B-2 rather than the present C classification. 

The Chairperson served on the Shoreland Zoning Committee which 
prepared the ordinance accepted by town citizens during 1975. 

The Farmington Conservation Commission seeks to protect and 
manage the natural resources of the community through conservation 
including open space preservation, scenic, aesthetic, flora and fauna pres- 
ervation and beautification, pollution control and proper waste disposal 
methods. Gifts and bequests of land for scenic, recreational or other 
public use purposes may be accepted by the Commission for the town.

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Report of the 

Franklin Area Clinic 
Tri-County Mental Health 
Services 


During the year 1975 under the new leadership of Executive Direc- 
tor J. Gregory Shea, Tri-County Mental Health Services has dealt with 
several very difficult issues. The Franklin Area Clinic as a result has bene- 
fitted in numerous ways. Computer services have smoothed out billing 
procedures, and staff reporting, yielding systems whereby, through one 
reporting system, feedback about staff activities and financial accounting 
is being efficiently and accurately provided to assist management of the 
agency. Although reports have only recently been forthcoming, this will 
provide considerably more comprehensive and accurate information for 
decision making. 

More specifically services provided within the Franklin County Area 
by Tri-County Mental Health Services included continuation of individual 
counseling, alcoholism counseling, group counseling, family counseling, 
psychiatric therapy, marriage counseling, drug therapy, screening of ad- 
missions to the inpatient psychiatric services at St. Mary’s Hospital and 
Augusta Mental Health Institute. Consultation services have also been 
provided to schools, Sheriff's department and Community Action Pro- 
gram workers. Also, expanded services to the mentally retarded have 
been sponsored by TCMHS in Franklin County. The longstanding policy 
of providing services as near as possible to residents of the area was con- 
tinued through an agreement with RHA whereby a counselor has been 
available on a regular basis in RHA facilities in Jay, Farmington, 
Rangeley and Kingfield in addition to services provided at the office at 6 
High Street in Wilton. Contracts with SAD #36, Rangeley Schools and 
Jay Schools have been made in order that consultation to these schools 
about mental health problems has been made available. 

In addition to the primary services listed above, the Franklin Area 
Clinic has provided talks to a number of organizations in the area includ- 
ing the Association of Business and Professional Women, Head Start 
parents and personnel, various Parent Teacher Organizations and sever- 
al church groups, Tyngtown Club, Wiltona Club, Woodworkers Associa- 
tion of Maine, personnel of the Department of Health and Welfare. 

As in the past few years, Tri-County Mental Health Services is 
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governed by a Board of Directors who represent the three counties with 
the member from each county determined by the proportion of popula- 
tion residing in each county. In Franklin County there is also an Advisory 
Board. A representative and an alternate from each town that partici- 
pates financially is appointed by the selectmen of the town. The Advisory 
Board serves in an advisory capacity to the Franklin Area mental health 
program and also elects the representatives from Franklin County Area 
to the TCMHS Board of Directors. 

During 1975 11 children and 122 adults from your town were seen 
by Franklin Area Staff for a total of 607 contacts. These statistics do not 
reflect activities performed under the school contracts mentioned above. 

This year your town is being requested to provide financial support 
in order to help defray costs of operation in order that individuals do not 
have to pay the full cost of service but are only charged on a sliding scale 
based on ability to pay.

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Report of the Androscoggin 
Home Health Services, Inc. 


In 1975 The Androscoggin Home Health Services, Inc. provided 
more services to Tri-County residents than in any year during the past 
decade. In all, more than 8,000 people — nearly 5% of the population 
— were directly served by one of our programs. 

While the A.H.H.S. has always maintained a commitment to the 
development of new and improved services, no new programs were of- 
fered in 1975. Partly because of the troubled economy, we have placed 
our highest priority on assuring the maintenance of current services and 
achieving the highest level of effectiveness and efficiency possible. 

Services fall into two categories — prevention and treatment. On the 
prevention side, 1,969 flu shots were provided to senior citizens during the 
fall. During the spring and fall, 1,100 senior citizens participated in the 
health screening clinics which have been cooperatively sponsored by the 
A.H.H.S. and Project Independence since 1971. The success of these 
clinics — screenings and flu shots — is attributable largely to the bound- 
less enthusiasm of the senior citizens. 

Our health screening program for children, limited to Medicaid — 
eligible children in Androscoggin and Oxford counties, provided physical 
screenings to 950 children during the year; an additional 3,500 were 
contacted and, where necessary, referred to area doctors. This program 
is carried out by the A.H.H.S. under contract to the Department of 
Human Services. 

Home care services — 39,449 visits in all — were provided to 1,656 
patients and clients during 1975. This represents slightly more than a 16% 
increase over the previous year. One of our greatest challenges is keep- 
ing pace with this rising demand for home health care and homemaker 
services. 

There were 53 Farmington residents who received home care ser- 
vices during 1975. These patients received a total of 1,058 home visits. 
By type and volume visits consisted of nursing, 532; physical therapy, 8; 
home health aide, 289; and homemaker, 229. In addition 37 senior citi- 
zens received health screenings and 67 received flu shots.

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Report of the 
Franklin County Community 
Action Council 


October of 1975 marked Community Action’s 10th Anniversary of 
providing social services for Franklin County residents. During those 10 
years, four major accomplishments have taken place to assist people with 
better human services. The agency created the first Family Planning Pro- 
gram in Maine in 1967. A year later CAP created Senior Citizen Pro- 
grams in Franklin County and in 1971 the agency was instrumental in 
the creation of Rural Health Associates. 

What should be considered the fourth major accomplishment was 
the creation of Franklin County’s first day care center in September of 
1975. This became a reality through a coordinated effort with the Univer- 
sity of Maine at Farmington. The center serves Franklin County residents 
from all income levels. Persons are charged on a graduated fee accord- 
ing to their yearly income. The Sweatt-Winter Community Day Care Pro- 
gram is open year round from 6 a.m. to 6 p.m., Monday thru Friday. It 
can accommodate 45 children between the ages of 21/2 to 5. 

In 1975 Community Action provided such services as Head Start, 
Outreach, Family Planning, Work Experience, Home Repair and Winteri- 
zation, Day Care, Housing and Summer Youth Employment. The 
agency also co-sponsored (W.K.T.J.) Operation Santa Claus, bringing 
Christmas to 423 needy children throughout the County. A volunteer 
clothing center was opened out of the East Wilton office and provided 
free clothing to approximately 700 persons in need. 

The Family Planning Program served over 300 women with educa- 
tion, medical and birth control services. The Outreach staff has provided 
services for approximately 5,000 R.H.A. recipients plus making referrals 
for all outside programs or agencies who provide services for county resi- 
dents. Their contacts totalled 12,611. Our Head Start centers (Rangeley, 
Phillips, Farmington and Jay) enrolled 30 youngsters in pre-school 
classes where emphasis is placed on social, academic and physical 
development. The Youth Employment Service enrolled 25 high school 
students in jobs and the summer SPEDY program provided over 88 full 
time summer jobs for youngsters between the ages of 15 and 21. The 
Housing Program assisted towns with their Community Development ap- 
plications and was instrumental in assisting low income home repair 
loans. The Home Repair and Winterization Program repaired and winter- 
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ized over 250 sub-standard homes in Franklin County. 

Last year the agency provided over 50 full time jobs for county resi- 
dents living in 14 of the County’s 17 communities. 

Last summer the Head Start bus was made available to the West 
Central District YMCA program. This enabled a “Y” on Wheels program 
to provide recreational activities to hundreds of persons living in smaller 
Franklin County Communities. 

The agency worked closely with SAD #9 Vocational School to bring 
a much needed Adult Basic Education Program to Franklin County. 
Many adults in the area are now reading for the first time. 

The agency was instrumental in bringing the Androscoggin Valley 
Regional Planning Commission to Franklin County. A sub office is now 
located in East Wilton for easy accessibility for municipal officials and in- 
terested citizens in need of their services. 

CAP has made major strides in the last program year to work close- 
ly with the University of Maine at Farmington. Two pilot projects are 
being planned for implementation in 1976. They will be addressing 
energy conservation and nutrition. 

All agency decisions are made by a 25 member board, composed of 
local county residents. One third of the members are elected by low 
income voters and the remaining representatives are elected by both 
public and private agencies. 

The Farmington Community is well represented on the Board of 
Directors by 8 local residents. Serving on the Board are Rev. Edwin 
Alexander representing the Ecumenical Council, Dr. Garth Duff repre- 
senting Rural Health Associates, Gerald Libby representing the Extension

1975 has been a very busy year for us here at ABLE AMBULANCE 
SERVICE INC. | feel that we have made some real progress in the up- 
grading of emergency care to the people of our community and am 
anxiously awaiting the approval of the PARA-MEDIC course for this 
area. 

We are very proud of our new ambulance and would like to take a 
minute to tell you about it. It has a capacity of four patients with plenty 
of room for at least two attendants plus any special equipment which 
might be needed. A 1000 watt power converter in the rear compartment 
provides 110 volts of constant power to operate such specialized equip- 
ment as respiratory care equipment and incubators for infant care. We 
have installed the same type of oxygen and suction equipment as the 
hospital to insure compatibility in emergency pt. transfers to other hospi- 
tals. One of the most important features is the very large patient and 
attendant area which enables us to adapt to every type of emergency 
with room to spare. A sink has also proven to be a valuable asset to the 
overall patient care. For added comfort for the non-emergency patient, 
we have added FM STEREO with speakers in the rear compartment. All 
of this is mounted on a 1975 Chevrolet Van Chassis, 1 ton, with a 
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modular box in the rear. A dual wheel rear axle gives us a very stable 
and comfortable ride. Had we purchased this ambulance from a com- 
mercial ambulance dealer, we could have paid as much as thirty thou- 
sand dollars however, the actual cost of our ambulance was only around 
twelve thousand dollars. We owe a great deal of thanks to Mr. Ron 
Morin, owner and operator of Sugarloaf Ambulance and Rescue of Car- 
rabassett, Me. for designing and building our ambulance. 

You may remember that last year I mentioned that I would be look- 
ing into the possibility of going non-profit. | have been working on laying 
the ground work for the past year and it is presently in the hands of Mr. 
Gerard Williams, Attorney, of Farmington. Upon approval of our non- 
profit status, we will be submitting applications for grants from both 
private and federal agencies. Our goal is to get the bulk of our operating 
costs met by these sources and drive the subsidies down to as little as 
possible. We are also exploring other means by which we can reach this 
same goal. 

Although we are still operating in the “RED”, I am not going to ask 
for an increase in this year’s subsidy. The initial cost of our new ambu- 
lance was quite a financial drain and in the next year I am hoping to get 
even closer to the break even point. 

I would like to take this opportunity to thank the people of this com- 
munity for their continued support and confidence in us and for giving 
us the opportunity to serve you.

SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as it pertained to the 
handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. Count of cash 
was made and reconciled with current receipts and/or petty cash. 

Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of statements furnished 
by the depository and/or bank confirmation. Other recorded assets and 
liabilities were verified on a test basis. 

An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as disburse- 
ments and bank charges. Vouchers, payrolls and canceled checks were 
examined on a selective basis. 

Revenue accruing to the municipality from various sources were 
reviewed and checked to pertinent records. Records of town meetings, 
as they pertained to financial matters, were checked. Debt, federal 
revenue sharing, trust and reserve fund transactions were examined. 
Insurance, as well as bond coverages, were determined. 

Transactions applicable to sewer users fees were not reviewed. 
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COMMENTS 
DEPARTMENTAL OPERATIONS 
The fiscal year’s operations showed that a net unexpended depart- 
mental balance of $123,812.19 was lapsed to unappropriated surplus per 


the following summary: 


Departmental Accounts: 


Unexpended Balances $ 126,022.99 
Overdrafts 2,210.80 
Net Unexpended Balance $ 123,812.19 


The overlay and unexpended balances in various accounts, particu- 
larly roads and bridges, town owned equipment. police department, 
ambulance service and welfare, were the major factors contributing to 
the net unexpended departmental balance lapsed.

The following comments pertain to the accompanying financial 
statements: 


ASSETS .... The general cash balance amounted to $51,667.86 at 
December 31, 1975. The bank balance used in reconciling this amount 
was confirmed by the depository. Petty cash funds of $120.00 were 
counted. 

Taxes receivable totaled $164,194.42 at the year end. Current year 
uncollected taxes amounted to $137,677.86 and $26,516.56 was for 
delinquent accounts dating from 1969. Tax liens and tax acquired 
property amounted to $9,944.40 and $1,396.32 respectively. 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS ... . The departmental 
accounts showed an unexpended balance of $18,255.27 carried forward 
to the ensuing year. 

The excess of actual state revenue sharing revenue over estimated 
totaling $1,406.64 was carried forward to be applied to the 1976 tax 
commitment. 

Unappropriated federal revenue sharing funds of $59,269.83 were 
available at January 1, 1975. Entitlement payments for the year 
amounted to $128,888.00. Interest earnings credited to the fund totaled 
$7,604.47. Appropriated revenue sharing funds of $126,633.72 were 
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| allocated to the town’s operating account to be expended for various 
| purposes. Unappropriated federal revenue sharing funds at December 31, 
| 1975 amounted to $59,269.83. 

The unappropriated surplus amounted to $214,068.24, an increase 
of $58,039.37 for the year. This change was occasioned principally by 
the net unexpended departmental balance lapsed, unallocated excise tax 
revenue and revenue from the State of Maine for property tax relief less 
voter authorized transfers to reduce the tax levy and supplement depart- 
mental operations,

_ DEBT FUND ... . The debt fund, incorporated in the balance sheet as 
| a separate fund, reflects outstanding sewer construction bonds of 
$804,885.62. These obligations are to be retired during the ensuing 
: twenty-eight years. 
TRUST AND RESERVE FUNDS .... Funds held in trust by the town 
totaled $45,255.03. These funds are comprised of cemetery perpetual 
care funds amounting to $20,265.66, school funds of $18,989.37 and a 
library fund of $6,000.00. 

The capital reserve funds which have been established for designated 
capital improvement and replacement of equipment purposes totaled 
$14,148.69. 

The trust and reserve funds are invested in certificates of deposit and 


time deposits in local banks. 


GENERAL 


The use of excise tax revenue as well as a transfer from surplus to 
reduce the tax levy and appropriations from the federal revenue sharing 
fund and surplus to various operating accounts were voter authorized. 

The following recommendations are submitted for consideration: 

A listing of all users fees by billing should be retained as 
well as a listing of cancelations and additions. 

A detail listing of unpaid sewer user’s fees should be pre- 
pared by the end of each year.

In 1975, the threat of abandonment made the railroad an 
important town issue. In August, Maine Central Railroad filed a 
petition with the Interstate Commerce Commission, in Washington, 
D.C., to abandon the sixteen miles of track of the Farmington 
_ Branch Line, from Livermore Falls to Farmington. Maine Central 
- Railroad claims that present economic conditions has forced them 
to seek the abandonment. 

The railroad has been serving Farmington for 106 years. In the 
early years the railroad was the lifeline of the Farmington area, 
hauling many essentials such as farm and building supplies and 


- coal into the area, while wood products and farm produce were 
_ shipped out of the area. But, with the development of the trucking 


| industry rail use began to decline. 


Today the railroad still hauls livestock feed, farm and building 
supplies, and manufacturing materials to the Farmington area. 
And because of the region’s fragile economy the railroad is a factor 
that should not be neglected. We would all be very sorry to see the 
railroad go for economic as well as nostalgic reasons. 


With a total effort exerted by the businesses and people of 
Farmington there is a chance the railroad can remain a functional 
operation of this community.

ABOUT THE COVER: 
The Farmington Municipal Building 


The development of the Farmington Municipal Building began 
in the 1970’s with the realization that the Town of Farmington 
Fire Department needed expanded and updated facilities for 
housing new equipment. Preliminary planning started in 1973 
with funds being set aside by the annual town meeting for con- 
struction of a new fire station. At the annual town meeting in 
1974, planning funds for conducting a feasibility study were ap- 
proved. A Building Advisory Committee was formed to study 
the feasibility and costs of providing a new fire station and ulti- 
mately a new municipal building for the community. Mr. Roger 
Spear, Vice President for Administration and Finance at the 
University of Maine at Farmington chaired the committee, which 
was composed of Mr. Robert Verhoeven, former Town Manager 
Harold Bean, Mr. Donald Fletcher, Mr. Lewis Fitch, Mr. Bauer 
Small and Mr. Harvey Smith. The Committee conducted a com- 
prehensive study to determine specific sites available within the 
community, which would improve upon the fire department’s 
ability to respond to those areas of Farmington that had grown 
the most rapidly. It was during the year following the com- 
mittee’s formation and after visitation to other Maine commu- 
nities that the concept of adding municipal offices to the build- 
ing was considered, as the existing offices located in the Com- 
munity Building were inadequate, and subject to inferior work- 
ing conditions. The location selected by the committee for the 
new building provides improved response time by the Fire De- 
partment and access by the public, as well as permitting more 
effective coordination of municipal services and providing a bet- 
ter working environment. 

The present site was specifically recommended by the archi- 
tectural firm, Alonzo J. Harriman Associates, Inc. of Auburn, 
who evaluated all sites and prepared the preliminary plan for the 
design of the new building. These were presented at the annual 
town meeting in 1975 and approved by the voters whereupon 
final plans were prepared and the project was put out to bid in 
July of 1975 with the J. W. Diaz Construction Company of Jay, 
submitting the low bid at a cost of about $565,000.

Report of the Town Manager 


To the Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of Farmington: 


As 1976, our Bicentennial year, passes, one naturally pauses 
to reflect on its impact for Farmington. The many citizens of our 
community who enjoyed and participated in the colorful program 
of festivities which began just a year ago has helped reaffirm 
the sense of pride Farmington citizens have in their community, 
state and country. 

The focal point of the Bicentennial Celebration was the July 
4th weekend. The parade, rededication of the Farmington Falls 
Church, and dedication of the new Farmington Municipal Build- 
ing drew large crowds despite intermittent showers. The new 
municipal building, which was originally scheduled for comple- 
tion in July was not ready for occupancy until December. It con- 
tains space for all Town Offices as well as the police and fire de- 
partment areas. This building, unique in concept and design will 
serve Farmington citizens for many years to come. ~

Another major project completed in 1976 was the opening of © 
Farmington’s Sanitary Landfill. The Town’s open burning dump, 
characteristic of many such facilities in rural New England, was 
closed July 26th. While few if any regulations governed the ope- 
ration of the open burning dump, the State Department of En- 
vironmental Protection has outlined stringent rules for operation | 
of sanitary landfills. These regulations require, among other 
things, on-site attendants during open hours, thus necessitating a 
reduction in operating hours. Accordingly, operating costs of the | 
landfill exceed those of the open burning dump by approximate- 
ly $20,000 per year. Since the landfill opened, the Selectmen have 
received inquiries from both Industry and New Sharon about its 
use. Cost figures based on population have been provided to both 
towns for capital and yearly operating costs. Acceptance is con- 
tingent upon approval by these towns at their annual Town Meet- 
ing in March of 1977. As part of the Town’s commitment to the 
concept of waste disposal, a sanitary landfill resource conserva- 
tion program was established in September. Designed to recycle 
usable items out of the Town’s landfill and thus reduce operating 
costs, the resource recovery program in cooperation with Second 
Cycle, Inc., a local citizen’s group has been quite successful. 
Farmington Selectmen approved the idea of hiring a Resource 
Recovery Specialist with the understanding that the program 
would be self-funding by September 1977. Citizen support of this 
program has been widespread leading the Selectmen to recom-— 
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mend the purchase of a bailing machine for corrugated cardboard, 
which composes approximately one-third of all wastes deposited 
at the landfill. Farmington’s program is one of only a few ope- 
rating in the State of Maine and has been the recipient of much 
interest by Maine communities and the Department of Environ- 
mental Protection. 

Helping to tabulate the cost of the resource conservation 
program, as well as other town bookkeeping functions, is the 
Town’s new mini-computer. The Digital Equipment system pur- 
chased in July, and delivered in December, is designed to provide 
the Town with a wide array of automated accounting functions 
which previously has been done by hand. These include voter 
registration lists, tax bills, sewer bills, town payroll, and general 
accounting functions. The installation of the system will help re- 
lieve an ever increasing workload on existing employees without 
adding additional personnel. 

The first phase of the Town’s sidewalk improvement pro- 
gram was completed in 1976 on Court Street. Extensive renova- 
tions utilizing granite curbing to replace old curbing, the correc- 
tion of drainage deficiencies and asphalt paving have improved 
the street extensively. This program is scheduled to be continued 
in 1977 on Court, Fountain, and Grove Streets. In addition, as 
part of the Town’s Community Development program, drainage, 
sidewalk and curbing work will be done in West Farmington on 
Bridge and Water Streets. There has been some concern ex- 
pressed over the cost of granite as it is the highest of the three 
generally used curbing materials; the other two being concrete 
and asphalt. However, the price of oil, which has escalated the 
price of asphalt, and the deterioration of concrete sidewalks due 
to the use of salt, makes granite a more logical choice. While the 
program may be more expensive in the short term, it will pay 
dividends over the years to future generations of Farmington’s 
residents. Over five miles of Town roads were paved during 1976 
including sections of the Porter Hill Road, Court Street, High 
Street, Church Street, Center Bridge Rotary, Newberry’s Park- 
ing Lot, and Christain Drive (off Allen’s Mills Road). Several 
major drainage problems were rectified in 1976 including repairs 
to the storm water run-off behind Riverside Cemetery which suf- 
fered major damage during heavy spring run-offs. Emphasis 
during 1977 will be spent on expanding the hot bituminous con- 
crete program (hot top) as opposed to the liquid asphalt. mulch- 
ing treatment. Scheduled for completion in 1977 is the recon- 
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Riverside Cemetery drainage damage. 


struction of the Porter Hill Branch Road. Pursuant to the re- 
quest of several citizens who petitioned the Board of Selectmen | 
in 1975, major work was done on the Porter Hill Branch and the — 
Mason Road, in 1976, including the installation of four culverts 
and the grading of approximately 114 miles of road to include 
some brush removal. As many of you will notice, the annual 
Town Meeting warrant has several articles covering the discon- 
tinuance of town roads. In all cases these roads represent a real 
liability for the Town in that they are “public ways” and there- 
fore must be maintained by the Town. Little maintenance has 
been performed on these roads for many years as they have not 
been used, accordingly they were never maintained and should 
be discontinued; in order for the Town to repair them it would 
cost approximately $67,000. While these issues are sometimes 
emotional ones the failure to either discontinue these roads, or 
to appropriate sufficient funds for their repair, is tantamount to 
irresponsibility. 

In order to meet community priorities, your Town Manager 
and Board of Selectmen are continually reviewing and selecting 
those State and Federal programs, which they feel will benefit ~ 
the community without increasing the Town’s tax burden or ad- _ 
ministrative load. Accordingly, 1976 saw the Town continue to 
fund its State Aid Highway Account in anticipation of approval 
by the Maine State Legislature of funding improvements to the 
Intervale Road from Center Bridge to Lower Main Street in 1978. 
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These improvements would be coordinated with the University 
of Maine at Farmington and would consist of widening the road 
to four lanes and the addition of a second street light at the base 
of Abbott Hill. The Town has also taken part in the state surplus 
equipment program. Surplus equipment from military depots 
from throughout the northeast has been made available to mu- 
nicipalities in the State of Maine. The Town of Farmington has 
received a considerable amount of maintenance material, includ- 
ing bridge paint and a 1966 one ton stake truck, which is being 
renovated by the Forster Memorial Vocational School for use by 
the Farmington Fire Department. 

Program funds received from the Federal Government con- 
tinued to increase during 1976. Initial planning for two tennis 
courts at Hippach Field was completed but funding was delayed 
pending design changes in order to obtain a grant from the Bu- 
reau of Outdoor Recreation, a division of the Department of the 
Interior. Construction of the tennis courts is scheduled for spring 
1977. The Town has also continued to participate in CETA (Com- 
prehensive Employment Training Act) Program, employing 
project personnel at no cost to the Town to work on specific 
projects requested by the Town Manager and the Board of 
Selectmen. In addition, the Town applied for federal funding 
under the 1974 Housing and Community Development Act and 
was awarded a $109,000 grant for housing rehabilitation and 
public works improvements in West Farmington. The Town has 
subcontracted $90,000 worth of the work (the rehabilitation 
portion) to the Franklin County Community Action Agency 
Housing Office. In response to continued interest in this type of 
program, the Town has submitted an application for 1977 fund- 
ing to continue the improvements in West Farmington and also 
to request assistance to upgrade housing, streets, and drainage 
in Farmington Falls. Coupled with the Housing and Community 
Development Program the Town of Farmington actively solicited 
housing under the Department of Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment’s Section 8 Housing Program after a special town meeting 
in August approved the necessary Housing resolution. Accord- 
ingly, 20 units of elderly housing will be constructed in Farming- 
ton during 1977 between Perham and Middle Streets and 16 fam- 
ily units will be built at sites yet to be determined by the Maine 
State Housing Authority in conjunction with the Town’s Select- 
men and Planning Board. It is expected that such construction 
will alleviate some of the worst housing conditions in the Town 
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Ground breaking for new Nursing Home. 


and at the same time provide added tax revenues for the 
community. 

Of major interest to the Town of Farmington in 1976 was 
the decision by Franklin Manor, Inc. to build a new 50 bed nurs- 
ing home on North Main Street. This modern care facility will 
be of considerable benefit to Farmington’s residents and citizens 
needing such care, and at the same time provide additional 
needed tax revenues to the community. The construction of the 
nursing home is indicative of the growth that has taken place 
within Farmington over the past several years. In the short span 
of four years, the Town has seen the construction of a large 
shopping center, new municipal building, a sanitary landfill, a 
new hospital, a sewerage treatment plant and collector system, 
as Well as numerous other commercial endeavors, all of which are 
indicative of, and conducive to, the continued economic growth | 
of our community. When business or industry wishes to expand, | 
the service facilities, which a community can offer, weigh heavily 
in their decision. Farmington residents may be interested to 
know that Farmington currently ranks 14th in retail sales 
throughout the State as a market area, yet the community is 
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34th in population. Such figures indicate a healthy business 
climate for continued economic growth. 

Other programs in which your community has been active 
over the past year, and which have had an effect on virtually 
all of us, include the signing of a contract in late December with 
the Franklin County Animal Shelter for the provision of animal 
services to the shiretown. It is hoped that the readily available 
animal shelter will be of assistance to local law enforcement 
officials in being able to curb runaway and stray dogs. In addi- 
tion, the Farmington Board of Selectmen signed a contract with 
Hawthorne Ambulance, Inc., in August to provide ambulance 
service to the Town of Farmington after Mr. Fred Allumbaugh, 
owner of Able Ambulance, Inc. indicated that he would be dis- 
continuing service. The Town actively participated in the swine 
flu program with over 1,500 people in the community being inocu- 
lated. Such programs reflect the diversity of problems with 
which your Town Manager and Selectmen are required to be 
familiar. 

Your Board of Selectmen and Town Manager have taken an 
active role in other issues over the past year including the pro- 
posed abandonment of the Farmington branch of the Maine

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Central Railway. Farmington was instrumental in getting Har- 
vard University to conduct an in-depth analysis of the impact of © 
the rail abandonment and possible future usages should the 
railroad leave the area. Among those uses was the suggestion | 
that the roadbed be used as a recreational corridor for snowmo- 
biling, hiking, horseback riding, and other recreational pursuits | 
between Livermore Falls and Farmington. Word has been re- 
ceived from the Interstate Commerce Commission that a public | 
hearing on the abandonment of the Farmington Branch will be 
held Wednesday, March 30th. Your Selectmen were actively in- | 
volved, as well as our State Legislator, Richard Morton, in — 
getting the State bureaucracy to consider the mining of gravel 
beneath the water level of the Sandy River. Testifying before | 
several State committees, your Town Manager, Selectmen, and | 
representatives of the Town’s Shoreland Zoning Committee, as _ 
well as various citizens of the community affected by the pro- | 
gram, were instrumental in having the Department of Inland. 
Fisheries and Wildlife change procedures and permit the mining | 
of gravel under certain circumstances beneath the water level.

In response to community concerns over land use within the 
Town, the Board of Selectmen in January of 1976 appointed a 
Land Use Development Advisory Committee to implement a 
community goals and objectives program and to update the 
Town’s comprehensive plan. The committee, solicited from citi- 
zens of the community their opinion regarding various goals that 
the Town should follow. A questionnaire was distributed in late 
October and early November to all registered voters of the com- 
munity. Over 1,000 were returned and the results are being 
processed by the University of Maine at Farmington at no 
charge to the Town on the University’s computer system. In re- 
sponse to inquiries and comments made by the Farmington 
Budget Committee, as well as residents at the annual Town 
Meeting, the Board of Selectmen, in conjunction with the Frank- 
lin County Community Action Agency and the Maine Municipal 
Association, established a Human Services Planning Committee. 
This committee has prepared extensive recommendations regard- 
ing those human service agencies, funded by the Town, their 
recommendations are included in other parts of this report. The 
Selectmen have also been involved with the preservation of the 
Walton’s Mill Pond dam, and allocated the sum of $200 to cover 
expenses for an in-depth study of the environmental impact of 
removal of the dam. This project is to be completed by the 
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University of Maine at Farmington Geology and Geography De- ~ 
partments; and is representative of the excellent working rela- — 
tionship that the Town presently has with the University of — 
Maine at Farmington administration, faculty and students. : 
Perhaps no issue arouses more interest than the annual tax 
rate. I am happy to be able to inform you that the Town of 
Farmington seems reasonably certain of being able to retain a 
stabilized tax rate for the year 1977 despite loss of control of 
over 20% of our budget to other levels of government. As many — 
of you are aware, the state in 1973 voted to abolish the inventory — 
tax. Farmington receives over $118,000 in revenue from this 
tax. In 1973 the State Legislature agreed to reimburse com-. 
munities for this loss in revenue, however this loss of income, 
despite the legislature’s commitment, is now in doubt. In addi- 
tion, the Governor wishes to use the natural increase in the > 
Town’s assessed valuation under the uniform property tax 
(created to fund educational expenses only) for funding other | 
state expenses. Your Selectmen and Town Manager have actively | 
been working with local representatives to insure that the Town 
receives 100% of its reimbursement under the 1973 inventory > 
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tax proposal as committed by the 1973 legislature, and that the 
uniform property tax be used solely to fund school costs and not 
to fund the state general budget. The Town’s unappropriated 
surplus has shown a net reduction of approximately $40,000 this 
year, which reflects transfers made by several Town Meetings 
for additional equipment, supplies and services. The 1977 Budget 
reflects an increase of over $115,000 which is made up of four 
major increases. These increases include $21,500 for hydrant 
rental; $18,500 for replacement of poles and wiring of the Hip- 
pach Field lights and the purchase of a new mowing machine; 
$35,000 for the purchase of a new front end loader, and a 
$40,000 increase in personnel costs ($13,000 for wage increases). 
Since last year’s budget, the federal government has seen fit to 
reenact the federal revenue sharing bill for 3 and 34, years which 
will assist the Town in planning future budgets. Over 20% of 
Farmington’s budget is presently controlled by the state or fed- 
eral government. This “loss of control’’ by the local community 
presents an unusual dilemma for municipal officials in that they 
must constantly be aware of changing trends at the federal and 
state level in order to protect the interests of our community. 
Accordingly, increased costs are incurred by your Selectmen and 
municipal officials in attending meetings in order to protect the 
Town’s interest. 

A major change in your 1977 tax bill will reflect an upward 
assessment of land values this year. AS many of you are aware, 
the State Legislature has set assessing equity standards to be 
implemented in 1977. In order to meet these standards the Town 
of Farmington must increase the value of its land which has 
greatly increased in value (in some cases in excess of 65%) since 
the Town’s revaluation in 1971. In summary, if we are success- 
ful in retaining state controlled funds and balancing the budget, 
taxpayers should see an increase in their property valuation but 
a decrease in the tax rate. The actual cash amount you will 
have to pay should, in most cases, be close to what you have 
paid the previous three years. The Assessor has outlined what 
will occur in more detail in his annual report. 

1976 saw the best tax collection rate since 1972, with less 
than $100,000 in taxes outstanding at the end of the year. This 
increased collection rate is felt to be directly attributable to the 
12% interest rate placed on overdue taxes by the Town Meeting 
last year, and better economic conditions. Because of continuing 
Operating deficits in the Town’s Sewer Department, the Town 
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Selectmen in 1976 commissioned SEA Consultants, Inc. of Boston 


to conduct a sewer rate analysis of the Town’s sewer system. — 


The results of that analysis reflected the need for a rate increase, 
which will occur sometime this spring. The amount of the in- 
crease depends upon the formula utilized which must be agreed 


to by both the Town and the University of Maine at Farmington, | 


the sewer system’s major user. 

Perhaps nothing changes more rapidly than the inter- 
governmental context within which local government operates. 
As mentioned above, the town is increasingly facing pressures 
from the State and Federal government to meet standards and 


goals which they have established without providing the neces- 


sary funds to local communities to accomplish these goals. In 
addition, funding sources of local communities are increasingly 
being controlled by events and influences outside the realm of the 
local community. This changing environment endangers many 
local government premises under which many of us have so long 
operated concerning local control and economy in government, 
and yet at the same time it challenges us to compete in order to 
retain our identity. We have seen, with the proliferation of 
federally funded programs over the past 10 to 15 years, a vacuum 
created on the regional level between local government and the 
state. Today there are more non-profit corporations operating 
than there have been in the past. These corporations, in the 
forms of committees, districts, commissions and associations 
control, to a great extent, many of the programs and policies 
which heretofore have been placed in the hands of locally elected 
representatives. County government, until recently, has failed 
to fill this void in many parts of the country, including Franklin 
County. Hampered by state laws, county government has been 
unable to meet this challenge, and the results have been a 
vacuum which has been filled by this multitude of overlapping, 
intertwined, and occasionally self-serving agencies.. Perhaps one 
of the biggest challenges today is the challenge of local govern- 
ment to harness the many Federal and State mandated pro- 
grams in order to charter our own destiny rather than being 


chartered by someone else. Local communities have got to be — 


able to act instead of react to State and Federal initiatives. 
As we approach 1977, citizens of the community will have 
placed before them numerous challenges and opportunities to 


articulate what they feel is important to the community. If the | 
State Legislature has not decided to reimburse the Town of | 
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Farmington the revenues lost by the abolition of the inventory 
tax and the state does decide to utilize excess uniform property 
tax revenues to fund state general budget priorities, the Town 
of Farmington will be faced with having to make some hard 
decisions based upon funding alternatives available to the com- 
munity. In essence, the citizens of the community will be asked 
to choose what they wish to fund or what they wish to cut de- 
pending upon local resources available. In order to be able to 
make these types of decisions, citizens of the community need as 
much information as possible, which their Board of Selectmen 
and Town Manager have endeavored to provide. In addition, this 
year’s budget format as outlined in this Town Report is distinct- 
ly different from that seen in previous years. A detailed budget 
by department is presented in this report with the hopes that 
this will give you, the citizen, a better idea of the way your 
money is being spent. In addition, several items have been 
placed before the voters this year which will have an impact 
on the way government runs. A code of ordinances is being 
established which will allow for a more simplified concise refer- 
ence document for citizens and law enforcement officers. The 
Code of Ordinances will list all town ordinances in one book, 
organized by Chapter. 

In summing up the year 1976, it might be said that the 
Town of Farmington has gone through an era of rapid growth in 
service oriented facilities in the past five years. This growth, as 
mentioned earlier, is indicative of a healthy local economy and a 
growing community. While future years may see less spent on 
physical facilities, expenses for expanding services required of 
a growing community will continue. Perhaps no department more 
than the fire department has experienced so rapidly some of the 
changes which have been taking place in Farmington over the 
past several years, and undoubtedly the success with which the 
fire department has dealt with these changes has been a reflec- 
tion of their leadership. Both Chief Forest Allen and Deputy 
Chief “Hap” Bragdon were considered professionals in the truest 
sense of the word, not only by experts, but also their peers. 
They will be missed by all of us who knew them, but we can be 
confident that their stewardship has made their community a 
better place in which to. live.

The new computer was installed at the new municipal build- — 
ing late in the fall. Programming has begun so that all the pay- 
rolls, accounts payable, 1977 tax billing, sewer billing and voting | 
list will hopefully be on the computer by the end of 1977. 

Contrary to the opinion of some taxpayers, their name will 
be printed in the annual town report for delinquent taxes. — 
According to the Maine Revised Statutes Annotated, Sec: 2225 © 


which reads: “The Annual Town Report shall contain a detailed 


statement of the assets and liabilities of the municipality includ- 
ing a list of all delinquent taxpayers and the amounts due from | 
each.” | 
Increased effort was made in 1976 to collect back personal 
property taxes. Ten day notices were mailed to each taxpayer. | 
Some taxpayers did not respond to the notice and subsequently 
a summons was issued and turned over to the police department 
to be served. This is quite costly to the taxpayer as all collection | 
fees and costs have to be paid by the taxpayer. It is planned 


for continuation of this method of collection as it was found to © 


be very effective. About 44% of the back personal property 
taxes from the past several years were collected. 

If taxpayers would find it more convenient it is possible for ~ 
anyone who desires, to make partial payments, and thereby 
budget their taxes throughout the year. |

The taxable year 1976 represented the third year in a row 
that the mill rate remained constant at 25 mills. Taxes were 
committed July 12, 1976. Valuation totaled $45,309,520, a gain 
of $1,428,855 over 1975 of which land totaled $8,517,370, build- 
ings $29,062,280, personal property $3,165,880, plus $4,563,990 
at the State Tax Rate .02375. 

The valuation increase can be credited mainly to the erec- 
tion of 41 new dwellings, trailer additions, new garages, mis- 
cellaneous outbuildings, sheds and barns, swimming pools, plus 
additions to mercantile and industrial firms. 

Valuation of tax exempt property totaled $21,155,590 which 
includes a total of $270,980 for one hundred veterans and 
widows. The veterans exemption is based on a $4,000 exemption 
multiplied by the 1976 sales ratio of 68% or a maximum ex- 
emption of $2,720. This office still has one unresolved item con- 
cerning the taxation and the denial of the request for abatement 
for the old hospital which soon will be settled by the courts. 
Both prior to the taxation and denial of request for abatement, 
advice was sought from local legal counsel and from super- 
visory employees of the Bureau of Taxation, To avoid problems 
similar to this, I hope the legislature will have a reworked Title 
86 for the future so that the Assessor can clearly tell what is 
taxable and what is exempt. | 

The outlook for 1977 on maintaining a 25 mill rate appears 
quite cloudy at this time as we are governed by what the State 
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Legislature does in regard to the uniform property tax, the so- ' 
called inventory tax and the tax on watercraft. The valuation — 
of Farmington as established by the Bureau of Taxation for 
1977 is $49,550,000, a gain of $10,600,000 from 1976. To comply | |

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4, Land Summary: The vast majority of residential 
land owners will find that their proportionate share of 
the tax burden will diminish slightly and the larger 
owner will be paying a more fair share of the tax 
burden.

To the Town Manager, Board of Selectmen and Citizens: 


Public Expectations and Police Role Concepts: 

The police are the public and the public are the police. 
Policemen are citizens who have been given limited extra powers 
to work with the public in protecting life and property through 
the prevention of crime, enforcement of laws and maintenance 
of order. I think one of the greatest challenges facing policemen 
is the need to be flexible so as to introduce change which is ac- 
ceptable to both the public and the police. The role of the police 
is to enforce all laws although the public looks upon certain 
laws as distasteful. The laws governing vehicular traffic which 
are enforced by the police as part of their responsibility in pro- 
tecting life and property are looked upon by many citizens as 
being nuisances. These laws are difficult to enforce. On the 
other hand, few would really deny the need for traffic laws. Yet 
these laws have done more to tarnish the police image and 
create problems in police-citizen relationship than any other 
Single or group of laws. The legislator’s role is to reform the 
law to try to meet the needs of the changing society; it falls to 
the police to enforce the law as it exists. The policeman has 
become the man in the middle, caught between his duty to en- 
force the law and his social responsibility to be responsive to 
the calls for personal liberty. 

Dope has increased the policemen’s problems. Liquor is still 
the number one dope problem. In 1971 the Farmington Police 


D1 


Department had 14 cases of operating under the influence of 
liquor in court. In 1976, five years later, the cases in court for 
operating under the influence of liquor were 58. But now other 
drugs have been added to our list. Marijuana is probably the 
next largest dope being used. Liquor is mixed with several 
drugs: marijuana, amphetamines, barbiturates, and other drugs. 
The mixing of liquor and other drugs is beginning to show up 
much more with the young people. 

Juvenile cases are very much on the increase for the police 
department. The juvenile cases have tripled this year. Juveniles 
are committing more serious crimes: such as breaking and en- 
tering and larceny. There are many juvenile cases handled by 
the officers that are not recorded. I have made out an application 
to the Maine Law Enforcement Planning & Assistance Agency 
for a federal grant for a youth officer. The youth officer would 
work with the schools, juveniles, and possibly the parents. 

Last spring several houses were broken into and antiques 
were stolen. The breaks took place in one month, and since then 
we haven’t had any more breaks. Antiques taken were silver- 
ware, pictures, and chandeliers. Merchants and storekeepers are 
taking in more bad checks than last year. In October we had 
one person in two days obtain over three thousand dollars in 
merchandise and money from stores. This person was caught 
in Washington State in November, is out on bail, and his where-

abouts are not known. Some of the merchandise is in Washing- 
ton State, but no money. The stores will probably never get any 
money back. The merchandise that was recovered in Washing- 
ton State has to be held until after the trial out there. The 
merchandise could be held for years. 

Patrolman Peter Buzzell graduated from the Maine Criminal 
Justice Academy in April. This completed schooling for all full 
time officers in the Farmington Police Department. All officers 
had to attend 16 hours of classes on the new Maine Criminal 
code that went into effect this year. Officer Tom Jones attended 
a one-week Specialized Session for Police Firearms Instructors 
put on by the F.B.I. at Camp Curtis Guild, Wakefield, Mas- 
sachusetts. Set. Smith and Officer Pike attended a two-day auto 
theft training session. Officer Wilcox attended Crime Scene 
Search School for a week in Bangor. Chief Orr attended a three- 
day session on Kidnap and Hostage. The department added one 
new special police officer, Philip Allen.

To the Inhabitants of the Town of Farmington: 


The Farmington Fire Department moved to the new Fire 
Station located on Lower Main Street on December 10th & 11th, 
1976. The firemen are all very appreciative of the new station. 

The Fire Department answered a total of 74 calls in 1976. 
The total calls were as follows: 9 car and truck fires, 3 fires in| 
the business district, 4 accidents, 16 chimney fires, 3 calls to. 
UMF, 9 house fires (2 fatalities), 6 false alarms, 2 flooded oil 
burners, 4 grass fires, 2 woods fires, 1 call to FCM Hospital, 2 
barns and sheds, 6 outside fires, and 7 miscellaneous calls. The 
outside calls were 1 to Industry, 1 to New Sharon, 1 to Wilton; 
in each of these a house was destroyed. There were also 2 calls 
to Temple and 1 to Chesterville. 

The Department held 12 regular meetings and 4 special meet- 
ings: also 21 training schools; 12 of these held at Farmington 
and 9 at Farmington Falls. There were 13 work meetings called 
in the process of moving to the new station. 

In 1976 the Department purchased uniforms, badges and red. 
lights for all firemen, one 114” and one 214” Tarbes nozzles, 5 
radio receiving sets for Farmington Falls, 14 helmets and safety | 
goggles, 2 MSA Airpacs and spare tanks, 1000 feet of 114”) 
hose and 500 feet of 214” hose, 2 Floodlights for the portable | 
generator, boots for Farmington Falls. The Farmington Falls) 
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Department is now supplied with all necessary equipment. Also 
ordered is 1000 feet of 4” supply line which should be arriving 


soon. 
Work has begun on finishing the upstairs for the Depart- 


ment. 
The people of Farmington should be made aware of the fact 


that there is a need for an aerial ladder truck for the Fire De- 


partment.

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Report of the Director 
of Civil Emergency Preparedness 


During calendar year 1976, the director of the office of Civil 
Emergency Preparedness (OCEP) changed hands upon the resig- 
nation of George A. Yeaton, Jr. The responsibilities of this office 
were entrusted to me officially in June of 1976, and this report 
will summarize our activities subsequent to that time. 

During the summer months my staff was selected and we be- 
gan preparing various SOP’s (standard operating procedures) for 
the types of emergencies that we generally can expect in Farm- 
ington. The two primary areas of concern were, and still are 
flooding of the Sandy River and critical shortage of electricity 
and/or other types of fuel during the heating season. These and 
several other SOP’s will be released to the public for their perusal 
during calendar year 1977. , 

During the fall of 1976 all town employees were issued 
photo-ID badges to be used in the event of a civil emergency. 
Plans are currently being drafted to assign each employee with 
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Sandy River ice jam. 
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a specific emergency task. The OCEP supplies within the town 
have been and will continue to be monitored for their usefulness — 
in case of emergency, their age, however, is rendering them less — 


and less useful each year. | 

All members of the OCEP staff are currently or will soon 
be enrolled in a HAM radio course, and several members are well 
on their way to technicians licenses. In April of this coming year 
ten members of various town departments will be enrolled in an 
emergency medical technicians (EMT) course in OCEP’s attempt 
to heighten the level of preparedness of all town officials. 

A base citizens band radio station will soon be procured, and 
an emergency communications network throughout Franklin 
County will be established by OCEP. This network is not to be 
confused with REACT on Channel 9, for the OCEP network will 
be entirely different. Twice each month (the 2nd and 4th Wed- 
nesdays) from 7:00 P.M. until 8:00 P.M. a specific channel will 


be used to relay signals via our citizenry throughout the county. 


Our base call sign is KAGR1732 and will operate on standby on 
Channel 11. More specifics about this program will be forthcom- 
ing in the local newspapers and on WKTU. 

An emergency SCUBA team is presently being formed to 


aid the state in water related emergencies. Upcoming events will 


include the formation of a Farmington subunit of the Franklin 
County Mass Feeding Group, and several subunits to man the 
county emergency van. Volunteers are being solicited at all times. 
to aid in our preparations. Contact the Town Offices 778-6538 if 
you are interested. 

In summary, it is hoped that the visibility of Civil Emer- 
gency Preparedness will be enhanced during the coming year, and 
that Farmington will become the model for preparedness through 
the state. The task is a formidable one, but with the cooperation 
of all of our citizenry, it should not be impossible. 

I look forward to meeting with most of our citizens at one. 
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time or another to discuss our plans, our survival in times of 


dire emergencies will certainly be dependent on our ability to pre- 
pare for them in advance. |

Again your treatment facility has an excellent rating for the 
year of 1976. Average flow is up to 445,000 gallons per day. 

During the summer months the two aeration ditches were 
drained, cleaned, and painted. 

Last May we installed 370’ of 8” pipe on Main Street from 
Franklin Avenue to ArKay Pizza. This replaced a 6” clay tile line 
that gave considerable trouble. 

This year, 1977, we hope to replace 571’ of cement tile pipe 
on Perham Street to eliminate a.large infiltration problem. 

Last November, twelve treatment plant operators from near- 
by towns attended a school hosted by the Farmington treatment 
facility.

The year 1976 marked the first full year of operation for the 
Farmington Parks and Recreation Dept. In this first full year of 
operation, the amount and type of available programs offered by 
the Recreation Dept. increased greatly over the previous year. 


With the institution of new programming and the up-dating of © 


existing programs, the Town of Farmington residents received a 
broad base of recreational opportunities. 

The programs that were offered by the Recreation Dept. en- 
compassed a wide variety of activities for people of all ages and 
interests. The following is a list of recurring programs that are 
offered by Recreation Dept. 


Fall Programs 


Dog Obedience Classes 
Dog obedience classes are conducted on Tuesday evening's 
from 7-9 p.m. in the community center gymnasium. The classes 


are designed for beginner and intermediate dogs. There is an 


average attendance of 25 per class. 
Women’s Exercise Class 

This class is designed for women who wish to receive in- 
struction in exercise in a relaxed atmosphere one night per week. 
Twenty women participated in the class this last year, 
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Self-Defense 
Self-defense classes are offered for people age 16 and over. 


The basics of self-defense are taught in the eight week class. 
There were ten participants in the course this past fall. 


Winter and Spring 


Men’s Recreational Basketball League 

This league is designed to allow recreational play in a com- 
petitive atmosphere. There are ten teams that participate in the 
league, each made up of approximately ten players each. The 
teams are comprised of men from the greater Farmington area. 
Fly Tying Course 

This course is offered to area residents who are interested 
in the art of fly tying. The course runs from January to April 
on Thursday evenings. There are presently fifteen people taking 
part in the class. 
Saturday Morning Recreation Program 

Each Saturday morning the many facilities of the community

There are ap- 
proximately 80 boys and girls who participate in each of the 
four, two week sessions. 
Gymnastics 

The gymnastics classes are conducted for five weeks in the 
summer for beginning and intermediate boys and girls. The 
fundamentals of gymnastics and safety are stressed throughout 


the classes. There were twenty-one participants in this year’s — 


program. 
Trampoline Classes 

This course is offered to coed adults age 18 and over. There 
is instruction in basic and intermediate trampoline. There is fun 
for all and good exercise. Twenty men and women participated 
in the class on a week to week basis this past summer. 
Summer Basketball Clinic 

The clinic is designed to instruct area youths in the funda- 


mentals of basketball. There is instruction in various basketball — 
techniques plus the exposure to game situations. There are over — 


60 boys and girls who participate in the five week clinic. All 
of the children who take part in the program have a chance to © 


compete with other recreation dept. teams from around the area. 
The programs listed above are sponsored by the Recreation 
Dept. for the people of Farmington. The majority of these pro- 
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grams are offered at no cost to any of the participants. At the 
present time there are a wide variety of programs offered by the 
Recreation Dept. for people of all ages. In the coming year, the 
Recreation Dept. will begin to broaden the base of programming 
to include pre-school children as well as senior citizens. 

The Parks and Recreation Committee and the Recreation 
Dept. feel that the year 1976 has been quite successful and ful- 
filling. This past year saw the increase in the amount of pro- 
grams available for area residents. The increase in usage and 
free time in the community center has. also been accomplished. 
Also this past summer, the Hippach Field area received much 
needed maintenance and proper care of the facilities. 

Although the year 1976 was quite successful for the Recrea- 
tion Dept., it was not without problems. The two tennis courts 
that were scheduled to be constructed at Hippach Field were not 
completed. The Recreation and Parks Dept. had difficulty in 
securing the proper state and federal approval for the design

To the Inhabitants of the Town of Farmington: 


The $12,000 appropriation granted by the town last year 
for helping toward the maintenance of the library was greatly 
appreciated. However, because of increasing expenses in prop- 
erly running the library, we find it necessary to request an ap- 
propriation of $15,000 for 1977. The rising cost of fuel and the 
increase in the number of hours required by our librarians to 
serve the public properly are the sole reasons for our requesting 
more funds. 

Because the cost of books and magazines has reached new 
heights, many more townspeople and students now take advan- 
tage of the opportunities our library offers to provide good read- 
ing material. Your head librarian, Mrs. Nelson Austin, and 
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members of the book committee meet together monthly. Pur- — 
chases of books last year amounted to almost $5,000. None of 
this came from your $12,000 appropriation, which was expended 
only for fuel and salaries and did not quite meet that expend- 
iture. The balance of that expense, plus insurance, supplies, re- 
pairs, payroll taxes, accounting, outside labor, and other items | 
was paid from the library’s general account. 

Among the improvements made during the year was the 
installation of a kitchen unit in the basement, a bronze plaque 
with the names of all donors who have contributed $500 or more 
to the library, binding Franklin Journals, acquiring a set of slide 
transparencies made from 100 of the dry plates of New England 
scenes made in the early 1900’s by Chansonetta Emmons. 

The library hosted two book selection sessions sponsored by © 
the Central Maine Library District in February and November. 
Members of MOCA, the Maine Old Cemetery Association, also 
held two workshops in the Hodgkins-Wheeler Study Room, where 
they could take advantage of the excellent cemetery, genealogi- 
cal, and local history material available there. 

Representatives of the book committee with Mrs. Austin | 
attended another C.M.L.D. meeting in Rumford. Mrs. James 
Reed, a lay member of the Executive Board of the Central Maine — 
District Council of the C.M.L.D., and Mrs. Austin attended the

Farmington Photographs and Wooden Signs from the GC. Robert 
Tyler collection, Arts and Crafts of Japan from the Dr. and Mrs. | 
Loring Pratt collection, Paintings, Sculpture, and I[lustrated 
Original Poems by Dr. Margaret E..Stucki, Old-fashioned Book-

) Lists of the library’s new books continue to be publicized 
monthly by the Morning Sentinel, the Lewiston Daily Sun, the 
| Franklin Journal and Station WKTJ. The association thanks 
| those who make this service possible. 
| People who want books the library does not own are en- 
couraged to notify the librarians. Usually such volumes are 
_ purchased, if not, the librarians may obtain them through the 
inter-library loan. Shut-ins are always encouraged to notify 
the library if they wish to receive books. The library telephone 
is 778-4312. Friends are available who will deliver and return 
the requested books. Library hours are 2-5; 6:30-8 Tuesday 
through Saturday. Also 9-12 Wednesday and Thursday. It is 
closed Sunday, Monday and holidays.

The Farmington Swim Program began its seventh season on | 
June 21, 1976 with a total enrollment of 247 and closed on) 
August 8, 1976. There were 151 youngsters enrolled in the 
Beginner Course with 39 passing. Of the 41 enrolled in the 
Advanced Beginner Course, 28 passed. In the Intermediate Class, 
21 were enrolled with 17 passing, and of 15 entered in the 
Swimmer Course, 14 passed. | 

During the first two weeks of the program, Water Safety 
Aid, Advanced Life Saving, and Basic Rescue were offered. There 
was a total of 16 enrolled with everyone passing. 

Students participating in the total program were from the 
towns of Farmington, New Sharon, Chesterville and Industry, | 
where their tuition is provided by town appropriated monies; the 
remaining students were from other towns in the area who paid 
for their tuition fees personally. 

For the second year, we offered a program for mentally 
retarded adults, with a total of 8 enrolled. This program con- 
tinues to be very successful. 

For the second summer, weather continued to be somewhat | 
of a problem; but despite the cool and rainy days only five were 
missed from our planned schedule. 


The program acquired two new ring buoys — lighter and — 


more practical than the older ones. New flutter boards were 
added this year. The docks, particularly the first section, may 
need some repairs before next summer’s program begins. 

The instructors for the program were: Carol Edgar, Direc- 
tor, Stacey Edgar, Assistant Director, Ann Alexander, Sheryl 
Edgar and Dan Adams, Instructors.

The instructors and other interested persons feel that some 
sort of adult program could be offered in addition to those 
already a part of the regular program.

Report of the 


Farmington Planning Board 


1976 was a busy year for the Farmington Planning Board. 


| A change in chairmanship was made in January, with Ray 
_ Mitchell stepping down. Mr. Mitchell’s devoted expertise at the 
‘helm of this important Town committee was very much ap- 
_preciated by the other members of the Board which include 
Chairman, William Woodward, Secretary, Dixon Griffin, Gaynelle 
Yeaton, Harold Hardy, and Associate members John Ranger and 
|B. Sturges Butler. 
Throughout the year reviews of proposed subdivisions were 
_made for seven plans. The board made minor changes to meet 
/ state and local requirements on these subdivisions, but in the 
end approved a total of 65 lots for proposed housing. 
| Much time was given by the Board to the problem of regu- 
lating gravel mining in a major physical feature of Farmington, 
_ the Sandy River. A resolution passed by the Town at a special 
Town meeting in 1975 asking our representative to the Legisla- 
ture to introduce a bill to transfer state control in the Depart- 
ment of Inland Fisheries and Wildlife to Town control was heard 
and defeated at the special session. Cooperation was then sought 
_ for local review input by the Planning Board with the State. 
_ After attempting local review on two gravel mining requests 
_ with many changes required by the State and local participants, 
the Planning Board at the end of the year, willingly, because of 
the much time and effort needed for review, asked the State to 
just let the Town reserve the right to comment on gravel mining 
_ applications presented to the Department of Inland Fisheries 
and Wildlife before their approval or rejection. 
| A major attempt by- an appointed committee of the Town 
has been undertaken that by the end of the year many towns- 
_ people participated in. The Land Use Development Advisory 
_ Committee of nine members, at the beginning included Chair- 
_ man Dixon Griffin, Mary Alice Chakoumakos, David Etzel, 
Harold Hardy, Barry Longyear, John Stowell, William Wood- 
ward, Lawrence Yeaton, and Tom Eastler. The goal of this com- 
mittee is: to conduct a research study to establish the feasibility 
of presenting an ordinance to provide orderly growth that satis- 
fies the public interest in the areas of environmental, economical, 
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and social responsibility and to determine whether or not to rec- 
ommend a zoning ordinance. A questionnaire given to all regis- 
tered voters and high school students was sent out in October, 
The outcome of this questionnaire and all future endeavors will 
be presented to the Town in the coming year. 

Many other small tasks done by the Planning Board 
throughout the year included reviewing applications for electri- 
cal hook-ups, shoreland zoning permits, flood hazard permits, and 
other related duties.. The year was ended with notification from 
the Board of Environmental Protection that the Town has the 
delegation of authority to review and process subdivisions up to 
100 acres. This is a major step to return local control to Towns 
such as Farmington where local citizens have more say over 
their town’s future. With this action fellow townspeople should 
consider the possibility of extra help from a full time town em- 
ployee, schooled in local government, because as this report 
shows and probably other Farmington committees can attest, 
work loads for people on a volunteer basis are time consuming. 
Good, useful output is sometimes only reflected in what time 
members can give. The Town Manager, Phil Schenck, has been 
very helpful to the Planning Board, but we should all realize as 
this Town grows, the Town’s responsibilities also grow for just 
one person to administer.

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Report of the Tri-County Mental 


Health Services - Franklin County — 


During 1976 nearly 550 people were seen at our Wilton of- 
fice. The number of client visits was nearly 2,400. Our staff of 
mental health workers, psychologists, alcoholism counselors and 
psychiatrists were also involved in counseling with area schools 
to provide expertise with children having learning and adjust- 
ment problems. 

The types of problems we deal with vary and our programs 
are designed to meet the specific needs of the individual. Our 
goals include preventing state hospital commitment, helping peo- 
ple feel less depressed counseling people who are under pressure 
from bills, family, jobs. Other goals are to teach people how to 
cope with losses in their lives, marital counseling in an attempt 
to better the relationship, and helping individuals to learn to 
deal with and overcome fears and anxiety. One of our primary 
goals is to work to prevent mental illness, therefore we look to 
help people during the early stages of problems. 

Each year Tri-County Mental Health Services looks to the 
communities they serve in order to financially help support our 


works. As a clinic we seek to keep our fees low, therefore each | 


person is assessed according to the family income and the num- 
ber of dependents in the family. The communities’ contribu- 
tions help us to keep these fees low and concomitantly “equal” 
state and federal involvement. 
We have appreciated your town’s support in the past and 
look forward to serving you in 1977.

For a seventh consecutive year our home care services pro- 
gram experienced an increase in demand; the result — a 20% 


_ increase in the volume of services provided. In the Tri-county 


region overall, 47,426 home care visits were provided to 1,807 
individuals. The visits consisted of nursing (18,742), physical 
therapy (839), speech therapy (76), homemaker (15,519), and 


home health aide (12,250). 


In Farmington 64 patients/clients were served by our staff 


| which provided a total of 1,368 visits. These visits, by types, 
/ were nursing (622), physical therapy (8), home health aide 


(485), and homemaker (258). 
In addition to home care, our major program, we continued 


_ to offer health screening and referral services to Medicaid eligible 
' children in Androscoggin and Oxford counties. This program is 
_ provided under contract to the Maine Department of Human 


Services, and affects in excess of 5,000 youngsters in the two 
counties. As in previous’ years, we also continued our senior 
citizen health screening program in cooperation with the West- 
ern Older Citizen’s Council. Last year 955 persons were screened, 
with 25% being referred to physicians for diagnostic work. 

Among the more important agency developments of the year, 
two stood out. First, a high priority on developing physical 
therapy services resulted in an 800% increase in that aspect of 
the home care program. Because of the high number of stroke, 
multiple sclerosis and other similarly disabling diseases with 
which we come in contact, it was imperative that we improve 
our capacity to provide rehabilitative services. Because of the 
great need, we will continue to emphasize the growth of this 
service in 1977. , 

Secondly, we found a “home” in 1976, moving in November 
from quarters outgrown years ago to a larger facility at 79 Main 
Street, Auburn. It is an especially happy situation in that we 
obtained needed additional space without incurring an increase 
in occupancy costs. 

The end of 1976 also marked completion of ten years of serv- 
ice to the Tri-County region by this agency. In concluding this 
summary report, it is surely appropriate to say that Androscog- 
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gin Home Health Services is indebted to the people of this re- 


gion, without whose support and encouragement a tenth anni- 


versary might never have been. We look forward to another 


challenging decade.

Providing Services Needed to Raise Our Standard of Living 


| 1976 marked 11 years of Community Action’s delivery of 
social services to residents of Franklin County. Presently, the 
“agency provides such services as Day Care, Family Planning, 
Head Start, Home Repair, and Winterization, Energy Conserva- 
| ion, Outreach, CETA Work Experience, and Summer Youth Em- 
ployment. The agency also cosponsored with WKTJ Operation 
| eta Claus, bringing Christmas to approximately 400 needy 
| children throughout the County. A volunteer clothing center 
| which operates out of the East Wilton office provided free cloth- 
ing to over 800 needy Meas in 1976. 
| Some of the agency’s major accomplishments during the last 
' year have been in the field of Day Care, Energy Conservation, 
and Housing. A close working relationship with the University 
of Maine at Farmington allowed Franklin County’s only day care 
center to complete a highly successful year of operation. There 
were 82 children served between the ages of 214 and 6. The bulk 
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Farmington Head Start 1975-76 


of the children served were from the SAD #9 area. However, © 


children in 9 communities from Jay to Rangeley were served. 
A full time energy resource center was opened on the UMF 
campus in the building known as Dill House. The center was re- 


sponsible for sponsoring two Energy Fairs, which attracted over | 


800 residents interested in learning about ways to use alterna- 
tive sources of energy at a moderate cost. The center also has a 
library and provides energy literature to the public. It has spon- 


sored educational workshops via local fire departments in the © 


area of wood heating and fire safety. Most importantly, the cen- 

ter will also be used as a laboratory for energy conservation. 
The agency’s housing office has developed the capability to 

assist low income persons in receiving better housing assistance. 


It has qualified staff providing technical assistance to towns 


which are competing on a national basis for federal housing and 
community development dollars. The program now has the capa- 
bility of building three houses ‘as a demonstration of alternative 
low cost housing in Maine. 

The Outreach staff has provided services for 2,950 recipients 
plus making referrals for all ottside programs or agencies who 
provide services for county residents. Their contacts totaled 
9,663. The Family Planning Program served 287 women with 


education, medical and birth control services. Head Start Cen-| 


ters located in Rangeley, Phillips, Farmington and Jay enrolled 


80 Head Start youngsters in pre-school classes where emphasis - 


is placed on social, academic and physical development. The 
Home Repair and Winterization Program repaired and winter- 
ized 148 substandard homes in the County. The Youth Employ- 
ment Service enrolled 42 high school students in jobs, and the 
SPEDY program provided 93 full time summer jobs for young- 
sters between the ages of 14 and 21. The CETA I program as- 
sisted job training and work experience for 48 persons between 
the ages of 17 and 56. 


The Head Start bus was made available to the West Central 
District YMCA program. This enabled a “Y on Wheels” pro- | 


gram to provide recreational activities to hundreds of persons 
living in smaller Franklin County Communities. 


Last year the agency provided over 50 full time jobs for 


county residents living in 13 of the County’s 17 communities. It 
was instrumental in bringing over 700,000 Federal and State 
dollars into the County. All agency decisions are made by a 27 
member Board of Directors composed of local county residents. 
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One third of the members are elected by low income voters and 
the remaining representatives are elected by both public and pri- 
| vate agencies.

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| The Farmington Community Development Program was es- 
tablished in November 1976. In early November, the town re- 
ceived notification that it had been awarded a $109,000 grant for 
a concentrated program of housing rehabilitation and neighbor- 
hood preservation in West Farmington. This funding is from 
‘the U.S. Department of Housing and Urban Development under 
the Housing and Community Development Act of 1974. After 
notification of the grant, the Town hired its first full-time Direc- 
‘tor of Community Development. A Secretary for the Depart- 
‘ment, Ms. Iliana Gensel, was also hired under C.E.T.A. 
) It appears that 1977 will be an extremely active year within 
‘the Community Development Program. The planning stages for 
the West Farmington Program are currently underway and it is 
| expected that residents of the area will be able to apply for fund- 
ing beginning in March. Work on the units to be rehabilitated 
should begin in April and this summer the Town will be under- 
taking neighborhood improvement works, such as sidewalk con-

application for 1977 Community Development funding. Two pro- 
posals were made for the 1977 program. The first would allow © 
the Community Development Program to continue the program © 
in West Farmington.

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Report of the 
Farmington Landfill’s Resource 
Recovery Project

This year resource recovery operations were begun at the 
New Sanitary Landfill. The project is sponsored by the Town 
of Farmington and Second Cycle, a non-profit citizens action 
‘group. The objectives of the project are to extend the life of the 
‘landfill, save natural resources, conserve energy, provide revenue 
to defray landfill costs, allow reusable materials to become avail- 
/able to the public, and research new uses for discarded wastes. 

Resources presently being recovered are newspapers, glass 
‘bottles and jars, aluminum cans, scrap metal, and tires. The 

town selectmen recently approved the purchase of a hydraulic 
“bailing machine which will facilitate the recovery of cardboard, 
| clean mixed paper, and tin cans. 
| Several other projects are being tested or considered for 
the future. Space is being created for a community composting 
| area which will receive lawn, garden, food, and animal wastes 
| and dried sewage sludge. It is hoped that this combination will 
_ yield a soil enriching humus which will be made available to the 
public for farms and gardens at a low cost. A shed, which will 
be called the Bargain Bidding Barn, is being built to house re- 
| usable items that enter the landfill. These items will then be 
| offered to the public at bid price. Another project involves the 
| planting of Christmas trees over the top of the first landfill area. 
In large metropolitan areas with tremendous volumes of 
waste material, it has proved feasible to build mechanical sort- 
ing plants which automatically separate mixed domestic trash. 
In Farmington, however, capital intensive sorting machinery is 
not economically feasible. Towns such as ours must rely on the 
| residents to separate recyclable materials in their homes and at 
work before they are brought to the landfill.

The fiscal year’s operations showed that a net unexpended 
departmental balance of $62,906.54 was lapsed to unappropriated _ 
surplus, per the following SMS - {

The overlay and unexpended balances in various accounts, 
particularly interest, welfare, roads and bridges, police and fire 
department, were the major factors contributing to the net un- 
expended departmental balance lapsed. | 

The following comments pertain to the accompanying finan- 
cial statements: . 
ASSETS ... . The general cash balance amounted to $33,197.29 
at December 31, 1976. The bank balances used in reconciling 
this amount was confirmed by the depository. Petty cash funds © 
of $120.00 were counted. 
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Taxes receivable totaled $123,401.42 at the year end. Current 
-jyear uncollected taxes amounted to $97,998.74 and $25,402.68 
| was for delinquent accounts dating from 1970. Tax liens and 
-|tax acquired property amounted to $11,780.76 and $623.51 re- 

spectively. | 
| LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS .... Accounts pay- 
-|able of $15,849.20 represented, for the most part, funds due 
governmental agencies for payroll purposes. 
| The departmental accounts showed an unexpended balance 
of $25,274.86 carried forward to the ensuing year. Antireces- 
_ sion fiscal assistance funds of $18,670.00, invested in a certificate 
| of deposit with Firstbank, Farmington, Maine, were also carried 
forward pending voter authorization. 

Unappropriated federal revenue sharing funds of $39,269.83 
| were available at January 1, 1976. Entitlement payments for 
| the year amounted to $121,821.00. Appropriated revenue sharing 
| funds of $148,500.00 were allocated to the town’s operating 
| account to be expended for various purposes. Unappropriated 
_ federal revenue sharing funds at December 31, 1976 amounted 
to $37,590.83. 

The unappropriated surplus amounted to $168,471.48, a de- 
crease of $45,596.76 for the year. This change was occasioned 
principally by authorized transfers to reduce the tax levy, sup- 
plement departmental operations and an adjustment creating a 
reserve for losses on taxes receivable less the net unexpended 
departmental balance lapsed, unallocated excise tax revenue and 
revenue from the State of Maine for property tax relief. 

_ DEBT FUND .... The debt fund, incorporated in the balance 
| Sheet as a separate fund, reflects outstanding bond anticipation 
| notes for fire station-municipal building construction of $272,- 
— 100.44 and outstanding sewer construction bonds of $789,885.62. 
| These obligations mature during the ensuing twenty-seven years. 
| TRUST AND RESERVE FUNDS .... Funds held in trust by 
the town totaled $45,874.24. These funds are comprised of ceme- 
tery perpetual care funds amounting to $20,767.71, school funds 
of $19,106.53 and a library fund of $6,000.00. 
| The capital reserve funds which have been established for 
| designated capital improvement, replacement of equipment and 
road construction purposes totaled $41,867.25. 

The trust and reserve funds are invested in a certificate of 

deposit and time deposits in local banks. 
| 
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GENERAL 


The use of excise tax revenue as well as a transfer from | 
surplus to reduce the tax levy and appropriations from the fed- | 
eral revenue sharing fund and surplus to various operating 
accounts were voter authorized. | 

The following recommendations are submitted for further 
consideration: | 

A listing of all sewer user’s fees by billing should 
be retained as well as. a listing of cancellations and 
additions. 

A detail listing of unpaid sewer user’s fees should 
be prepared by the end of each year.

General administration includes those departments which 
provide general administrative services to the residents of the 
Town and other departments within the Town government. The 
general administration budget composes 29% ($290,499) of the 
general budget. General administration functions include the 
‘Town Manager’s Office, Assessor’s Office, Town Clerk, Town 
Treasurer, Community Development (which is a federally funded 
‘program and not included in the general budget), miscellaneous 
items and the municipal building. Fifty percent of the general 
fadministration budget consists of the $144,000 necessary to run 
‘the municipal building of which $130,000 consists of note pay- 
ments to defray the costs of building the new municipal building. 
Without this particular portion, the general administration 
budget would amount to approximately 16% of the total Town 
budget. While the $130,000 is included in the budget, the public 
should be aware that the Town is committed to paying the sum 
and therefore, the amount does not have to be appropriated at 
Town Meeting. The general administration section of the budget 
accounts for 22% of the Town’s employees (6!4 people). 

Accounts included under general administration reflect mod- 
erate increases across the board. The primary reasons for the 
increase are personnel, and equipment expenditures. 

I think that you will find that the amount of increase shown 
in the general administration budget (138.6%) is one of the 
lowest in the budget. As indicated, most of this increase is re - 
flected in personnel additions and the expiration of CETA fund- 
ing.

The Public Safety portion of this year’s budget includes 
those departments which provide public safety services for the 
| residents of the Town. These include the Police Department, the 
Fire Department. Civil Emergency Preparedness (formerly 
Civil Defense) and Street Lights. The Public Safety budget 
composes approximately 25% of the general budget. The largest 
| Single increase in the public safety portion of the budget is 
within the Fire Department and reflects the rate increase re- 
quested by the Farmington Village Corporation for hydrant 
: rental. Last year’s hydrant rental totaled slightly over $19,000 
and it is anticipated that the 1977 hydrant rental will approxi- 
mate $41,000, a $22,000 increase. 
Increases for equipment in the Police Department include 
sufficient funds to complete the installation and purchasing of 


Aes 


an information retrieval system as well as a new cruiser. Equip- 
ment expenses in the Fire Department include the replacing of 
such items as hoses and air packs, etc. to meet state and insur- 
ance service office regulations and the purchase of 12 plectron 
radio monitors and two air packs. The additional funds requested 
by the Bureau of Civil Emergency Preparedness reflect the pur- 
chase of a citizens band base station and sufficient funds to 
defray the costs of training 10 Civil Emergency Preparedness 
members as emergency medical technicians. Street light 
increases reflect rate structure revisions approved in 1976 by the 
Public Utilities Commission. The Town of Farmington has also 
given permission for Central Maine Power to replace existing 
mercury vapor lights in the downtown area, Main Street and 
the Intervale Road with sodium lighting to reduce fuel adjust- 
ment charges, which were part of the rate increase package.

The Health, Welfare and Sanitation budget represents 6% | 
of the total general fund budget for 1977. Included in the | 


Health and Welfare portion of the budget are the operations of 


the Town’s Sanitary Landfill, general assistance for the Town’s 


poor, and health services purchased from Androscoggin Home 


Health, Tri-County Mental Health, and the Western Older Citi- 
zens Council, as well as ambulance services. 


The Farmington Board of Selectmen, in response to a re-) 


quest by the Budget Committee and the Town Meeting in 


March 1976, appointed a Human Services Planning Committee, | 


which has been meeting since late summer in order to evaluate 
the effectiveness of the services delivered to the Town of Farm- 
ington from human service agencies requesting funds. A sum-| 
mary report of the findings of this committee, and tentative 


recommendations has been made available to the Selectmen and 


the Budget Committee. No increases are reflected in the 1977 
budget, however it should be mentioned that Tri-County Mental 


Health has requested that the Town of Farmington increase its) — 


payment this year to $5,657, a 40% increase, reflecting a dollar 
per person based upon the 1970 census. The Selectmen and 
budget committee have recommended funding for Tri-County 
Mental Health at last year’s rate ($3,394) for six months only 
pending a “good faith effort” to implement the Human Services 
Planning Committee’s recommendations. 

The largest increase in this portion of the budget reflects 
higher personnel costs due to the expiration of CETA funding. 
This is reflected in the budget operating expenses for the Town’s 
Sanitary Landfill which exceed $25,000, however it must also be 
pointed out that revenue from resource recovery operations 
should be able to offset a portion of these expenses. Contrary to 
initial opinion, the landfill is filling up at approximately the rate 
that was indicated by the consultant firm of Coffin & Richardson, 
who prepared the initial preliminary engineering study. Several 
decreases in the budget are reflected in ambulance services, 


which the Town has contracted to Hawthorne Ambulance Serv- © 


ice and in general assistance funding due to improved economic 
conditions.

The new municipal building has been designed to relate archi- 
tecturally to traditional Farmington buildings. It has a pitched 
roof and is of masonry and frame construction with a brick ex- 
terior. The main floor contains space for the Town Manager, 
Assessor, Clerk, Treasurer and related municipal services, and 
also includes additional office space, conference room, work and 
storage spaces. The public health services and the Police Depart- 
ment are also located on the main floor. Adjacent to the main 
floor is the Fire Department apparatus room which contains 
space for seven trucks, as well as space for storage and the hose 
drying tower. Ground floor space under the main floor provides 
space for public meetings, training areas for both Fire Depart- 
ment and town employees as well as rental offices or future ex- 
pansion and storage space. Also included in the ground floor 
are a darkroom, evidence storage room, and practice pistol tar- 
get range for the Police Department as well as a small kitchen 
and vault. The second floor area contains the Fire Chief’s Office 
as well as room for future dormitory space for the Fire Depart- 
ment, which will be completed in early 1977. The new municipal 
building contains 16,680 Square feet of usable space at a cost of 
$33.09 per square foot.

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Historical Notes 


Originally organized as the Farmington Cornet Band in 1873 it be- 
came officially known as Wheeler’s Band in 1876 in honor of Charles E. 
Wheeler, its director at that time, and who continued to be associated 
with that organization for 39 years. In this illustration Wheeler’s Band 
leads a parade, probably on Memorial Day, past the Linscott house, 
formerly the John Titcomb home, on Main Street, Farmington, Maine 
circa 1900. 


The aforementioned house was taken down to make room for the pre- 
sent Post Office which was built in 1935. Some of the timbers from this 
house were used in the construction of the Base Lodge at the Captain 
John Abbott Titcomb Memorial Ski Slope located on Morrison Hill in 
West Farmington. The brick building seen in the center background is 
the Music Hall block.

Report of the Town Manager 


To the Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of Farmington: 


While 1977 was a year of continued growth for the Town, it was a 
return to a more normal life for your municipal government after the rapid 
growth of the past four years. The Town’s new municipal building was 
opened in December of 1976 completing the third major capital con- 
struction project in four years, the others being the Sewage Treatment 
System and Sanitary Landfill. Citizens of the community had an oppor- 
tunity to tour the new municipal building at the open house held on 
January 23, and also see the Town’s new mini-computer, which went 
into operation in January. Despite the anticipated conversion problems 
associated with the switch from a manual to an automated system, the 
Town has successfully managed to implement payroll, general ledger 
accounting, and assessing programs on the computer. The 1978 tax 
bills will be printed on the Town’s computer for the first time. 

1977 saw the Town of Farmington adopt its first Code of Ordin- 
ances. The Code, a compendium of the Town’s ordinances in one book- 
let was completed with the able assistance of Town Attorney, Jonathan 
Luce, and Barry Longyear, who both put many hours into its organization 
and content. The Code of Ordinance affords taxpayers an opportunity to 
review all Town ordinances in an organized fashion and allows the Town 
to update the code periodically, as needed. Copies of the Code of 
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Ordinances are available for interested citizens at the Town Offices. 
Several amendments to the Code are being recommended for the 1978 
Annual Town Meeting. These include a revised sign ordinance, an 
enabling ordinance for the Town’s Planning Board, (allowing them to 
reduce the term of their members, expand the Board to seven people, 


and allow a member of the Board of Selectmen to serve on the Planning 


Board), and a revision to the Farmington Budget Committee ordinance 
which redefines the structure and operation of the Budget Committee in 
light of changes in the Town’s government since the ordinance was 
originally adopted in 1941. 

The Town experienced several severe floods during the past year. 
In March of 1977, the Town suffered over $100,000 in damage to its 
highway and drainage systems. Federal or State disaster funds were not 
available, and the Town has had to repair these roads utilizing Town 
funds and labor, requiring a reorientation of the Town’s Highway Depart- 
ment priorities. Several of these roads have still not been completely 
restored to their pre-flood condition. The Town of Farmington is fortu- 
nate in having such an excellent working relationship with the University 
of Maine at Farmington. The Town has benefited considerably from a 
number of studies that have been completed in the last year utilizing 
University of Maine at Farmington students under financial aid agree- 
ments. Specifically, reports have been done on the Town sewer sys- 
tem, the Walton’s Mill Dam, downtown Farmington, and the Farmington 
Shade Tree Program. The enthusiam and confidence exhibited by the 
students, as well as the general quality of these reports is a tribute to the 
Town, the University of Maine at Farmington, and the State’s education 
system. 

In previous years, your Selectmen and Town Manager have been 
able to predict with reasonable certainty, the annual property tax rate, 
however, changes in the Town’s revenue and expenditure picture due 
to external influences, make such a prediction for 1978 risky. Your 
Selectmen and Town Manager have made efforts to maintain a relatively 
Stable tax rate for 1978; however, at the present time it seems the Town 
may experience its first increase in four years. This increase is not 
expected to be large, perhaps in the neighborhood of 1 mill on the tax 
rate. The large number of variables this year make it hard to forecast 
what the tax rate might be. 

Factors influencing the tax rate are many, and include 7 different 
sources of revenue. While the major source of revenue is the property 
tax, other sources of revenue are becoming increasingly important in the 
Town’s overall financial picture. Several graphs have been included this 
year which reflect these changing trends. As indicated in Table 1, the 
real estate tax decreased when the uniform property tax was enacted in 
1973. As we know, voters repealed the uniform property tax at the 
December 1977 referendum. What will replace the tax is not certain. 
The property tax commitment for 1978 is estimated to be in the neigh-

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borhood of $1,175,000 with the Town’s share remaining about the 
same as last year, the school’s share increasing to $685,000, and the 
county assessment remaining about the same. The difference in 
revenues raised by the property tax and that needed to cover municipal 
expenditures is indicated in Table 2. The Town is expected to receive 
over $460, 000 from other revenue sources during 1978 (about 44% of 
the municipal budget). Two additional sources of revenue were added in 
1977, federal anti-recession fiscal assistance revenue sharing, and the 
state inventory tax reimbursement. The former is based upon the 
Town’s unemployment rate; the higher the rate, the more money the 
Town receives. The latter is a reimbursement to the Town of Farmington 
for a loss in revenues ($118,000) from the repeal of the State Inventory 
Tax. This amount will continue to decrease over the next 5 years until 
the reimbursement is completely phased out. In 1973, when the State 
Legislature passed the repeal of the inventory tax they promised munici- 
palities a 100% reimbursement. This has not occurred, and municipali- 
ties are forced to either find additional sources of revenue, replace the 
loss with an increase in the property tax, or reduce services. 

The addition of other sources of revenue has allowed the Town to 
maintain a stable property tax rate in light of increasing expenditures due 
to the construction of the Town’s new municipal building, sanitary land- 
fill, the creation of a full time Recreation Department, and added expen- 
ditures for other departments. It has also increased the administrative. 
work load on Town staff due to reporting and accounting requirements, 
and the necessity for participating more actively in the inter-governmen- 
tal field through various contacts with both the state and federal legisla- 
tive delegation. The increase in revenues from the state and federal 
government is indicative of their view point that local government is a 
delivery mechanism for state and federal service priorities whether 
funded or not. This ‘‘new role’’ for municipalities has largely developed 
over the last half century with a considerable amount of growth taking 
place over the last ten to fifteen years. Despite the negative aspects of 
such a carrot and stick arrangement, the failure to fund these revenue 
sources could possibly increase the local property tax, or require a 
decrease in various services and programs. 

Your Selectmen and Town Manager have taken the above factors 
into consideration in drawing up revenue projections for 1978. The pic- 
ture at this time does not look as bright as it was last year, due to Farm- 
ington’s lower unemployment rate (and therefore a decrease in the anti- 
recession fiscal assistance funds), the phase out of the state inventory 
tax reimbursement, (down $28,000), and the uncertainty of the uniform 
property tax, which could increase expenditures for the school sector. 
Other factors clouding the revenue situation include the loss of income 
from renting the sanitary landfill, and a possible reduction by half in the 
Town Clerk’s fees to the state for Uniform Commercial Code filings. On 
the brighter side, however, Assessor Carter Radley has indicated that 
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the Town expects to add approximately $3,000,000 in new valuation, 
which would produce approximately $45,000 in extra tax revenue, and 
the federal revenue sharing allocation for 1978 is up considerably over 
last year ($15,000). In summing up this year’s revenue picture, it is fairly 
certain that the Town will be able to retain a relatively stable property tax 
rate if other sources of revenue remain stable. 

On the expenditure side of the budget, total estimated expendi- 
tures for 1978 exceed those of 1977 by approximately $100,000 of 
which 56% is an estimated increase in the SAD #9 assessment and 
44% in municipal costs. The Selectmen reduced departmental requests 
(originally up $89,492 over last year) by more than half, to the recom- 
mended amounts, included in this year’s budget. They also recom- 
mended that several special items be put on the Town Meeting Warrant 
for consideration on March 13, 1978. The Town continues to maintain 
its healthy financial status. The Town’s bonded indebtedness is con- 
siderably below the amount allowed by law, federal revenue sharing 
money has not been used for operating and maintenance costs, and 
1977’s surplus totaled over $70,000. It is recommended that the sur- 
plus be utilized to reduce the 1978 tax rate. A quick look at Table 3 
shows budgetary expenditures between 1973 and 1978. 

The $44,529 increase in municipal costs for 1978 reflects 
$40,534 in personnel related items (of which $27,000 or 2.7% of the 
total municipal budget is related to pay increases) and $3,995 for addi- 
tional supplies and materials. In summary, while municipal costs are up 
this year, they reflect only an increase of approximately 4.4% in the 
Town’s budget. 

In order to give you some indication of the inflation that has 
occurred between 1973 and 1978, acopy of the Consumer Price index 
through October of 1977 has been provided on Page 15. 

While the Town’s tax burden has remained fairly stable over the 
past several years, physical growth within the Town has continued. 
1977 saw the construction of a 24-unit elderly housing complex 
between Perham and Middle Streets financed under the Section 8 pro- 
gram of the Department of Housing and Urban Development. These 
units are privately owned and maintained, and pay taxes. In addition, 
construction of a 20-unit apartment complex on Upper Perham Street, 
as well as Planning Board approval for a 168 unit mobile home park on 
the Town Farm Road, and numerous smaller subdivisions with individual 
homes were approved during the past year. 

In response to this physical growth, and accompanying citizen 
concern about its undesirable intrusion within respective neighbor- 
hoods, the Planning Board established in 1976 the Land Use Develop- 
ment and Advisory Committee. This committee conducted a detailed 
survey in 1976 and 1977 which.when analyzed led to the drafting of a 
land use change ordinance calling for neighborhood participation in the 
planning process. This ordinance was defeated at a special Town Meet-

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ing in August of 1977 and the Committee has since been disbanded. 
Despite the failure of the Land Use Change ordinance in August, data 
from the questionnaire will be used extensively in 1978 by the Planning 
Board in revising the Town’s Comprehensive Plan, initially adopted in 
1975. The revised plan is tentatively scheduled to be submitted for 
approval at next year’s Town meeting. 

Physical growth in the community often means an increased 
demand on municipal services. The Town has responded to some of 
these requests by modifying existing programs and implementing new 
programs within existing departments to meet the complaints and con- 
cerns of its citizens. The comprehensive curbing and sidewalk program 
started in 1975 was continued in 1977 and included in the budget for 
1978. This program, designed to extensively overhaul existing side- 
walks and curbing, as well as complete minimum drainage repairs, has 
been successful in the Court, Fountain, and Grove Street area. Partici- 
pation in the federally funded Housing and Community Development

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Block Grant Program has allowed the Town to extend this program to 
West Farmington. These federal funds are directly responsible for the 
improvement in the sidewalk on Water Street and the drainage improve- 


_ ments on Bridge Street. Should the Town’s Community Development 
_ application be funded for 1978-1980, additional sidewalk drainage and 


paving programs will be conducted at no direct cost to the Town. 
The Town received delivery of its new front end loader in May of 
1977. The Fiat Allis 645B was a major expense, but necessary in order 


' to replace the existing loader, which has served the Town well, but 
_ needed to be retired. The Town’s Highway Department, in response to 
| citizen petitions, continues to work on Town roads, which had formerly 


been abandoned. The Town Highway Crew spent over a week working 
on an abandoned section of the Mason Road, located between the 
Bailey Hill Road and Route #2 in Farmington Falls. It is expected that 
work will continue on this road over the next several years and residents 
should be able to travel from Farmington Falls all the way through to the 
Bailey Hill Road by 1980 or 1981. This road was previously thought to 
have been officially discontinued in 1965, by the Town, but was dis- 
covered to be a county way and therefore never legally closed. Area 
residents wished to have the road reopened and accordingly, petitioned 
the Board of Selectmen. The Town also continued work on the Porter 
Hill Branch Road. Citizens in that area petitioned to have the road 
reopened three years ago. The Town completed major improvements on 
the road in 1976, but completion of the project in 1977 was delayed. It is 
expected to be completed in 1978. These ‘‘new” roads amount to 
almost two miles of formerly unused roads that are now being reopened 
for public convenience. The Town’s recycling program at the sanitary 
landfill received regional and state recognition this past year. Farmington 
is the acknowledged leader in resource recovery activities for small rural 
communities in the State of Maine and the landfill continues to be a focal 
point for numerous visits and educational tours by other Maine municipal 
Officials and various environmental groups. In June the Town received an 
insurance review team from the New England Insurance Services Office. 
The Insurance Services Office, responsible for establishing municipal 
fire insurance premium ratings conducted tests on the Farmington Vil- 
lage Water Corporation and the Farmington Fire Department, which 
proved positive, and the Town received an improved fire rating in early 
1978 (from 6C to 5C). While the improved rating will effect various insti- 
tutional, commercial, and industrial insurance premium rates, it will not 
effect the average homeowners fire insurance premium. The Town con- 
tinued its agressive tree removal program during 1977 and has re- 
quested additional money for 1978, in order to remove the increasing 
number of dead, dying and diseased trees throughout the community. 
The Town in 1977 paid over $800 in damage claims from falling tree 
limbs from dead trees. Tree removal is an expensive process, often 
involving cranes and other special equipment in order to protect private

property in the area. The Town also received new voting booths for 
absentee voting at the Town’s new municipal building. These portable 
booths can be erected and taken down in a matter of minutes and pro- 
vide necessary privacy for absentee voters. 

As previously mentioned, the federal and state government are 
playing an increasingly important role in local government affairs. Presi- 
dent Carter has formally acknowledged that he views local government 
as the major service delivery mechanism for federal priorities and pro- 
grams. As always, your Selectmen, Budget Committee, and Planning 
Board review federal programs prior to Town participation. Other Town 
committees, as necessary, are then established to actively participate in 
the implementation of these programs. Programs for which Farmington 
has received funds during 1977, are the federally funded Community 
Development Block Grant Program in West Farmington. While some 
concern has been expressed about the program’s housing activities, 
this grant has furnished a considerable amount of money for public 
works projects, and has enabled the Town of Farmington to institute 
Curbing, drainage, and other public work programs where these would 
not have been possible without such funds. This program is one of the 
few programs that make federal money available to middle income fami- 
lies. The Town Meeting, Board of Selectmen, Planning Board, and 
Budget Committee have supported this program in the past and citizens 
will be afforded the opportunity at the annual Town Meeting to again ex- 
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press their interest in the program. The Town of Farmington was notified 
in June of 1977, that it had been awarded a $230,000 grant under the 
Economic Development Administration, Local Public Works Program for 
a sewer extension in West Farmington. The West Farmington sewer ex- 
tension was listed as a priority by the Town, the State Department of 
Environmental Protection and residents of the area. Preliminary engi- 
neering for that project was authorized by a Town Meeting in August of 
1976 and construction is expected to be completed by 1978. The Town 
of Farmington also received a $4,000 grant from the State of Maine, 
Economic Development Administration, Discretionary Grant Program for 
conducting a site location study for a proposed industrial park. Other 
programs that the Town has participated in, and received funds for, 
include the federal surplus property program. The Town has received 2 
6 x 6 army trucks, 5 one ton trailers, and other miscellaneous equipment 
which have been instrumental in the Town’s successful resource re- 
covery program. 

Miscellaneous equipment, including a projector, a public address 
system, paint, and other items are available to the municipalities through 
this program, which operated successfully this past year under the au- 
spices of the Franklin County Commissioners. Farmington received 
funds from the Department of the Interior Bureau of Outdoor Recreation 
and from the State of Maine for the construction of two new tennis 
courts at Hippach Field. These tennis courts, planned in 1975, ap-

proved in 1976, and constructed in 1977, are a top quality addition to 
the Farmington Recreation program. The Town of Farmington continues 
to participate, on an as needed basis, in the federally funded Compre- 
hensive Employment and Training Act (CETA) program. Participants in 
this program have assisted at the Town’s Sewer Treatment Plant, Sani- 
tary Landfill, and Highway Department. No account of 1977 would be 
complete without mentioning the festivities and activities conducted on 
December 21, Chester Greenwood Day. The Town received national 
publicity from this event, including TV coverage on the national television 
networks, as well as numerous calls from various radio stations through- 
out the United States and Canada and articles appearing all over the 
country in the syndicated press. A great deal of thanks must be ex- 
pressed to Richard Morton and Myron Starbird, Chester Greenwood 
Day Committee Chairman, who so willingly accepted his job unbe- 
knownst that it would turn into virtually a full-time undertaking for a 
number of weeks. 

This report would not be complete without calling special attention 
to the retirement of Selectman Raymond Magno. At the time of his retire- 
ment, last March, Ray Magno had served on the Board of Selectmen for 
21 years as a regular member and chairman. His career as Selectman 
began in March of 1956 and included the difficult decade of the 1960’s. 
Ray Magno was always able to grow with his job and adapt to the new 
and different requirements of the time. He gave strong direction and 
advice to all those with whom he served, and provided the Town with the 
leadership necessary for the proper functioning of local government. All 


those that served with Ray, present and past, will appreciate the service © 


he has given to the Town of Farmington.

To the Town Manager, Selectmen and Citizens of Farmington: 


In October of 1977 the last session of the Tax Collector’s School was 
held. Upon receiving the certificate, application can be made to the 
State of Maine for Tax Collector Certification. 


There were 105 tax liens for 1976 recorded at the Registry of Deeds 
Office. These liens amounted to $26, 738.00, as of December 31, 1977 
there remained 67 unpaid liens which totaled $17, 444.60. 


Starting January 1, 1977 all of the accounts payable were on com- 
puter. By the end of 1978 it is anticipated that the tax assessment 
records, payroll, voting list and sewer billing programs will all be com- 
puterized.

To the Town Manager, Selectmen and Citizens of Farmington: 


The mill rate for the taxable year 1977 was $23.20 per $1,000 
valuation. Taxes were committed July 13, 1977. Valuation totaled 
$45, 865, 270, of which land is $12,170,400; buildings $30, 178, 230; 
and personal property $3,516,550. Tax exempt property totaled 
$24, 426, 670 of which $309, 800 was for 111 persons entitled to veter- 
ans property tax exemption. 

The average sales ratio as certified to the Bureau of Taxation for 
1977 was 68%. We are planning to be at 100% average sales ratio in 
1978. The veterans exemption will be based on $5,000 for World War | 
and $4, 000 for the other veterans entitled to an exempt status. 

The valuation for Farmington as established by the Bureau of Taxa- 
tion for 1978 is $67, 100,000, and in 1977 was $49, 550, OOO. 

To comply with the statutes on maintaining sales ratios and rating 
of quality of assessment, which leads to a fairer-and more equitable tax 
burden in 1978, both land and building values are being adjusted to indi- 
cate a sales ratio of 100% and a further improvement in equity of as- 
sessment. The increase in value will, in most cases, range from 50 to 
75% depending on the grade of the buildings. As in 1977 the vast major- 
ity of the taxpayers will find that their proportionate share of the tax 
burden will remain constant. As the total valuation increases the mill 
rate decreases.

Report of the Fire Chief 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Farmington: 


| hereby submit my first annual report of the Farmington Fire 
Department since assuming the office on April 1, 1977. 
During the past year the Fire Department answered 135 calls. In- 


cluded in these were out of town calls (Chesterville, Industry, New Vine- | 


yard, and Weld), accidents, cars, false, grass and woods, oil burners, 
commercial (Maine Dowel, Macomber Mill), house and miscellaneous 
calls (overheated stoves, electrical outlets, electric motors, downed 
power lines, transformers, sawdust piles, wood piles and a paper dis- 
penser at Mt. Blue High School). 

There were several chimney fires due to improper use of wood 


burning stoves. | cannot urge the citizens of Farmington enough in the | 


proper installation, care and maintenance of their chimneys and wood 


burning stoves. The Fire Department has material available on the proper 7 
installation of wood stoves. | strongly recommend the use of some type | 


of a warning device, either heat or smoke alarm, but good common 
sense is still the best method of fire prevention. 

The important need of both the Fire and Police Departments is for 
24 hour dispatching service in the Municipal Building. At the present time 
all fire calls are dispatched from former Chief Allen’s home. 

Under the direction of our Training Officer, Deputy Chief Glenwood 
Farmer, various training sessions were held. Among the subjects 
covered were C.P.R. and First Aid courses, evacuation drills, different 
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types of pumping and hose lays, self-contained breathing equipment 
and arson detection courses. 

In the past year the |.S.O. (Insurance Services Office) conducted a 
rating survey of the Fire and Water Department. The Town has not 
received the results of the survey, but a copy of the recommendations 
for upgrading and improving the Fire Department has been received. 
This includes the need for a full-time Chief and sufficient company of- 
ficers, a new 1,000 G.P.M. pumper and an Aerial Ladder Truck of 
modern design and a pumper tanker for the Falls Substation. 

The Town is not far away from some permanent Firemen as it is 
continuously harder to summons day time help for fires. Also more 
demands are being made of the Fire Department in regard to chimney 
inspections and building permits from the Fire Marshall’s Office for Day 
Care Centers and Foster Homes. 

In September a Squad Truck (Rescue) was added to the Fire 
Department fleet. This vehicle, with its trained personnel should add 
much to the efficiency of the department. 

We thank Hawthorne Ambulance Service for their response to all 
our fire calls and appreciate their support in our training programs. 

| would like to take this opportunity to thank the citizens of Farming- 
ton for their cooperation and my officers and men for their support.

Report of the Police Chief 


To the Town Manager, Board of Selectmen and Citizens: 


We have been in our new quarters for a year now and enjoy them 
very much. For those who have never been in the old quarters, they 
consisted of one room with three desks, teletype machine, radios, 
etc. We now have four rooms and a bathroom: chief’s office, ser- 
geant’s office, officers’ roomand a dispatch office. This year we added 
a new dictaphone recording system to the dispatch office. The dicta- 
phone records all radio calls, telephone calls, and fire calls. 

Two police officers have resigned this year. The two officers are 
Peter Buzzell and Dean Hart. Peter Buzzell resigned to take a job with 
the Franklin County Sheriff's Department. Mr. Buzzell has been ap- 
pointed Beputy for the Rangeley Area. Dean Hart’s reason for leaving 
was personal. Officer Hart and Officer Buzzell were replaced by Harold 
Adams and Mark Blake. Harold Adams is a native of Farmington and was 
employed by S.A.D. #9. Mark Blake has worked for the Franklin County 
Sheriff's Office for the last 4 years. 

Police departments lose many officers because of the strain put 
on their family life. Most people do not realize the stress that being a 
police officer puts on family life. The different working hours, day shifts, 
night shifts, seven days a week, holidays, and being called out after get- 
ting home are a few problems that interfere with family life. 
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The chief, Raymond B. Orr, attended a police management training 
institute for a week in April, 1977, at the Criminal Justice Academy in 
Waterville. 

An in-service training program was held in the new Municipal Build- 
ing this fall. This program was put on by the Criminal Justice Academy. 
Attending the program were officers from the Sheriff's Department, Wil- 
ton, Jay, U. of M. at Farmington, Rangeley and our department.

The Farmington Police Department does not have any special officers 


such as detectives, juvenile officers, criminal investigators, and other | 


special officers that large police departments have. The officer who is 
on duty at the time a complaint comes in takes care of the complaint. 
Regardless of whether the complaint is an accident, B.E.L.N., or what- 
ever, that officer handles it. He may ask another officer or officers to 
help if the complaint requires more officers. 

The police department handled 3,682 complaints and calls this year 
compared to 3, 197 last year. There were 155 burgalaries and larcenies; 
the number cleared was 70, which is a high percentage. Juvenile cases 
handled were 64 for this year, against 47 last year. We had 3 bomb calls 
at schools this year. Every one has been solved. Total value of property 
stolen this year was $39,178; property recovered was $18,256. The 
department collected 90 checks; total value was $1,791.77. The of- 


ficers have arrested 70 for operating under the influence of liquor. This is © 


the highest ever. To accomplish this work in the police department over- 
time hours were as follows: investigations 592 hours, court time 450 
hours.

$5,852.39 in revenues at a cost of $1,239.97 for transportation, pub- 
licity, and materials. Building materials for one large collection shed and 
two smaller sheds were donated by Second Cycle, Inc. with funds 
raised by several newspaper drives. Other building materials were sal- 
vaged. A 2%’ ton truck and five one ton trailers were acquired through 
the federal government surplus property program. The project director’s 
salary was provided by C.E.T.A. 

Monthly revenues exceeded $900 several times during the latter 
half of the year. Hopes are high for generating $12,000 in fiscal year

It should be noted that during this experimental first year some 


problems arose that were beyond our control and decreased anticipated _ 


revenues. The bottom fell out of the scrap metal market in June. Conse- 
quently metal is only being stockpiled until prices rise. The John Deere 


646 Compactor broke down in mid-summer and again in December. We © 


rely on it to move paper bales and load glass drums. Most of the corru- 
gated had to be buried during those times. Also, several operations 
didn’t get underway fully until May.

Corrugated paper is by far the most valuable and most abundant 
commodity in the waste stream. We believe that we are recovering less 
than half of the corrugated entering the landfill. We are not recovering 
any corrugated from the large grocery stores. The reason being, it 
comes to the landfill contaminated in a large compaction truck. 

The “Bottle Bill” is expected to reduce the volume of glass by 


60%. We will not miss the bottles because of their low value and the © 


time spent processing them. This added time will enable us to recover 
more paper. 


Plans to recover more paper include high grade office paper — 


recovery projects from the local schools and university and corrugated 
paper collection from the larger grocery stores and the hospital. 

The most exciting news is the Town of Strong’s decision to recycle 
their paper, glass, and metal through us utilizing a trailer exchange sys- 
tem. They will load one ton government surplus trailers with recyclables, 
haul them to Farmington as they become full, and exchange full trailers 
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for empty ones. Five trailers will be utilized in this system. It will be the 
first step in creating a countywide collection center for recyclable mater- 
ials. 

Another project which is being given serious consideration is the 
composting of sewage sludge along with the organic wastes already 
being composted. It would be modeled after the project in Bangor. 
Scrap dowel ends and sawdust from a local dowel manufacturer could 
be utilized as a bulking agent. 

The Bargain Bidding Barn did well during its introductory period. 
Reusable items were offered for a minimum bid of 50 cents. Old items 
are cleared out and new items put in every week: Many people 
expressed that it was a good idea. 

Farmington’s solid waste management and recycling program is 
considered to be the most advanced in Maine. Indeed, it may be a proto- 
type of what is possible in rural communities in the North. A group of 
representatives of various organizations was called together to attempt 
to make Farmington a model for research, education, and solid waste 
management in arural area. Agencies represented include the University 
of Maine at Farmington and Orono, the Department of Environmental 
Protection, the Androscoggin Valley Regional Planning Commission, 
Second Cycle, and the Town government. A preliminary outline of the 
kinds of activities this group hopes to carry out is attached. 

Special thanks should be extended to Rodney Martin, Bradford 
Moore, and Wayne McCarthy, the landfill employees who made the 
project work, and to the participating townspeople and businesses that 
make it a Success.

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The Parks and Recreation Committee feels that 1977 was a very 
productive year for the Farmington area. This year marked the construc- 
tion of two tennis courts at Hippach Field. The courts received an exten- 
sive amount of use from the day they were opened in July until we re- 
ceived snow in the fall. 

The year 1977 also saw the construction of a unique playground 
facility at Hippach Field. Through the efforts of a Recreational Intern, and 
with the aid of local service clubs and interested citizens, the playground 
was constructed and ready for use in one day. This playground is unique 
in that it has utilized articles for construction that would otherwise have 
been discarded. 

Along with the construction of the tennis courts and the play- 
ground, other capital improvements were made in 1977. Four of the light 
poles at Hippach Field were replaced and all of the wiring was redone. 
The Community Center took on a new look with the addition of storm 
windows and the refacing of the front of the building.

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Report of the 
Cutler Memorial Library 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Farmington: 

The trustees of the Farmington Public Library Association greatly 
appreciated the $15,000 appropriation granted them for 1977. We are 
requesting the same amount for 1978 to help cover the expenses of 
library upkeep, salaries and maintenance. Fuel savings are anticipated 
with insulation in the ceiling area and combination windows whioch are 
to be installed. 

Our greatest change this past year was the resignation of Benjamin 
Butler as president for 23 years, the longest anyone has held this office. 
Natalie Butler also relinquished her office as secretary, she had been 
both secretary and treasurer from 1957 to 1975. They are still very 
active in the interest of the library. Their efforts and results have been so 
great that they will be remembered, praised and appreciated for years to 
come. A history of the library, an attractive pamphlet, one of their pro- 
jects, is available for the asking at the library. 

Circulation was increased this year by 4000. The total circulation 
of books, magazines and records amounted to 32,744, an increase of 
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14 percent over last year. Over 1100 hard cover books have been 
added this year by purchase or gift and a large number of paperbacks 
have been donated. These gifts are all greatly appreciated. The Book 
Selection Committee, which meets monthly, is always open to sug- 
gestions from patrons for new titles to purchase. The hours the library is 
open have been changed and increased in the public interest. They are 
as follows: Tuesday through Friday 10 A.M. to 5 P.M., Tuesday and 
Wednesday evenings 6:30 P.M. to 8 P.M. and on Saturday 2 P.M. to 5 
P.M. 

Improvements at the library include a large book deposit box 
placed in the outside vestibule so that books may now be safely returned 
when the library is not open. A copier has been installed which is proving 
a great service to the staff and the public. In cooperation with the Mantor 
Library, UMF, we have copied all the Franklin Journals on microfilm and 
have acquired, for the public use, the necessary reader for these films. 
lt might be noted here that we enjoy a very close inter-relationship with 
the college library and staff. There is little overlap of material so one can 
complement the other. 

Nineteen interesting exhibits of art, crafts and memorabilia have 
been held throughout the year in the Ethel Withee Pratt Room and in the 
rotunda. 

Children’s services have been increased this year and now include 
a pre-school story hour, a Summer reading program for 3rd through 5th 
graders and a fun hour for all interested children on Saturdays at one. 

Again, we thank you for your past support, and we hope you will 
approve our request for a $15, OOO appropriation for the coming year.

During 1977 the Little Red Schoolhouse Museum and County E 
formation Center operated under the joint sponsorship of the Farmington 
and Wilton Historical Societies, the Towns of Wilton and Farmington, and | 
the Franklin County Commissioners. As in the past, the Towns of Wilton 
and Farmington each appropriated $250 to be used for the maintenance | 
of the Museum, and these funds were greatly appreciated. The same 
amount will be requested from each town to maintain the Museum during 
1978.

Report of the Farmington 
Planning Board 


To the Town Manager, Selectmen and Citizens of Farmington: 


1977 has euphemistically been termed ‘‘the year of the subdivi- 
sion” by Planning Board members. During the past year a dozen sub- 
divisions came before the Board for review and approval; several of 
which attracted considerable public attention. The Planning Board 
welcomes all public participation and input into the Town’s planning 
process and would like to remind members of the community that all 
Planning Board meetings are open to the public. Regular monthly meet- 
ings continue to be held at 7:00 P.M., the first Monday of each month 
at the Farmington Municipal building. 

The Planning Board attempted to stimulate further public involve- 
ment in the planning process by sponsoring an ordinance developed by 
the Land Use Development and Advisory Committee (LUDAC). The aim 
of this ordinance was to preserve neighborhood character by allowing 
the surrounding property owners a direct and effective say on proposed 
land use changes within their neighborhoods. This ordinance was 
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narrowly defeated at a well attended special Town Meeting held in 


August of 1977. 
In July the Town hired a full time planning assistant under the feder- 


_ al Comprehensive Employment and Training Act (CETA). This position

has been filled by Robert Littlefield, who has aided the Planning Board in 
carrying out its responsibilities by coordinating meeting agendas, 


researching problem areas, and keeping the Board informed and up- 
dated on occurrences between meetings. 

Debbie Richards, a geography major at the University of Maine at 
Farmington, prepared an extensive sewer extension study for the Plan- 
ning Board under the University’s Work/Study program this past sum- 
mer. This study, the most complete data to date, makes recommenda- 
tions for the extension of sewer services to various areas within the 
Town by considering such factors as: costs, soil types, land use, popu- 
lation density, and resident desires for Sewer service. 

The community survey developed and administered by the Land 
Use and Development Advisory Committee in 1976 has been pro- 
grammed into the University of Maine’s computer system. The results of 
this survey will aid the Planning Board in determining community goals 
and objectives which will be used to update the Town’s present Com- 
prehensive Plan. The Farmington Comprehensive Plan is a compilation 
of policy statements and goals used by the Town to guide Farming- 
ton’s future. The Planning Board will be holding numerous public hear- 
ings throughout the upcoming year on the revisions made to the Com- 
prehensive Plan. The updated plan, when completed, will be brought 
before the Farmington voters for adoption. 

During the final weeks of 1977, the Planning Board has been pre- 
paring an ordinance to establish Farmington’s Planning Board under the 
Home Rule Authority granted towns by the State. The Planning Board is 
currently operating under. the State enabling statute, Title 30, Maine Re- 
vised Statutes Annotated, Section 4952. This ordinance will be placed 
before the voters of Farmington at the March 1978 annual Town 
Meeting, and will incorporate three basic changes over the State 
statute. First, the term of office will be reduced from five to three years; 
second, the associate membership category will be done away with and 
instead the Planning Board will consist of seven full members; and lastly, 
the new ordinance will allow one member of the Farmington Board of 
Selectmen to serve on the Planning Board. This is prohibited under the 
State Statute. 

Regrettably, 1977 saw the resignation of four hardworking Plan- 
ning Board members; Harold Hardy, John Ranger, Dixon Griffin and 
Gaynelle Yeaton. The Planning Board wishes to express its thanks for 
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the many hours that these individuals spent serving the Town of Farm- 
ington. Current Planning Board members are: William Woodward, Chair- 
man, William McEntee, Clerk, Ray Mitchell, Kenton Bailey, Mary Alice 
Chakoumakos, and Associate members Dorothy Coleman and Mary 
Wright.

Report of the Farmington 
Conservation Commission 


To the Town Manager, Selectmen and Citizens of Farmington: 


For most of the past year the activities of the Commission have 
been performed by Bruce Plummer, Walter Gooley, Dick and Ruth Day, 
Roland Cullenberg and Associate Members. We have them to thank for 
most of the years activities. Special thanks to Rob Littlefield, Planning 
Assistant. Local service clubs, public schools and the University of 
Maine at Farmington have provided technical and working assistance. 

The members of the Commission planted 104 shade trees in Farm- 
ington this past year. There is a serious Dutch Elm Disease problem in 
Farmington and many of our beautiful old shade trees, some over a 
hundred years old, are affected with this disease. Many have been fe- 
moved this past year and many more will have to be removed in years to 
come. This, plus extensive replanting of shade trees of different varities 
is responsible for most of the work and expense of the Commission. 
River names and water quality classification signs have been purchased 
and will be installed on the Fairbanks bridge and the Farmington-West 
Farmington bridge this spring. The Commission has kept an index of all 
open areas in the Town, public and private, to serve as a resource to the 
Planning Board and citizens to assist in the orderly growth of the town 
with the goal to preserve valuable farmland, open space, woodland and 
wild life habitation. We continue to sponsor expenses for any interested 
student to attend the Maine Conservation Camp in Bryant Pond. The 
Commission has continued its membership in the Maine Association of 
Conservation Commissions and endeavors to keep informed of timely 
Subjects.

Farmington Swim Program 


To the Town Manager, Selectmen and Citizens of Farmington: 


A total of 244 students were enrolled with the Farmington Swim 
Program during the summer of 1977. The program ran from June 20 
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until August 19. Included in the program were 146 beginners with 53 
passing, 40 advanced beginners with 32 passing, 22 intermediate swim- 
mers with 22 passing, and 17 swimmers with 16 passing. 

The first two week session is set aside for Basic Rescue, Ad- 
vanced Swimming, Water Safety Aid and Advanced Life Saving. There 
were 19 students enrolled in these various classes with all 19 passing. 

Again, S.A.D. 9 busses were hired for transporting the students to 
the Swim area at Clearwater Lake. These students came from New 
Sharon, Chesterville, Farmington and Industry. These towns appropriate 
monies for their children. Other students pay their own tuition. 

A new program was initiated during the summer which gave adults 
the opportunity to participate in swimming instruction. We feel that this 
was an important addition to the program and hope we can continue it 
next summer. 

Instructors involved with the program were: Carol Edgar Hardy— 
director, Ann Alexander—assistant director, Stacey Edgar, Sheryl L. 
Edgar, and Annette Stowe—instructors. Shelley Wing worked as a vol- 
unteer for the entire period. 

As a whole, the program ran smoothly with the help and coopora- 
tion of parents and the members of the swim committee. We are looking 
forward to another summer.

Report of Franklin Area 
Nursing Service 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Farmington: 


The health office has moved once again and is now located at the 
Mt. Blue Junior High School on Middle Street. Public health nursing ser- 
vices are still offered to the community. 

Four-hundred and forty contacts were made to individuals or fami- 
lies to assist in correcting health problems. Meetings were held with per- 
sonnel from other health and social agencies in order to coordinate 
efforts to identify health needs and to provide the best health services 
possible. 

The communicable disease control program assisted several 
patients to obtain medical care. 
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An adult flu clinic was held in October which was sponsored by the 
Businessmen’s Association. 

_ Ten clinics were held to offer immunizations to infants and pre- 
school children. These clinics will continue to be held in the Training 
room in the Municipal Building the second Thursday of the month, 9 AM 
to 10 AM. 

Considerable time was spent implementing the school health pro- 
gram which included working with students, teachers and parents not 
only to identify health needs but to do the follow-up work to correct 
problems.

Tri-County Mental Health Services with its office in Wilton, con- 
tinues to offer mental health counseling to those in need. During 1977 
the total of 554 clients were seen. The number of client visits to our 
Wilton office amounted to nearly 2500. Our staff of psychologist, 
alcoholism counselor, psychiatrist, and mental health workers were also 
quite involved in counseling in area schools to provide expertise with 
children having learning and adjustment problems. 

The type of problems we deal with varies and our programs are 
designed to meet the specific needs of the individual. Our goals include 
preventing state hospital commitment, helping people feel less de- 
pressed, counseling people who are under pressure from bills, family, 
jobs. Other goals are to teach people how to cope with losses in their 
lives, marital counseling in an attempt to better the relationship, and 
helping individuals to learn to deal with and overcome fear and anxiety. 
One of our primary goals is to work to prevent mental illness, therefore 
we look to help people during the early stages of problems. 

Each year Tri-County Mental Health Services looks to the com- 
munities they serve in order to financially help Support our work. As a 
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clinic we seek to keep our fees low, therefore each person is assessed 
according to the family income and the number of dependents in the 
family. The communities’ contributions help us to keep these fees low. 
We have appreciated your town’s support in the past and look for- 
ward to serving you in 1978.

Androscoggin Home Health 
Services, Inc. 


In 1977 Androscoggin Home Health Services provided some 
58,508 home care visits of various types to 2, 138 residents of the Tri- 
County area. This represented another 20% increase over the previous 
year, thus continuing a growth trend which began in 1970. Services 
provided by staff out of locations in Auburn, Norway, Rumford and East 
Wilton included nursing, physical therapy, occupational therapy, speech 
therapy (limited availability), home health aide and homemaking. 

In Farmington 87 individuals received 2,191 home visits. Categor- 
ically these were nursing (919), physical therapy (209), occupational 
therapy (2), home health aide (785), and homemaker (276). 

While the home care program relates to a variety of situations and 
provides a range of potential benefits to patients and those around them, 
its main purpose is to make possible the optimal independence of those 
who utilize it. This may mean something as relatively uncomplicated as 
helping an elderly couple remain in their home by providing several hours 
of visiting homemaker service each week. Or it may involve a carefully 
worked-out plan to help a stroke victim to recovery through a regular 
home-based physical therapy program. 

As in the past, a majority of patients served by the home health 
program possess coverage for services, either through publicly sup- 
ported programs like Medicare and Medicaid, or through private insur- 
ance programs like Blue Cross/Blue Shield. But a large portion of ser- 
vices are provided to patients who are uncovered by either public or 
private programs, and whose sickness or disability often has reduced or 
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eliminated family income. Because of the support provided by Farming- 
ton and the other municipalities of the region, nearly $300,000 in home 
care services were provided without charge in 1977. On behalf of the

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Report on 
Chester Greenwood Day 


To the Town Manager, Selectmen and Citizens of Farmington: 


Despite the problem of planning the initial program of activities, as 
well as a rather late start on the project, the First Annual Chester Green- 
wood Day, held on December 21, 1977, was successful beyond belief. 
Hard work by the Committee, the most gratifying display of community 
spirit, and the tremendous media coverage, made it a day to be long re- 
membered and a day that publicized Chester Greenwood and Farming- 
ton, Maine around the world. 

Newspaper and magazine articles, radio and television tapes (in- 
cluding those of ABC-TV, NBC-TV, CBS-TV) carried brief biographies 
and pictures of Chester Greenwood, interviews with townspeople, 
members of the Committee, and the filming of events on December 
21st. It has been confirmed that Farmington and Chester Greenwood 
Day received publicity in all 50 States, all Canadian Provinces and all 
countries of Western Europe, no doubt in many other countries as well. 
As late as February 3rd, 1978, a tape for radio was made by telephone 
for station WJAR, Detroit, Michigan because of the demand from its 
listeners for more information about Chester and his Day. 

More than 200 letters have been received by the Committee and 
its members, the majority of the letters dated after December 21. 160 
letters have requested information about earmuffs: kind and quality, 
where to purchase, and the price. The source of the letters have been 
44 states, the District of Columbia, and 3 Canadian Provinces. All letters 
have been answered and all orders filled. 

The events of the Day brought a holiday atmosphere to the Farm- 
ington area despite snow, then rain. The Opening Ceremonies, 
conducted under cloudy skies, with a background of the new Municipal 
Building and Chief of Police Ray Orr’s cruiser wearing the ‘‘World’s 
Largest Earmuffs’” (made by Ernest Bourgon and Ronald Rowles); the 
foot race run in a heavy snowstorm that was a particular challenge to 
the adults especially on Abbott Hill; the parade also carried out despite 
the snow with a snowplow as marshall!! With earmuffs on cars, horses, 
Santa Claus, and even people with music supplied by radio via WKTJ 
and Dave Michaels; the capacity crowd at the Legion public supper de- 
spite the then pouring rain; and the standing room only crowd at the

protectors 104 years ag°, is being honored posthumously today, the first 
day of winter, in his native Farmington, Maine.

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Report of the Community 
Development Program 


To the Town Manager, Selectmen and Citizens of Farmington: 


It was in 1977 that the Farmington Community Development Pro- 
gram began. The year has been extremely rewarding to the staff of the 
Community Development Department. In February, we hosted a pot- 
luck dinner and informational meeting in West Farmington. At this time, 
residents of the area were informed about the program of housing 
rehabilitation and neighborhood revitilization, sponsored by a grant from 
the U.S. Department of Housing and Urban Development. Following this 
meeting and throughout the late winter and spring, members of our staff 


| were kept active in receiving applications and inspecting houses in West 
_ Farmington. Rehabilitation work began on the first homes in late April. 


By the time this year’s program ended in October, 39 houses containing 


+53 living units had undergone substantial rehabilitation. Included in the 
- work on the 39 homes were insulation of 30 homes, heating system 


repairs on 10 homes and sill replacement and foundation work on 13 
houses. Wiring was replaced in 18 houses, 21 houses were painted, 10 
houses had new siding installed, new plumbing was put into 16 houses 
and 11 roofs were repaired or replaced. 

The benefits of this year’s program are highly visible as can be 
seen in West Farmington, but the benefits go beyond the upgrading in 
the physical appearance of the neighborhood. Work done on electrical 
systems and chimneys reduces the possibility of fires, the work done in 
insulating homes has reduced the total heating and housing costs of 
families in West Farmington. By working closely with the Franklin County 
Community Action Council, the Community Development Program was 
able to expand $90, 000.00 in the original rehabilitation funds into nearly 
$250,000.00 worth of rehabilitation through the use of additional 
federal and state funds and private investment, donated materials, CETA 
labor and donated services. 

The success of the rehabilitation program has led the West Farm- 
ington program to be regarded as a model for neighborhood preservation 
efforts and community energy conservation by a number of state, 
regional and national organizations. Outstanding work in leveraging of 
private funds; energy conservation, which resulted in lowering of annual 
housing costs; the personal rapport between workers and home 
owners; and the cooperation among all agencies and private enterprises 
contributed to make the project successful. 
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Rehabilitation Work on the Moses Starling House, built in 1790, was one ex- 


ample of the work done in West Farmington through the Community Develop- 
ment Program. 


The Community Development Advisory Committee continued 
working during the year reviewing the program and in planning for contin- 
uing Community Development activities. During the first three months of 
1978, they will be formulating a 3 year plan for the Community Develop- 
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ment Department, to be submitted to the Department of Housing and 
Urban Development in April. 

The Community Development Department is working with a 
number of groups in looking at the overall community development 
needs of Farmington. Possible areas of activity include a downtown 
revitalization program, industrial park and a federally designated historic 
district in West Farmington and.downtown. 

The Town received funding in 1977 for the construction of a sewer 
extension and pumping station in West Farmington through a $230, - 
000.00 grant from the Economic Development Administration. The 
Community Development Office will be overseeing the administration of 
this project as well as other community betterment programs. 

The Director and Staff of the Community Development Program 
would like to express a note of thanks to the Board of Selectmen, Plan- 
ning Board and Town Manager for their continuing support. Special 
thanks also are extended to Dorothy Coleman, Maryella Rounds, Everett 
Vining and Rocky Targett for the many hours they spent on the Com- 
mittee reviewing the West Farmington program. It is our hope that the 
level of services, begun in 1977, becomes the standard for us in serving 
the community.

To the Town Manager, Selectmen and Citizens of Farmington: 


The year 1977 marks 12 years during which the Community Action 
Agency has been providing services for all seventeen communities in 


_ Franklin County. 


Services provided are CETA |, Day Care, Family Planning, Head 
Start, Housing, Outreach, Weatherization, WIC (nutrition), and Summer 
Youth Employment. The agency also cosponsored with W.K.T.J. 
Operation Santa Claus, bringing Christmas to 476 needy children 
throughout the County. A clothing center staffed by volunteer help 
which operates out of the East Wilton office basement provided free 
donated clothing to over 900 persons. 
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One major accomplishment during the last year was in the field of 
nutrition. The agency received funds from the Department of Agriculture 
which enabled it to serve 750 pregnant and nursing mothers, infants, 
and children to the age of 5 years who have been found to be at nutri- 
tional risk. Another accomplishment has been in the field of day care. 
During the year the agency made it possible for approximately 30 
private family day care homes in the County to be licensed. These cover 
the area from Jay to Eustis, and provide local residents an opportunity to 
earn an income in their.own homes. At the same time many low income 
mothers are_now able to place their children in day care in order that they 
may work. Between the day care homes and the Sweatt-Winter Pro- 
gram, 103 children under the age of 6 were served during the year. 

With the assistance of 10 CETA trainees, the Housing office or- 
ganized and supervised the construction of an energy efficient house. 
The building was designed as a model for local contractors to study 
energy efficient construction. At the same time it served as a training 
program for ten trainees. The house will be sold to an eligible Franklin 
County family early in 1978. 

The Housing office has developed the capability of assisting com- 
munities in applying for Community Development Funds which would 
assist towns concerned with improving their housing situation. The 
housing program was also instrumental in assisting the town of Farming- 
ton with the successful West Farmington Community Development 
Project. 

The UMF-CAP Energy Center will be receiving funds which will 
allow the center to provide many valuable energy conservation work- 
shops and services. 

The Outreach staff has OUIES services to over 3,000 recipients. 
Total outreach contacts numbered over 11,000. 

The Family Planning Program served 265 women with education, 
medical, and birth control services. 

Head Start centers located in Jay, Farmington, Phillips, and 
Rangeley, enrolled 78 youngsters in pre-school classes, where empha- 
sis is placed on social, academic, and physical development. 

The Weatherization Program repaired and winterized 153 sub- 
standard homes. Over 50% of these homes were owned by elderly 
residents. 

There were 121 jobs for youngsters between the ages of 14 and 
21 provided by the Summer Program for Economically Disadvantaged 
Youth (SPEDY). 

The CETA | Program assisted job training and work experience for 
53 persons between the ages of 16 and 55. 
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The agency allowed the Head Start bus to be used by the West 
Central YMCA program. This enabled the “Y on Wheels” project to pro- 
vide recreational activities to hundreds of youngsters living in the more 
rural parts of the County. 

During 1977 the agency provided over 75 full time jobs for area 
residents living in 14 of the County’s 17 communities. It was instrumen- 
tal in bringing over 1 million Federal and State dollars into the County. 

All agency decisions are made by a 27 member Board of Directors 
composed solely of Franklin County residents. One third of the members 
are elected by low income voters, and the remaining representatives are 
elected by both public and private agencies.

Report of the Director of Civil 
Emergency Preparedness 


To the Town Manager, Board of Selectmen and Citizens of Farmington: 


During 1977 your Civil Emergency Preparedness Office partici- 
pated in State and County-wide Civil Emergency Preparedness Com- 
munication network drills, monitored background radiation in order to 
determine the extent of fallout from foreign nuclear atmospheric 
testing, monitored Sandy River water levels during the March 1977 
flood, and commenced work on a Franklin County disaster plan with 
the assistance of Mr. Randy Gauvin. 

A Franklin County Disaster Committee was formed during 1977 
consisting of Helen Bubier, Chairman, Sheriff Ronald Durrell, repre- 
sentatives from the hospital, Franklin County Ambulance and Rescue 
Association, County Firemen’s Association and the Civil Emergency 
Preparedness Office. The results of our work will be forthcoming in 
early 1978. A proposal for 50% matching funds for emergency radios 
for the Town Ambulance and Civil Emergency Preparedness vehicle 
was submitted through our office to Medical Care Development, Inc. in 
Auburn, but no word has been received of funding. 

The Civil Emergency Preparedness Office has acquired a new 
40-channel base citizens band radio, which will be located at the Farm- 
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ington Municipal Building. Nine staff members of the Civil Emergency 
Preparedness Office are currently enrolled in an Emergency Medical 
Technician course, and will all hopefully become state registered 
EMT’s. This course meets 6 hours per week with 14-hours of home- 
work per week. A weekly Civil Emergency Preparedness message 
through the cooperation of radio station WKTJ has been instituted this 
year and plans are to continue this through 1978. 1977 was a busy year 
for the Civil Emergency Preparedness Office and we look forward to

Western Older Citizens Council 


Western Older Citizen’s Council, Inc. formerly known as Project 
Independence, provides services to the elderly of your town. Some are 
provided directly by W.O.C.C. and some are subcontracted to other 
agencies. Mini-bus transportation is subcontracted to Western Maine 
Transportation Services, Inc. Home Health Services and Health Screen- 
ing Clinics are subcontracted to Androscoggin Home Health Associa- 
tion. 

From July 1, 1977 through December 31, 1977 319 individuals in 
your town travelled 19,868 passenger miles on the mini-bus, 45 indi- 
viduals. received a total of 150 home visits by nurses and home aides, 
325 individuals were served 4,263 meals, 155 individuals were helped 
by the outreach workers who made a total of 186 calls, and 74 individ- 
uals volunteered 4,901 hours through the Retired Senior Volunteer Pro- 
gram. The total cost of the above services for the six-month period was 
$20, 100. There is no fee required from the individuals served for these 
services. 

Transportation is provided at no cost to those 60 years of age and 
over on a space available basis. First priority is given to those who 
require transportation for medical reasons (doctors visits, hospital treat- 
ment, etc.). Rides are also given for personal reasons (Shopping, cash- 
ing checks, meal sites). 

Hot meals are provided in congregate meal sites throughout the tri- 
county area for individuals 60 or over, who are able to attend. While no 
fee is charged, those who wish may make a contribution. 

Outreach by Elder Advocates is available through the Information & 
Referral Program to help the Elderly with many types of problems. No 


fee is charged for this service.

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COMMENTS 


DEPARTMENTAL OPERATIONS 


The current year’s operations showed that a net unexpended departmental 
balance of $45, 291.80 was lapsed to unappropriated surplus, per the following 
summary: 


Departmental Accounts: 


Unexpended Balances $80,045. 25 
Overdrafts 34, 753.45 


Net Unexpended Balance $45,291.80 


The overlay and unexpended balances in various accounts, particularly munici- 
pal building, health and sanitation, public works and police department less 
overdrafts in the sewer maintenance and interest accounts were the major 
factors contributing to the net unexpended departmental balance lapsed. 


The following commenis pertain to the accompanying financial statements: 


ASSETS. . . .The general cash balance amounted to $959.55 at December 
31, 1977. The bank balance used in reconciling this amount was confirmed 
by the depository. Petty cash funds of $120.00 were counted. 


Accounts receivable of $15,830.57 consisted principally of an amount due from 
the County of Franklin for C.E.T.A. program expenditures. 


Taxes receivable totaled $143,883.13 at the year end. Current year uncol- 
lected taxes amounted to $110,417.28 and $33,465.85 was for delinquent 
accounts dating from 1970. Tax liens, sewer liens and tax acquired property 
amounted to $17,444.60, $232.80 and $1,652.83 respectively. 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS... .Current liabilities of $56,- 
205.52 represented, for the most part, temporary loans of $30,000.00 and 
funds due governmental agencies of $23, 673. 43. 


The departmental accounts showed an unexpended balance of $20,283.40 
carried forward to the ensuing year. 


The excess of actual over estimated state revenue sharing funds of $3, 660. 26 
were carried forward to be applied toward the 1978 tax commitment. Anti- 
recession fiscal assistance funds of $5,369.00 were carried forward pending 
voter allocation. 


Unappropriated federal revenue snaring funds of $37,590.83 were available at 
January 1, 1977. Entitlement payments for the year amounted to $102, 063.00. 
Appropriated revenue sharing funds of $130,000.00 were allocated to the 
town’s operating account to be expended for various purposes. Unappropriated 
federal revenue sharing funds at December 31, 1977 amounted to $9, 653. 83. 
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The unappropriated surplus amounted to $71,580.52, a decrease of 
$96, 890. 96 for the year. This change was occasioned principally by authorized 
transfers to reduce the tax levy and supplement department appropriations less 
the net unexpended departmental balance lapsed and unallocated excise tax 
revenue. 


DEBT FUND. . . .The debt fund, incorporated in the balance sheet as a sepa- 
rate’ fund, reflects the outstanding municipal building-fire station notes of 
$330,000.00 and outstanding sewer construction bonds of $789,885.62. 
These obligations mature during the ensuing twenty-six years. 


SEWER FUND. . . .Sewer fund revenues totaling $131,562.88 represented, 
for the most part, user fee collections. Expenditures totaled $109,849.00, the 
major portion being expended for salaries, debt retirement, general fund trans- 
fers, engineering and utility charges. The sewer fund balance at December 31, 
1977 amounted to $21, 713.88. 


COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT FUND... .Fund revenues totaling $122,- 
346. 96 represented, for the most part, grants received from the federal govern- 
ment. Expenditures totaled $119,018.71, the major portion being expended for 
construction materials and labor. The fund balance at December 31, 1977 
amounted to $3, 328. 25. 


TRUST AND RESERVE FUNDS. . . .Funds held in trust by the town totaled 
$46,618.10. These funds were comprised of cemetery perpetual care funds 
amounting to $21,388.00, school funds of $19,230.10 and a library fund of 
$6, OOO. OO. 


The capital reserve funds which have been established for replacement of 
equipment and road construction purposes totaled $43, 401. 26. 


The trust and reserve funds are invested in certificates of deposit and time 
deposits in local banks. 
GENERAL 


The use of excise tax revenues and estimated revenues as well as a transfer 
from surplus to reduce the tax levy and appropriations from federal and state 
revenue sharing funds and surplus to various operating accounts were voter 
authorized. 


It is Suggested that computer capabitities be utilized to include a permanent 
general ledger, which would contain all assets, liabilities, surplus, and control 
accounts for appropriations and estimated revenues. 


The following recommendations are again submitted for consideration: 


A listing of all sewer user’s fees should be retained 
as well as a listing of cancelations and additions. 


A detail listing of unpaid sewer user’s fees should 
be prepared by the end of each year.

The 1978 Municipal Budget 


General Administration and Municipal Building 
(Article 3 of the Town Warrant) 


General Administration includes those departments which provide 
' general administrative services to the Town of Farmington, as well as 
' service support activities to other departments of the Town government. 
_ Departments included under General Administration are the Town Man- 
' ager’s Office, the Assessor’s Office, Town Clerk and Treasurer, Miscel- 
' laneous, and Municipal Building. In the past several years the municipal 
{ building portion of the General Administration budget has assumed the 
| largest part, due to the fact that the Town is still retiring notes for the 
| construction of the building. These notes terminate in 1980 and the 
General Administration portion of the budget should incur a large 
decrease at that time. The General Administration section of the budget 
accounts for 22% of the Town’s employees (6% people), and 31% of 
municipal expenditures ($322, 457). 

Departmental accounts under General Administration reflect 
across the board increases and changes in program responsibilities. 
Major increases are in the Town Manager’s Office, which reflects the 
transference of a part-time secretary to a full-time position and the sub- 
stitution of the lost part-time position in the Assessor’s Office with part- 
time clerical help. Increases in the Clerk and Treasurer’s Office reflect 
general election year expenses. The largest increase in the General 
Administration budget is found in the Miscellaneous category with the 
Selectmen, at the request of the Parks and Recreation Committee and 
the Conservation Commission switching the responsibility for the shade 
tree and tree removal program from the Parks and Recreation Depart- 
ment to the Conservation Commission. In addition, the tree removal por- 
tion of the budget has more than doubled ($6,000 last year to over 
$13,000 this year). This reflects the concerns of your Town officials 
about the increasing number of trees that must be removed, and the 
price for such removal.

The Public Safety portion of the budget includes those depart- 
ments in Farmington that provide public safety services for the residents 
of the community. These include the Police Department (eight full time 
employees), Fire Department (40 volunteer/call personnel), Civil 
Emergency Preparedness (part-time director and other personnel as 
needed) and Street Lights. Major increases this year are primarily 
focused in the Police and Fire Departments. The largest increase, being 
in the Police Department, reflects salaries and wages approved and 
recommended by the Farmington Board of Selectmen, the addition of 
the stray dog contract with the Franklin County Animal Shelter, and the 
new requirement that the Town of Farmington pay for the striping of all 
highways within the Town’s urban compact area. Accordingly, of the 
$7,978 increase for supplies, equipment, and services in the Police 
Department approximately $5,000 is related to the above two items. 
Major increases in the Fire Department reflect changes in utility costs, 
dispatching service, and additional new equipment for the department. 
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The Town is still in the process of updating its equipment for fire trucks 
and therefore new equipment includes the purchasing of hose, air 
packs, radios, and other similar items. A major request of the Fire De- 
partment was reviewed by the Board of Selectmen and Budget Commit- 
tee and recommended to be placed on the Town Meeting warrant for 
approval by the Town Meeting in March. This would be the borrowing, 
on a three year basis, of an amount not to exceed $35,000 and an 
authorization to utilize existing funds within the Fire Department’s Equip- 
ment Reserve Account, for the purchase of a new 75’ aerial ladder truck 
(total cost about $55,000). The Insurance Services Office completed its 
fire insurance rating for Farmington in 1977. The final report recom- 
mends that the Town investigate the purchase of a ladder truck. Funds 
requested by the Bureau of Civil Emergency Preparedness reflect the 
purchase of a multi-channel radio capable of interfacing with the present 
radio system of the highway, police, and hospital. In addition, no in- 
crease has been forecast for the street light account this year. If addi- 
tional rate increases are requested and granted by the Public Utilities 
Commission, additional increases will have to be made in the budget 
allotment. In addition, the Town has, whenever the opportunity has af- 
forded itself, approved the addition or replacement of mercury vapor 
lamps on the Town’s main streets with sodium lighting to reduce fuel ad- 
justment charges.

Health, Welfare and Sanitation 
(Article 5 of the Town Warrant) 


The major portion of the Health, Welfare, and Sanitation budget 
concerns the Town’s sanitary landfill. A considerable amount of study 
and effort has been put into operating the landfill in 1977, the first full 
year of operation. The Town’s resource recovery and recycling program 
has received state and regional coverage by interested agencies as well 
as the press. Total revenue for the resource recovery program this year 
approached $6,000. It is anticipated that once the bugs in the system 
have been worked out and the system is in full operation (many com-

able to gross somewhere in the neighborhood of $8,000 - $10,000 a 
year, approximately 25% of the landfill operating costs. Additional con- 
cern has been focused by the Selectmen on the operating hours of the 
landfill. Town residents are used to the 24 hours a day seven day a week 
hours of the old burning dump, and in some cases are finding it hard to 
adjust to new restricted hours presently being utilized in an effort to 
reduce operating costs. Under the new Department of Environmental 
Protection regulations the Town must have a full-time attendant on duty 
at all hours when the landfill is open (this applies to all communities over 
5,000 population). Accordingly, the Selectmen have adjusted the dump 
hours at various times throughout the past year in an effort to find a 
happy medium, which will satisfy the majority of the public and at the 
same time reduce operating expenses. Various alternatives have been 
tried and numerous complaints have been received each time a reduc- 
tion in the 7 day a week operating hours has been posted. Citizens 
should be aware that the largest quantity of refuse comes to the landfill 
during the week from local industries, businesses, and rubbish haulers; 
however, the largest amount of traffic, i.e. vehicles leaving and entering 
the landfill, occurs during the weekend when homeowners bring their 
domestic waste to the landfill, although this amounts to a much smaller 
quantity of waste. 

Other items included in the Health, Welfare, and Sanitation portion 
of the budget include the fee that the Town pays for ambulance costs 
(no increase for contract year 1977-1978) general assistance for the 
Town’s poor (a decrease from $4,000 to $2,000) and contracted health 
services (private and nonprofit organizations), Such as Androscoggin 
Home Health, Tri-County Mental Health, and the Western Older Citizens 
Council.

(Article 6 of the Town Warrant) 


Leisure Services include the Parks and Recreation Department. 
The Parks and Recreation Department covers the cost of the Town’s 
Community Center, as well as recreational facilities at Hippach Field. 
1977 saw the replacement of 4 of the 8 light poles at Hippach Field. It 
was hoped at that time that all 8 would be replaced, however, due to 
changes in material costs and cost overruns, the bid received was con- 
siderably higher than that budgeted for. Accordingly, only 4 of the 8 
poles were replaced. The Town Recreation Committee has requested 
that money for the additional 4 poles be approriated for 1978, however, 
the Selectmen in their budget review process eliminated that item from 
this years general budget and recommended that it be placed before the 
Town Meeting for consideration. The Budget Committee reviewed this 
article and recommended that this particular request ($11,900) not be 
funded at this time. A major reduction in the Parks and Recreation 
Department budget includes the transference of the shade tree planting 
and tree removal program to the Conservation Commission. Increases in 
the Department are primarily reflected in program delivery, maintenance, 
and utility costs for buildings.

To the Board of Selectmen and Citizens of Farmington: 


| | am pleased to submit my first report as Manager of Farmington. 

Having arrived at the end of July, | will address the latter half of 1978. 
Since the former Recreation Director left just prior to my predecessor’s 
moving, the first task at hand was hiring a new director. Careful screen- 
ing of thirty-three applicants produced Miss Beverly Hoar as head of the 
Recreation Department. 

Several Public Works projects were carried out in August including 
completion of the sidewalk on Water Street, and the annual paving work. 
_ Hot topping was done by Blue Rock Industries on Middle Street, Perham 
Hill Road, Voter Hill Road, Quebec Street, Orchard Street and North 
Main Street. Retirement of the Tax Assessor once again brought per- 
sonnel to the forefront. From a group of more than ten qualified appli- 
cants, Mr. Daniel Sanborn was hired to fill the Assessor position. The 
Town insurances were in need of revision as to public liability and build- 
ing fire coverage. A special Town Meeting was held September 12 and 
_the necessary funds authorized to purchase the proper coverages. The 
new policies started October 1. The new highway dump truck, ordered 
_ after the 1978 Annual Meeting, arrived in September and was readied 
_ for the approaching winter. 
| Town Road Improvement funds from the State were used on the 
Porter Hill Branch Road, with approximately % mile of road being rebuilt. 
This work was accomplished by the Highway Crew. The sewer exten- 
sion in West Farmington, funded by an Economic Development Adminis- 
tration grant, was completed in October and brought town sewer service 
to twenty-four homes. 


The Farmington Fire Department sponsored an eight-week Haz- 
ardous Materials Incident course. This was taught by a State fire fighting 
instructor, the training dealt with indentification and handling of emer- 
gencies where hazardous substances are involved. Fire Departments 
from surrounding towns participated, while Farmington took full advan- 
tage of this valuable opportunity to learn about potentially disastrous 
situations and how to minimize damage to life and property. | attended, 
as did the Chairman of the Board of Selectmen, representatives from the 
Police, CEP, ambulance and sewer. It is important to realize the massive 
potential for tragedy from an accident involving chemicals; all Town de- 
partments should be prepared to handle the aspects assigned to them. 

The Budget process began in October with department heads or- 
ganizing their 1979 operation needs. The first draft of the Town budget 
was compiled in November and given to the Selectmen in early 
December. Three budget meetings were held in December by the Board 
in order to prepare the proposed budget for review in January by the 
Budget Committee and then Town Meeting action. 

The long awaited and much needed fall rains never came. How- 
ever, winter and near tragedy both descended on Thanksgiving morn- 
ing. At 12:15 A.M. a fire broke out in Vining’s Warehouse on Starling 
Street in West Farmington. Only quick and efficient fire fighting by the 
volunteers saved the closely neighboring buildings from being lost. 
Winter was particularly troublesome in November and December with 
small but frequent storms, wind and a fair amount of cold temperatures. 

In December personnel hiring again became necessary with the 
Community Development Director taking a job in Washington D.C. 
Several very well qualified persons made themselves available, and Mr. 
Mark Adelson was selected to head the Community Development office 
and carry out the three-year HUD program. 

The Selectmen had discussed traffic problems in October and 
transmitted their priorities to Maine DOT. Of the several congested and 
hazardous areas existing on the Wilton Road, either end of Center 
Bridge, Intervale Road and downtown, the Selectmen felt that by- 
passing through traffic in West Farmington would help several problem 
areas. Making Oak Street and Town Farm Road Route 4 would improve 
the Oak Street/Water Street intersection, the Bridge Street/Water 
Street intersection, the Interval Road/Route 2 interchange, the Abbott 
Hill area, and the downtown (congestion, noise and smell). DOT has in- 
cluded our priority in their 1979-1980 budget, which the legislature will 
hopefully leave intact. Tentative plans are for a State Aid project on 
Town Farm Road (Winter Street) in 1979 down to Bridge Street, and 
an Oak Street project in 1980. Improvements on Route 2 west from 
Temple Bridge, and on Intervale Road are probably 2 or 3 years away. 

Tax collections improved in 1978 with 8.2% unpaid on December 
31 as compared to 10.3% unpaid on December 31, 1977. A program to 
collect unpaid personal property taxes will be instituted in early 1979. 
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The proposed 1979 Farmington municipal budget of $1,157,253 
is $102,403 higher than 1978. In conjunction with decreasing revenues 
the new year poses an increased burden on the property tax rate. While 
a portion of the lower revenues is attributable to less outside revenues, 
the remainder is due to a depleted surplus account. The Town had no 
tax rate increase from 1974 through 1978 relying in part on new federal 
revenues but also on the surplus account. We now face a time of 
greater dependence on the property tax and a need to stabilize the 
Town’s financial condition. | recommend placing the surplus account 
back on a useful basis, and estimating undedicated revenues and new 
valuation with some conservatism. 

Insurance premiums are on a steady upward incline particularly 
for liability coverage and workmen’s compensation. The Town insurance 
policies now provide the necessary coverages in line with the State of 
Maine Tort Liabilities Act of 1977 and adequate replacement rates 
should a fire or other event damage Town property. Three factors com- 
bine to push the cost of workmen’s compensation coverage higher: 
one— insurance industry rate increases; two—a large audit premium 


from 1978; and three—increased payroll expenditures resulting from the 


cost-of-living adjustment. An attempt to base the 1979 premium on the 
best payroll projection possible should result in a lower audit premium in 
1980. 

An insurance account (#43) has been set up and includes all Town 


/insurance costs except current years workmen’s compensation pre- 
'miums and false arrest insurance which is under Account #20 Police. 
‘This approach of a separate insurance account is being tried in an 
attempt to improve control and stream line insurance management. 


Other new accounts have been set up this year to facilitate under- 


standing of expenditure categories. Hydrant rental costs have been 
' separated from the Fire Department account and are now account #42. 
| The Community Center has its own account, #66 in order to break out 
expenses for that facility as opposed to the Recreation Department ac- 


count #65. We believe this account organization will clarify the portion of 
funds being spent for a building, rather than intertwined with program 


' and park items (in the case of Recreation), and hydrant costs as 
opposed to Fire Department operation in the case of accounts #30 and 
«#42. 


Additional equipment is needed in the Highway Department, along 


- with replacement of several worn-out items. Farmington has been pick- 
_ ing up additional road mileage with each new street it has accepted. The 
- amount of snow removal equipment has remained the same for ten years, 

) while the work load has increased significantly. The plow routes are now 
} at a length which makes plowing and sanding so far apart as to jeopar- 


dize safety. The route now assigned to the grader should be done by the 


new truck, saving time and expense while freeing up the road grader to 
' work on removal and plowing closer to Town. 
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Having brought this report to discussion of the present year, 1’ll 
conclude by saying that anyone with a question, suggestion or criticism 
is welcome to contact my office. | look forward to working with the citi- 
zens of Farmington. May | thank the Board of Selectmen and the Town 
employees for their cooperation in all our efforts.

To the Town Manager, Selectmen and Citizens of Farmington: 


The Town Clerk’s account total receipts for 1978 were $24,- 
114.00. This includes income from marriage licenses, certified copies, 
fees from hunting, fishing and dog licenses and permits. Also reimburse- 
ment from the State of $2,246.10 for loss of revenue from recording 
Uniform Commercial Code. From this ammount $11,187.00 was paid 
to the State, with a balance of $2,049.00 remaining to be paid for Game 
_ licenses, $937.50 for Dog licenses and $44.00 for Christmas Tree 
Permits. The amount appropriated from the Town Clerk’s account to the 
General Fund was $5,000. 00 with the balance transferred to surplus. 


Vital Statistics: 


Vital statistics recorded were 396 births, which includes 83 to resi- 
dents of Farmington, 290 to residents of other towns, and 23 born out 
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of town to residents of Farmington. The number of deaths was 137 in- 
cluding 55 Farmington residents and 82 from other towns. Also 5 fetal 
deaths.

To the inhabitants of the Town of Farmington, | hereby submit my 
annual report of the Farmington Fire Department for the year 1978. 

This year the Fire Department answered 160 calls, included in 
these were out-of-town calls, highway vehicle accidents (cars, trucks, 
cycles), grass and woods, houses, overheated stoves, electrical out- 
lets, warehouses, miscellaneous and training. Chimney fires continue 
to receive the largest number of calls due to improper wood burning and 
sooty chimneys. Along with these calls, there was an increasing number 
of requests to inspect chimneys, buildings and homes. 

An important need for both the Fire and Police Departments is full, 
24 hour dispatch service from the dispatching office in the Municipal 
Building. There is still a need for some full time firemen (maybe 3 men at 
the station during the day) to answer emergency calls.

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Report of the Police Chief 


To the Town Manager, Board of Selectmen and Citizens: 


This year’s report will compare the years 1958 through 1978 and the 
changes during my twenty years as police officer and Chief of Police. 
Twenty years ago on December 29, 1958, | was sworn in as constable 
for the Town of Farmington. The Town of Farmington didn’t have a 
Police Department, only constables. 

When | was sworn in as a constable in 1958 there were two con- 
stables: Arthur VanDerhoff and myself. In 1958 neither Arthur VanDer- 
hoff nor | attended any schools for police work. 

This year, 1978, was quite different. The following schools were 
attended: 


Chief Raymond B. Orr—3rd Management Training School, Budget 
Preparation Training School, and Police Discipline—Civil Liability 
School. 


Sgt. Sheridan Smith—4th Management Training School, Antique 
Theft School, and Basic Photography School. 


Dennis C. Pike—Rape Investigation School, Basic Photography 
and Crime Scene Photography. 


Nolan Wilcox—Antique Theft School 


Thomas Jones—Criminal Investigation and Crime Prevention 
School. 


Harold Adams—Basic Training School. 


Mark Blake—Metro Teletype School and Drug Investigation 
School. 


The Town of Farmington had two constables in 1958. Today the 
Town of Farmington has seven officers and a woman secretary and dis- 
patcher. 

in 1961 the Town of Farmington hired a third constable. In 1967 the 
Town hired the fourth constable. In 1968 the Town voted to enact an 
ordinance entitled Police Department Ordinance the head of which 
shall be the Police Chief. The law enforcement officers from 1968 on 
were called police officers. In 1970 an officer was hired to work the 
business district as foot patrol officer. In 1971 two cruisers were 
bought with L.E.A. monies. The Town has been replacing one cruiser 
every year since. Also two police officers were hired that year. In 1974 
the second police officer was hired for the business district. Since 1974 
the Town of Farmington has provided twenty-four hour cruiser coverage 
and seven nights a week foot patrol in the business district. The Town 
hired a woman in 1975 to be secretary and dispatcher. She works from 
4:00 P.M. to 12:00 A.M. five days a week. This year | added more work 
for the secretary. She now types all the officers’ daily reports. In Febru- 
ary | bought tape recorders to carry in the cruisers. The officers put their 
complaints for the day on the recorder and the secretary types their 
reports at night.

Since 1958 the court system has changed. In 1958 we had two 
places to take a person who had been arrested or received a Summons. 
Court was held one day a week in the Court House. This was the Muni- 
cipal Court. If a person wanted a speedy trial there was Coney Hoyt’s 
Court in Phillips. Mr. Hoyt was a Trial Justice and held Court in his 
house. A person could be taken to the Trial Justice any time day or night 
that the Municipal Court was not open. Judges during the past 20 years 


have been Trial Justice Coney Hoyt, Municipal Court Judges Hubert ~ 


Ryan and Benjamin Butler, and 12th District Court Judges George Per- 
kins, Edward Merrill Il, and John W. Benoit, Jr. In 1967 the Municipal 
Court was changed to the 12th District Court at Farmington. Mr. George 
Perkins became the first Judge of our District Court and only stayed a 
few months. The next Judge was Edward Merrill Il who died in 1975. 
He was replaced with the present Judge, John W. Benoit, Jr. 

With the coming of the District Court came the change from the 
County Attorney System to the District Attorney. We had a revision of 
Criminal Laws and new Juvenile Laws. We had changes in Traffic Laws. 
Traffic Laws now have some violations that are misdemeanors (where a 
person can be arrested) and infractions (where a person can’t be ar- 
rested but only receives a Summons). 


The most dangerous and damaging change in the last 20 years to our - 


young people is the use of drugs. Liquor has caused great changes. In 
1958 we arrested 4 for driving under the influence of liquor. In 1977 we 
arrested 70 persons for driving under the influence of liquor. | believe 
that there are several reasons for the changes. In 1958 liquor was only 
sold in the State Liquor Store in Farmington. No beer was sold in Farm- 
ington. Later years saw liquor sold in a lot of stores, especially beer and: 


wine. Then liquor was added to restaurants and other places. Liquor is - 


readily available. 

1978 saw a drop in our arrest for driving under the influence of liquor. 
We dropped from 70 arrests last year to 36 arrested this year. | believe 
the credit for the drop in arrests for driving under the influence of liquor 
must go to Judge Benoit. Judge Benoit has steadily been increasing the 
penalties for driving under the influence of liquor. One only has to 
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check the newspapers to see why it doesn’t pay to get caught driving — 
under the influence of liquor in Judge Benoit’s Court. 

The age group committing most of the crimes this year was age 18 
through 21 years old. Also the age group 12 through 17 years old for 
juvenile crimes was very high. 

Farmington has been fortunate to have officers who have several 
years experience in the community. When new officers are hired they 
usually continue as police officers. Chief Raymond B. Orr, 20 years, 2 
months. Sgt. Sheridan Smith, 17 years, 10 months. Dennis C. Pike, 8 © 
years. Nolan Wilcox, 7 years, 7 months. Thomas Jones, 4 years, 3 
months. Harold Adams, 2 years and Mark Blake, 1 year, 6 months. |

Report of the Farmington 
Wastewater Treatment Facility 


To the Town Manager, Selectmen and Citizens of Farmington: 


Once again your treatment facility has met the standards set by the 
State and Federal Government Clean Water Act. 

During this summer a large extension was completed in West 
Farmington. This consisted of a pump station, 3,900 feet of sewer pipe 
and forced main. There were also twenty-four new house connections. 
All of this was accomplished through an E.D.A. Grant, via the Local 
Public Works Act and administered by the Community Development 
Department. 

The Town installed one hundred feet of eight inch sewer pipe on 
School Street so as to connect two houses on North Street in West 
Farmington. There have been fourteen other new house connections 
completed. 

Infiltration is our largest problem. An attempt will be made to secure 
Phase | money to study further expansion along Temple Stream. There 
is arequest to do an infiltration study on the existing system in Farming- 
ton. Also, after six years of use, the pumps and machinery need more 
repairs and attention.

The Maine Department of Environmental Protection is well satis- 
fied with the landfill operation and helped sponsor a workshop put on by 
UMF and the Extension service last spring for organizing a recycling pro- 
gram. The workshop highlighted Farmington’s efforts, and was attended 
by many interested persons. 

Farmington’s recycling program had good participation during 


1978. The key factor in such an effort is citizen and business involve- — 


ment by separating out reusable items at the source, be it at home or 


business. The following list shows quantities of recovered material sold 
and the dollar amounts received.

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During 1978 roughly 3% 600’ x 20’ trenches were filled. The 
volume kept out by recycling saved approximately 1% trenches once 
cover material is figured in. This is where the real savings are realized 
from recycling: #1 less space used up of the site, and less cover mater- 
ial; #2 approximately 1,800 gallons of fuel saved by not having to com- 
pact; and #3 approximately 410 hours of use saved on the compactor 
and the operator’s time. 

All Farmington citizens are encouraged to separate glass, card- 
board, aluminum cans, and newsprint from their garbage. All such efforts 
result in economic savings for the community. Those presently doing 
source separation are thanked for their efforts to help the Town dispose 
of solid waste as economically as possible.

To the Inhabitants of the Town of Farmington: 


The trustees of the Farmington Public Library Association greatly 
appreciated the $15,000 appropriation granted them for 1978. We are 
requesting the same amount for 1979 to help cover the expenses of 
library upkeep, salaries and maintenance. This year it became neces- 
sary to replace the old steam boiler and burner. Insulation in the attic 
saved $1000.00 over the previous year’s fuel bill so with the new 
heating equipment and new storm windows a Saving in the amount of fuel 
used is anticipated. 

1978 marked the 75th anniversary of the library building and it was 
hoped that our new room in the basement could be shown off before the 
year was out. The room was made possible through a bequest from the 
Arthur Ingalls estate and is to be for public and library use. It houses 
old periodicals among which are old Farmington newspapers, but the 
fragile condition of these papers makes it necessary to ask that the 
micro film copies of these papers be used. The micro films have been 
brought up to date and the operation of the reader can be easily mas- 
tered and makes for faster reading of the material. In this new room 
Currier and Ives prints will be hung; these are from the collection which 
Arthur Ingalls left to the library. 

The total circulation of books, magazines and records amounted to 
34,276. This is 1,532 more compared with last year. 1,158 hard cover 
books have been added to the library collection. Some paperbacks are 
purchased and many continue to be donated. During National Book 
Week 564 children and teachers from school visited the library. 

The book committee meets monthly and people with book re- 
quests are invited to give them to the librarian. Mrs. Betty Reed, a 
member of the book committee, was appointed by Governor Longley to 
the Maine Library Commission. 

Interesting exhibits continue to be shown in the Pratt Art Room and 
in the rotunda—some shown this year include art work of the grade 
School students of Marty Strunk and old time articles from Ben Stinch- 
field’s collections. 
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We want to say thank you for the cooperation of the news media— 
radio station and newspapers for presenting our book lists and other 
current information. We appreciate the help from the staff of the college 


library and for the loan of their equipment.

Thanks also are extended to 
S.A.D. 9, the Franklin County Retired Teachers Association, and 
members of the two Societies that assisted during National Education

Report of the Farmington 
Planning Board 


To the Town Manager, Selectmen and Citizens of Farmington: 


During 1978 the Farmington Planning Board reviewed eight sub- 
divisions which, for the most part, were relatively small with the excep- 
tion of the 168 unit Sunrise Village Mobile Park on the Town Farm Road = | 
(This was reviewed primarily during 1977 with the final approval coming | — 
in February of 1978) and the 40 unit Hazel B. Thompson Apartments on 
Upper Anson Street. The Board further issued two housing permits. 
under the Town’s Shoreland Zoning Ordinance and recommended 
approval of three gravel mining permit applications to the Department 
of Inland Fisheries and Wildlife. 

At the March Town Meeting, the Town voted to establish the Plan- . 
ning Board under the Home Rule Authority granted towns by the State. | 
Previously, the Planning Board had been operating under arepealed, but | 
grandfathered, State Law establishing Planning Boards. The adoption — 
of the enabling ordinance allowed the Planning Board’s membership to | 
expand from five members to seven and reduced the term of appoint- 
ment from five to three years. 

During the opening months of 1978, the Farmington Planning | 
Board worked to revise and update its subdivision regulations and appli- 
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cation form. An expanded Performance Standards section in the regula- 
tions will give a developer more of an idea of what the Planning Board is 
looking for in subdivisions proposed for Farmington. The new subdivi- 
sion application form spells out more clearly the information needed by 
the Planning Board to review and act upon subdivisions. Hopefully, this 
will save both the developer and Planning Board time which was lost in 
the past when pertinent materials were not available at Planning Board 
meetings. 

The Planning Board has been reviewing and updating the Town’s 
Comprehensive Plan during the past twelve months and will continue to 
do so during 1979. Farmington’s Comprehensive Plan sets the general 
goals and policies that the Town will follow. Since the writing and adop- 
tion of the current plan, many of the goals have been realized. As each 
Section of the Plan is updated, the Planning Board will be holding hear- 
ings so public comment can be incorporated in the final draft. Many 
thanks to UMF Geography major, Ann-Marie Kell, who assisted the 
Planning Board in researching much of the information to be used in the 
update. 

1978 also saw the resignations of three Planning Board Members. 
Mary Wright resigned her position on the Board in March when she 
became Farmington’s first woman ‘‘Selectman’’; Past Chairman William 
Woodward left the Board in May when his job with the Department of 
Inland Fisheries and Wildlife took him to Augusta; and Ray Mitchell de- 
cided not to request reappointment in June when his term of appoint- 
ment ran out after serving twelve years on the Board—a record for Plan- 
ning Board longevity. All of these individuals deserve the thanks and 
praise of the Town for giving up their free time to serve Farmington on 
the Planning Board.

Report of the Farmington 
Conservation Commission 


To the Town Manager, Selectmen and Citizens of Farmington: 


The Farmington Conservation Commission has had an extremely 
busy 1978 year. The bulk of the work undertaken by the Commission 
focused on an urban forestry program with the major emphasis of that 
program being on Dutch Elm Disease control. 
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In April, the Farmington Conservation Commission coordinated 
commemorative Arbor Day tree plantings with various groups. Three — 


Colorado Blue Spruce were planted at the Franklin County Memorial 


Hospital by the Farmington Grange, Kiwanis Club, Rotary, Mt. Blue Area | 


Garden Club, Girl Scouts, Brownies and 4-H. Earlier that day, the UMF 
Beta Beta Beta Biology Society planted three Dutch Elm resistent trees 
at various locations within Town and a Crimson King Maple on the Uni- 
versity campus. It was announced on Arbor Day that Farmington was 
one of only eighty towns and cities across the Nation to be designated 
TREE CITY, USA by the National Arbor Day Foundation. The award con- 
sisted of a framed plaque and a large 4’ x 8’ TREE CITY, USA flag which 
has flown over the Farmington Municipal Building this past year. In 
September the Town’s tree programs were again recognized when the 
Maine Association of Conservation Commissions presented the Farm- 
ington Conservation Commission with their special project award. 


The Commission participated in the State’s Shade Tree Planting 
Program and were able to plant seventy shade trees throughout Farm- 
ington during 1978. Forty street trees constituting safety hazards were 
removed and another twelve trees safely pruned. A total of fifty-six 
stumps were chipped from along Town roadways this past fall. 


With the aid of the UMF Biology Department, the Commission was 
able to survey the extent of the Dutch Elm Disease problem in Farming- 
ton and set up a permanent record file of the location and condition of 
each elm within the urban compact areas of the Town. From the survey, 
a list of sixty priority trees was developed and twenty-five of these trees 
were innoculated against DED during the summer. The Commission also 
designed and distributed a pamphlet on DED and held a training seminar 
on the use of the newly acquired inoculation equipment. This training 
seminar will again be offered in 1979 and the participants will be allowed 
to borrow the Commission’s injector equipment to inoculate their private 
trees. A special thanks to UMF Instructor Enoch Albert who coordinated 
the University’s end of the program and performed the majority of the 
work making this project so successful. 


Other activities this past year consisted of co-sponsoring a Tree 


Care Seminar with the Franklin County Cooperative Extension Service, 
sending two Farmington young people to the Bryant Pond Conserva- 
tion Camp, distribution of a pamphlet entitled “Water Conservation in 
Your Home” and the installation of the river name and classification 
signs by Town bridges. The Town’s beautification efforts were recog- 
nized by the Keep Maine Scenic Committee, who selected Farmington 
for their 1978 Community Award. This came in the form of a large 
sterling silver bowl and a $400 honorarium from the Sears, Roebuck 
Company. Various organizations contributed to Farmington’s overall 
beautification efforts, particularly the Mt. Blue Area Garden Club, who 
was instrumental in gaining this recognition for the Town.

The year of 1978 was very successful and productive for the 
Farmington Community Development Program. Our work included 
planning for the new Community Development Block Grant and expand- 
ing our activities with new programs and staff members. January through 
May was spent planning the new grant program. This included many 
hours of work by the Citizen’s Advisory Committee, Public Hearings and

approval at the March Town Meeting. May through September was 
spent writing the grant pre-application and application. This new program 
will cover the years of 1978 through 1980 and will also include the 
towns of Strong and Temple. In November, we were notified by the 
Department of Housing and Urban Development that our three town 
Community Development Block Grant Program was funded. The amount 
of funds received for the 1978 program is $350,000, $400,000 in 1979 
and $449,975 in 1980, totaling 1.2 million dollars. This money will be 
used for housing rehabilitation in all three towns. Farmington also re- 


ceived funds for acquisition and demolition of five homes in West Farm- - | 


ington, Public Works projects and a Sewer Extension. Temple received 
funds to solve it’s flooding problem. Strong received funds for recrea- 
tional facilities and installation of sidewalks on Main Street. Implemen- 
tation of these activities has already begun with planning and organiza- 
tion. Construction and physical improvements will begin in the Spring. 


The Community Development staff now consists of five full-time — | | 


and two part-time employees, including the new Director who began 
work in December. Other staff persons include a Financial Administrator, 
a Historic Preservation Specialist, a Community Development Coordina- 
tor for the towns of Temple and Strong and a part-time general office 


assistant. The Town’s Planning Board Assistant also works for the Com- 


munity Development office on a part-time basis. 
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The Community Development Program started and completed 
several other projects during 1978. Construction of the West Farming- 
ton Sewer Extension was completed in September. This sewer exten- 
sion was funded by a 1977 grant from the Ecomonmic Development 
Administration. In August, Farmington received a grant from the Maine 
Historic Preservation Commission. This grant has provided the Com- 
munity Development Program with a staff person to study and document 
all properties of historic value in Farmington. The results from this histor- 
ical and architectural project will be available in February of 1979. The 
Community Development Program also successfully administered 
HUD’s 312 program which provides direct low-interest loans for home 
repair. This program is currently providing home repairs to four homes in 
West Farmington. We’d like to continue the HUD 312 program in the 
future when funds become available. The Community Development 
office provided assistance to the newly organized Narrow Gauge Ex- 
change. Narrow Gauge Exchange received a grant from the Economic 
Development Administration to provide an overall redevelopment design 
and concept for downtown Farmington. The redevelopment design was 
presented to the public in January of 1979. 

The Director and staff of the Community Development Program 
would like to express it’s appreciation to the Board of Selectmen, Plan- 
ning Board, Town Manager, Citizens Advisory Committee and the Citi- 
zens of Farmington for their continued support that has made this pro- 
gram a valuable and productive Town function.

Report of the Director of 
Civil Emergency Preparedness 


To the Town Manager, Selectmen and Citizens of Farmington: 


1978 was a very active year for Farmington CEP. The year started 
off in great fashion with the memorable January storm and subsequent 
flood. During the flood some 15 members of the Farmington CEP staff 
plus innumerable volunteers participated in evacuation of threatened 
homes, river ice watch for downstream areas, assessment of storm 
damage, and numerous other activities associated with such emer- 
gencies. 

The aftermath of the flood brought increasing concern about juris- 
dictional and liability questions concerning property abutting the Sandy

River in times of severe ice jams and resultant attempts at clearing these 
jams. Answers to many of the questions raised have still not been deter- 
mined, but the awareness of such problems has been heightened signif- 
icantly. 

As 1978 wore on, Farmington CEP became involved in increasing 
their communications ability, and installed CB radios in the Police Dept., 
Fire Dept., Ambulance Service, and Town communications center, all 
of which are currently monitoring either channel 9 or 19. A two-meter 
HAM radio was also installed at the communications center. The CEP 
director also became vice president of the just recently formed Franklin 
County REACT. 

The CEP staff was increased to 21 volunteers, 11 of which are 


registered Emergency Medical Technicians. Two of the staff attended 


a week long radiological officer course in Bangor, several of the staff 
have increased their proficiency in the emergency medical field (in- 
cluding the completion of Paramedic modules), and the framework for a 
Town disaster plan has been establish. 

Although significant advances have been made in 1978, much 


remains to be done in order to insure the survival of our population in the | 
event of a natural or wartime disaster, and our staff is meeting the chal- 


lenge head-on.

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Report of the Historical Society 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Farmington: 


The members of the Farmington Historical Society wish to express 
their appreciation to the voters of the town who, in 1978, appropriated 
the sum of $15,000 in matching funds to be used toward the restoration 
of the North Church on High Street. This building is now the society’s 
headquarters besides being the meeting place for several of the Town’s 
nonprofit organizations. 

The Church, construction of which began in 1869 and which was 
officially dedicated in 1873, was sadly in need of repairs. After the ap- 
propriation was assured, the society’s President, Myron E. Starbird, 
appointed Richard C. “Dick” Bradley as volunteer supervisor of the 
restoration project. Also working on a volunteer basis with Bradley were 
Glenn Hobbs and Everett Vining. Bradley himself has devoted untold 
hours in checking first-hand the work of the hired contractors. The 
granite foundation has been repaired, the exterior of the building 
painted, a new roof added, new lighting installed, electrical wiring re- 
placed, and the building insulated. 

Friends of the late Hazel Thompson, Vice President of the Society 
and an enthusiastic supporter of the restoration project, contributed 
$1,200 in her memory. Of that amount, $500 was the gift of the Senior 
Citizens Group. 

Inspired by the interest shown by the Townspeople in the restora- 
tion and his own concern for old organs, the Reverend David F. Galla- 
gher volunteered to repair the valuable tracker organ purchased by the 
Unitarian Society in 1904. Upon the completion of the project, Father 
Gallagher brought members of his St. Joseph’s Brass Players from 
Lynn, Massachusetts to give’a well-attended benefit concert. 

It is gratifying to know that because the voters appropriated funds 
for such a worthwhile cause, this building will long continue to serve a 
useful purpose in the Town.

Report of the Farmington 
Swim Program 


The Farmington Swim Program had a total of 262 students during 
the eight weeks of the summer of 1978. The program ran from June 19, 
1978 until August 18, 1978. There was a slight increase from 1977 
which had 244 students. Included in the program were 152 beginners, 
43 advanced beginners, 23 intermediates, and 15 swimmers. The 
majority of the students passed, especially many who had been in be- 
ginners for several years. 

The first two weeks are for Basic Rescue, Advanced Swimmers, 
Water Safety Aide, and Advanced Life Saving. This year there were 29 
students, an increase of ten students from last year. Out of the 29, 26 
passed their course. 

Students were transported by bus from Farmington and other sur- 
rounding towns such as New Sharon, Chesterville, and Industry. The 
bus was supplied by S.A.D. #9 as in years past and was driven by Mr. 
Dick Brindley as he has done in years past. The children from Farming- 
ton pay their own tuition while the children from the other towns get 
money from their individual towns. 

For the second year in a row, the Farmington Swim Program has 
offered lessons for adults from the area. These lessons were during the 
first session, being held in the evening. Again this year, we had seven 
participate and a lot was learned by all. We hope there will be a contin- 
uing interest for this class. 

This year, for the first time, the weather wasn’t that much of a 
problem with the addition of a new shelter. L.C. Andrew and Starbird’s 
Lumber provided the material and Keith Alexander, Roger Ladd, and 
other American Legionnaires offered their time and effort to build the 
shelter. We cancelled only one full day and a couple of half days. All in 
all, the weather was ideal for lessons. 

The instructors making up the staff were Ann Alexander, the di- 
rector, Stacy Edgar, assistant director, and Sheryl Edgar and Annette 
Stowe were instructors. We had several volunteers this summer. In- 
cluded were Tom Ferrari, Julie Ranger, Michelle Greenwood, Meredith 
Roberts, and Tammy Polero. They did good jobs. The instructors did 
excellent jobs this summer. Sheryl Edgar was back for the fourth sum- 
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mer and Annette Stowe was back for her second year. Stacy Edgar, 
back for her fifth summer, did a fine job as assistant director and also as 
an instructor. | was back for the fifth summer but the first year as di- 
rector. | found it a great experience and | enjoyed it all summer.

Report of the Franklin County 
Community Action Council, Inc. 


To the Town Manager, Selectmen and Citizens of Farmington: 


What better way to end the year than with Operation Santa Claus. 
The program, co-sponsored with WKTJ was the most successful ever, 
making Christmas dreams come true for 421 needy children within the 
county. Another unique program of giving sponsored by the agency is 
the clothing center, which is staffed by a team of dedicated volunteers. 
During calendar year 1978, the center provided clothing to 1,414 needy 
persons. 

While the above two programs are examples of special activities 
of the agency, there are 10 funded programs which deliver services 
throughout the county. These programs include CETA Titles Il & Ill, 
Family Planning, Head Start, Outreach, WIC, Day Care, Community 
Food and Nutrition (Franklin the Good Food Friend), Housing, Weather- 
ization and the Energy Center. Many county residents are the recipients 


of one or many of these services and during 1978 services were pro- 


vided to every town within Franklin County. 

During calendar year 1978 several milestones were reached by 
the agency. The CAP-UMF Energy Center was awarded a grant to 
develop a mobile energy education unit designed to bring energy educa- 
tion to county residents. The Housing office sold its energy efficient 


Northwest | house to a qualified low income family. Plans were com- 


pleted for a Northwest Il and actual plans have been sold to other similar 
programs in over forty states. The Housing program has undertaken the 
rehabilitation of a house in West Farmington, which, when completed 
will be sold to a low income family. The agency became involved in a 
Community Development Project and during 1979 will coordinate with 
the A.V.R.P.C. developmental activities in the towns of Kingfield, 
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Eustis, Rangeley, Phillips, and Jay. This year was also marked by the 
resignation of Mr. Larry Dubord as agency Executive Director. Larry 
deserves much credit for developing effective programs and for pro- 
viding strong leadership. 

The agency’s CETA program provided job related assistance and/ 
or placement to 123 clients representing every town within the county. 

The Family Planning program served 463 women, by providing 
education, medical and birth control services. 

The Head Start program, which places emphasis on psychological 
/social, academic and physical development, through its centers lo- 
cated in Farmington, Jay, Phillips and Rangeley enrolled 64 preschool 
children in classes. Seven of the students enrolled were handicapped. 

The WIC program provided nutritional food supplement packages 
to a total of 3,125 women, infants and child recipients in Franklin 
County. 

During 1978 the Sweatt/Winter Day Center on the UMF campus 
provided day care to 80 children from 12 towns. Another 34 children 


| received Day Care services from approved Family Day Care Homes 


throughout the county. 

“The Franklin Project” provided in school nutrition education 
through a unique character presentation with which children could iden- 
tify. These programs were provided to third and fourth grade children 


| throughout the county. This innovative project delivered five presenta- 


tions per grade school or approximately 120 presentations. 

The Weatherization program insulated and provided minor weath- 
erization repairs to 130 homes which included 81 homes owned by 
elderly and 9 homes by handicapped. 

The CAP-UMF Energy Center provided and sponsored a variety 
of educational services and activities which benefitted county residents. 
Workshops and talks were conducted and attracted 94 people. Count- 


' less pamphlets and other literature was distributed to area residents on 
' avariety of energy subjects. Since mid-October 93 people have either 
- visited or sought advice from the center located on the UMF campus. 


The Housing office has provided service in the form of counselling, 
loan or grant application assistance and direct rehabilitation to 69 home- 
owners in the county. A majority of the recipients were elderly. 

Through the SPEDY program 160 disadvantaged youths received 
employment through the summer months. 

Recreational activities were provided through the summer youth 


' recreation project. This project in conjunction with the YMCA provided 


recreational programs for 128 youths in five towns. 

The CAP-RHA Outreach component provided services to a record 
5,397 residents during the Agency’s program year. Many of these 
Clients were recipients of multiple services. 

As in the past the Agency succeeded in generating over 1 million 
Federal and State dollars which were spent in Franklin County. Agency 
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expanded employment to over 865 full-time jobs for residents living in | 
17 different communities within the county. 

The agency is governed by a board of directors made up of 27 | 
county residents. Representation on the board consists of 1/3 low in- 
come, 1/3 public and 1/3 private agencies. 

Mr. Gerald Libby represents the Town of Farmington on the Board 
of Directors. Other citizens from Farmington serving on the Board of 
Directors are: Theodore Emery, Dr. Tessa Lyons, James Normington, 
Elmer Nason, Rev. Scott Planting, Patricia Sutherland, and Stanton 
Yeaton.

| Report of the Androscoggin 
Home Health Services, Inc. 


In 1978 home care services were provided to 97 patients/clients 
residing in Farmington. Collectively, these persons received 3,201 
home visits by our staff. Visits by type and volume were as follows: pro- 
fessional nursing (1,092), physical therapy (195), occupational therapy 
(56), home health aide (1, 158), and homemaker service (700). 

Persons admitted to the home care program receive physician- 
directed, professional health care at home on a part-time intermittent 
basis. People of all ages with a wide variety of health problems, both 
chronic and acute, are served. One of the most important goals of the 
program is to provide an effective and desirable alternative to institutional 
care—to enable an “early’”’ discharge from the hospital, or to postpone 
placement in a nursing or boarding facility. 

While services to many home care patients are financially covered 
by such programs as Medicare, Medicaid, Blue Cross/Blue Shield, or 
various commercial insurance plans, 30% of all home visits we made in 
the region last year would not have been possible without the support of 
area towns and cities, and the United Way of Androscoggin County. — 
In Farmington, alone, over $15,000 in home care services were made _ 
possible by local support. | 

We greatly appreciate the support of your community, and look 
forward to serving you in 1979.

Western Older Citizens Council is an Area Agency on Aging for 
Androscoggin, Franklin and Oxford Counties, providing services to 
citizens age 60 and over. W.O.C.C. provides some services directly, 
and sub-contracts to Androscoggin Home Health Services and 
Western Maine Transportation Services for others. 

Outreach workers made 847 contacts with 248 older people of 
Farmington (total cost $5,420.80) assisting them with problems in 
housing, economics, social security, health, legal services, etc., as well 
as providing technical assistance in filling out applications for the tax 
and rent refund program, transportation certification, and other needed 
services. 

168 senior citizens in the Town of Farmington rode 27,633 pas- 
senger miles (total cost $7,463.88) on minibuses from Western Maine 
Transportation Services. Transportation is provided on a space available 
basis according to need for medical appointments, meals, meetings, and 
personal needs. 

9,230 meals were provided to 149 older people (total cost $21,- 
229.00) in Farmington through a combination of the congregate meals 
program in the Methodist Church in Farmington, and the home delivered 
meals program for individuals who cannot leave their homes. 

Nursing, homemaker, home health aide services, Health Screening 
and Flu Clinics are provided by Androscoggin Home Health Services, 
Inc. This year 68 elderly residents of Farmington received 700 services 
at a total cost of $10, 434.00. 

Two programs have been instituted this year specifically to aid 
isolated elderly in Farmington. These are the Telephone Reassurance 
Program which provides daily friendly telephone calls, and the Vial of 
Life Program, a health emergency identification system. 

Western Older Citizens Council does not charge for any of its 
services, though donations are accepted for transportation and nutrition 
programs. 

An essential provision of the Older Americans Act is that the local- 
ities contribute at least 10 per cent of the funding for services provided 
by the Area Agency on Aging. W.O.C.C. is therefore requesting 


$4,670 (10% of the total cost of $46,731.11) from the Town of Farm- 


ington to support these programs.

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COMMENTS 
OPERATIONAL RESULTS 


The current year’s operations showed that a net unexpended departmental 
overdraft of $65,349.82 was charged to unappropriated surplus, per the 
following Summary: 


Departmental Accounts: 


Overdrafts $86, 812.21 
Unexpended Balances 21,462.39 
Net Departmental Overdraft $65, 349.82 


Overdrafts in various accounts, particularly miscellaneous, police department, 
fire department and public works department, less the overlay and unexpended 
balances in the town manager and parks and recreation accounts, were the 
major factors contributing to the net departmental overdraft charged to unappro- 
priated surplus. 


The following comments pertain to the accompanying financial statements: 


ASSETS. . . . The general cash balance amounted to $1, 176.22 at December 
31, 1978. The bank balance used in reconciling this amount was confirmed by 
the depository. Petty cash funds of $120.00 were counted. 


General fund investments totaled $4,904.95 at year end. 


Accounts receivable of $9, 752.39 consisted CUO si of an amount due from 
the community development program. 


Taxes receivable totaled $127,413.71 at the year end. Current year uncol- 
lected taxes amounted to $104,500.70 and $22,913.01 was for delinquent 
accounts dating from 1971. Tax liens, sewer liens and tax acquired property 
amounted to $15,010.96, $68.50 and $1,441.13 respectively. 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS... . Current liabilities of $103, - 
988.30 represented, for the most part, temporary loans of $55,000.00, funds 
due governmental agencies of $30,395.91 and capital reserve funds of 
$15, 786.00. 


Business inventory tax funds of $13,456.16 and the excess of actual over 
estimated state revenue sharing funds of $1,256.03 were carried forward to be 
applied toward the 1979 tax commitment. 


Unappropriated federal revenue sharing funds of $9,653.83 were available at 
January 1, 1978. Entitlement payments for the year amounted to $145, 967.00. 
Appropriated revenue sharing funds of $136,202.03 were allocated to the 
town’s operating account to be expended for public safety and public trans- 
portation purposes. Unappropriated federal revenue sharing funds at Decem- 
ber 31, 1978 amounted to $19, 418.80. 
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The unappropriated surplus amounted to $8,843.88, a decrease of $62,- 
736.64 for the year. This change was occasioned principally by an authorized 
transfer to reduce the tax levy and a net departmental overdraft charged to sur- 
plus less actual over estimated revenues. 


DEBT FUND... . The debt fund, incorporated in the balance sheet as a 
separate fund, reflects the outstanding municipal building-fire station notes of 
$220,000.00 and outstanding sewer construction bonds of $774,885.62. 
These obligations mature during the ensuing twenty-five years. 


SEWER FUND... . Sewer fund revenues totaling $175,388.67 repre- 
sented, for the most part, user fee collections, temporary loans and invest- 
ments. Expenditures totaled $190,300.45, the major portion being expended 
for labor, debt retirement, temporary loans and investments. 


COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT FUND... . Fund revenues totaling $25,- 
025.00 represented, for the most part, grants received from the federal govern- 
ment. Expenditures totaled $23, 187.61, the major portion being expended for 
materials and labor. The fund balance at December 31, 1978 amounted to 
$5, 165.64. 


TRUST AND RESERVE FUNDS... . Funds held in trust by the town totaled 
$47,522.41. These funds were comprised of cemetery perpetual care funds 
amounting to $22,142.63, school funds of $19,379.78 and a library fund of 
$6, 000. 00. 


The capital reserve funds, which have been established for replacement of 
equipment and road construction purposes, totaled $55,066.51. 


The trust and reserve funds are invested in time deposits in local banks. 


GENERAL 


The use of excise tax revenues, inventory tax and estimated revenues as well 


as a transfer from surplus to reduce the tax levy and appropriations from federal - | 


and state revenue sharing funds to various operating accounts were voter 
authorized. 


It is suggested that computer capabilities be utilized to include a permanent 
general ledger, which would contain all assets, liabilities, surplus and control 
accounts for appropriations and estimated revenues. 


RECOMMENDATION .. . . The following recommendation is worthy of con- 
sideration: 


Accurate records were not available to support sewer billings, 
collections and receivables. We recommend that the Sewer 
Utility Fund be recorded on the Town’s books in accordance 
with generally accepted accounting principles.

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The 1979 Municipal Budget 
GENERAL ADMINISTRATION 


(Article Fourth of the Town Warrant) 


The General Administration category includes overall management of the Town 
services, ordinances and planning. Provision of the services rendered at the Town 
Office, operation of the Municipal Building, Town Boards and Committees, and the 
Town Manager’s office are included. The departmental accounts 01 through 03, 
Town Manager, Assessor and Treasurer/Town Clerk respectively, contain no major 
changes, with the totals reflecting cost-of-living adjustments and materials cost in- 
creases. The Town Manager will pursue two projects, one with distinct possibilities for 
savings, the other a long-range budget to prioritize capital improvement needs. The 
first will be an investigation of owning the telephone instruments and system within the 
Municipal Building, which could significantly reduce telephone expenditures once the 
equipment is paid off. The second is development of a five-year Capital Improvements 
Budget, aimed at planned accomplishment of capital needs in order to fit those expen- 
ditures within the Town’s means. 

The Assessor’s Office now has a half-time clerk, who will staff the office while 

the Assessor is in the field, as well as performing clerical duties. State law requires a 
review program with each property being visited at least once every four years, thus 
he Assessor must spend considerable time in the field. The Clerk will be trained to 
offer assistance and handle routine information requests from tax-payers. The Asses- 
sor is planning to institute a map update program to keep the tax maps current and 
‘accurate with property splits. Item #7000 of Treasurer/Clerk Account is a new break- 
‘down of estimated election expenditures. 
The Miscellaneous Account 05, includes Cutler Memorial Library at the same 
‘amount as 1977 and 1978. The Conservation Commission and Planning Board are 
carried in this account, as are the Selectmen’s salaries. The Planning Assistant posi- 
tion, which staffs Planning Board, Conservation Commission and Town Manager pro- 
ects is budgeted to cover one-half of the wages and benefits incurred. The other half 
vill be funded from the Community Development Department, who will utilize the 
>lanning Assistant in their three-year program planning. Under the Conservation Com- 
mission, the tree removal program has been reduced by the Selectmen from $12,500 
0 $6,500 because of tight funds, with the intent that the worst trees will be removed. 

Account 06, Municipal Building, is lower than in 1978 due to the reduced princi- 
»al of the notes owed on this building. The allocation for heating fuel has been upped, 
jvhile it is planned to work at reducing consumption beginning with insulation of the 
“ire Department overhead doors. Last year’s budgeted figure for heat did not reflect 
he amount expended. Monitoring of fuel use in 1979 will allow calculation of gallons 
)urned, rather than basing future budget amounts on expenditures, which do not re- 
‘lect the fact that a certain amount of the fuel purchased is still in the tank on 


December 31st.

(Article Fifth of the Town Warrant) 


The Protections category includes the following accounts: Police Department, 
Sire Department, CEP, Street Lights, Hydrant Rental and Insurance. Police, Fire and 
CEP contain no new expenditure requirements other than fuel and oil, etc., for the 
aerial truck in Account #30. 
Hydrant rental is currently $10, 140 per quarter, with a total of 138 hydrants. The 
ee budget is based on two quarters at the current rate and two quarters at the 
rate which the Water Company plans to request of the P.U.C. July would be the earli- 
ast quarter to possibly be effected, which would bring the rental to $14,495.60 if 
fully granted by the P.U.C. 
Insurance costs have been grouped into one account, with the exception of 
false arrest insurance for the Police Department and current Workmen’s Compensa- 
ion costs, which are carried in Item #4055 of each account. Unemployment insur- 
lance contributions via the MMA group are also separated into each account, Item 
#4054. Insurance coverages span the various departmental jurisdictions, and Public 
iability coverage is not assignable to the departments with any accuracy, with such 
an attempt serving no real purpose. Insurance coverage is a real need and certainly 
constitutes a protection. As such, a separate account will be tried as a means of im- 
proving management of the insurances. 
The Maine Tort Liability Act of 1977 restored certain governmental immunity 
after the State Supreme Court withdrew the carte blanche immunity rule. A govern- 
ment is now open for damages up to $300,000, which Farmington purchases cover- 
age for. The fire and contents insurance on Town buildings has also been upgraded; 
any losses now being covered for replacement cost, rather than value at the time of

HEALTH, WELFARE AND SANITATION t 


(Article Sixth of the Town Warrant) 


Health, Welfare and Sanitation account includes operation of the Sanitary Land 
fill, contracting the ambulance service, funding provider agencies, and the Generé 
Assistance program. 

The Landfill will be manned by two positions in 1979, plus work-programs if avell 
able. A third position was originally budgeted for 1979, but removed because of the 
overall budget increase, and when it was learned that a thirty-hour per week work pro, 
gram was quite possible. Processing the items separated out of the refuse is time con 
suming but results in significant space savings, in addition to the income from sellin 
the recyclables. 

The Workmen’s Compensation increase accounts for $1,660 or 94% of the in) 
crease in the 4000 series of Account #50. The duties of operating a landfill are con 
sidered dangerous and constitute the highest workmen’s compensation rate of : . 
Town position. 

Two pieces of equipment have been added under the Landfill expenditures 
namely the dozer and the old backhoe. This equipment sees the majority of its use a 
the Landfill. $1,000 has been budgeted for transporting recyclables, whereas in the 
past no item existed for charging this expense. In 1978 the “Materials for Operation”, 
Item 4360, was debited to pay most of the transport costs and showed a deficit a 
year’s end. Some $440 from receipts was credited to #4360 in the fall to offset tran: 
sport costs during the time we handled cardboard from Skowhegan. The auditol 
recommends that an amount be included in the appropriation to cover transpor 
costs. 


Tri-County Mental Health is being funded via the County and is not seeking ideal 
appropriations in 1979. Thus, Item #4820 accounts for a decrease of $5,656. The 
Western Older Citizens Council requested $2,170 more than in 1978, however the 
Selectmen felt last year’s amount of $2,500 will have to suffice for 1979. Hawtholne 
Ambulance Service will not increase the contract for that service when renewal comes 
up next August. They did indicate a little extra should be figured on in case gasoline 
goes up considerably. $200 was added to cover that unknown. 

General Assistance is very difficult to project because the number of eligible 
requests is highly variable. However, if an applicant is eligible, help shall be granted. 


A 
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$500 has been added to Item #5800 as a whole. Every effort is made to run this pro- 
gram as tightly as possible.

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The Recreation Department got a fresh start in 1978 with a new director taking - 
over permanently in late summer. Several long-time members of the Recreation Com- | 
mittee concluded their terms in 1978, requiring the new members and the Committee 
as a whole to regroup and re-educate. 

The Community Center is now in a separate account, content utilities, janitor- 
ial work and equipment for that facility. A clearer picture of building expenses as Op- 
posed to recreation program costs is anticipated. Many uses are made of the building © 
in addition to recreation, with an attempt being made in 1979 to have rental receipts 


-imore closely approximate operation expenses. Funds are included to place a cap of 
_jinsulation in the attic of the Center, which now constitutes a substantial heat loss. 

In the category of Parks, the 1979 budget is the same as 1978, which may slow 
_lup improvements to Hippack athletic fields. No investments will be made in Meeting 
_|House Park by the Town until ownership of that property is resolved. 

The 1979 budget does not include Creative Play, Skating Program, parks main- 
-itenance man, summer basketball instruction, or flood lights for the baseball/football 

field at Hippack Field. Efforts will be made for volunteer help on basketball instruction 

land the skating program. 

The Recreation Director position has been reduced from a full-time, twelve 
month schedule to an eight month full-time basis. Two additional months will be half- 
time and two months will be off entirely. This salary saving will result in the Commun- 
ity Center being open less.

The status of equipment in the Highway Department is relatively stable. The | 
dump trucks are on a four-year rotation with the oldest truck being traded each year. 
Over the course of four years each of these vehicles will get approximately 75,000 
miles. Since this rotation has been in effect, it is apparent that trading at that amount of | 
mileage is distinctly advantageous over a policy of keeping a truck for six or seven 
years and trading at 100,000 miles or more. These trucks have gasoline engines and - 
begin to incur substantial maintenance expense around 70,000-80,000 miles. We | 
will consider in the future going to diesel power dump trucks with an anticipated rota- | 
tion schedule of six years. Because of the 1979 budget constraints, we are not plan- | 
ning to trade the dump slated for replacement this year. The savings of $10, 000 
however, will have to be made up next year. 

A diesel powered truck will require less maintenance and generally can | 
figured to last half again as long as the gas job. In addition, the diesel engines consume > 
less fuel as they get more miles per gallon. However, the initial cost of a diesel-powered | 
truck is roughly $4,000 more than the gas powered. In the case of the all-wheel-drive 
plow truck contained in the budget, we are proposing a diesel powered unit for two | 
reasons: one—less fuel consumption; and two—no ignition to foul from wetness 
caused by snow blowing in around the engine compartment. We anticipate this vehicle | 
would be kept for ten years and estimate that the additional initial cost of the diesel engine | 
will be paid for in approximately three years. The need for such a vehicle is due toa 
plow route which contains several very steep stretches of road and is presently as- | 
signed to the grader. This route takes the grader five or six hours to complete during a | 
medium storm and has two primary drawbacks: one—this kind of over-land use ona | 
regular basis is hard on the grader; and two—more importantly, the grader is needed - 
in snow removal operations and is better suited to that slow-paced type of work. The | 
plow truck proposed could do the present grader route in approximately 30% less | 
time and with less wear and tear on the equipment. The present situation with snow- | 
plowing does not allow us to get around each route from plowing to sanding without a | 
time gap during which conditions may not be safe. The extra truck will allow us to” | 
shorten up the route times and narrow the time gap between passes. 

The money budgeted to complete payment on the backhoe is a commitment from. 
1978 that we cannot alter at this time. The old backhoe is being shared by the Sewer . 
Department and the Sanitary Landfill. Operational expenses and parts for the old back- | 
hoe are in the Landfill Account. | 

The budget contains $3,500 for purchasing two sanders to replace worn out 
units. The sanders being replaced are ten years old and have been nursed along, re- ! 
built and repaired over and over again.

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ABOUT THIS ANNUAL REPORT 


The 1979 Farmington Annual Report is different in several ways 
from recent past reports. Most of the changes have resulted from economic 
concerns; namely the desire to produce a satisfactory, sturdy Report at the 
most reasonable cost. . 

Photographs number only three in this Report, 1978's contained thirty- 
four (fifteen in the Police Department's twenty year comparison report) and 
1977's contained thirty-four. | 

The cover stock is now unfinished whereas for several years a high- 
gloss full color cover was used. Likewise the page stock used to be 
finished (like magazine paper) but is now bond type. 

The major cost savings measure taken this year is use of a photo- 
ready approach. The Town provides a clean, typed manuscript which the 
printer reduces to the book size. There is no type setting and therefore 
a significant time saving. Naturally this results in more work for the | 
Manager's Secretary and the Treasurer, and recognition for a job well do 
should be extended to Lorraine Carlton and Beverly Besaw. A consequence ~ 
of this economy move to photo-reduction is smaller letter size. We hope 
the print will still afford ease of reading. In particular, the listing 
of unpaid taxes appears in small type to conserve space. 

Finally, all efforts have been made to reduce the number of pages. 
As mentioned photographs are out, and department reports have been kept 
brief and to the point. Five outside agencies who previously had their 
reports included have been dropped and encouraged to supply mimeographed 
copies of their reports to the Town Office. 

Last year's Report cost $4,371, while the culmination of the above 
steps will result in a cost this year of less than $3,000. The economy 
measures carry consequences as mentioned, however the end product should 
be a useful and satisfactory report.

REPORT OF THE TOWN MANAGER , 
To the Board of Selectmen and Citizens of Farmington: 


I am pleased to submit my second report as Manager of Farmington. 1979 
asa year of reduced operations and budgetary constraints. The March Town 
Meeting votes resulted in reduction of the hours of operation at the Town 
Office, reduction in the road paving program and the deferred trading of 
highway department vehicles. Numerous other reductions were also necessary 
in order to stay within the funding levels voted at the Annual Town Meeting. 
Several accounts had been budgeted so tightly that in order to meet the 
reductions it was necessary to reduce funds to outside agencies and to the 
own Library. These reductions were not satisfactory to the agencies involved 
and the citizens, and were resolved at a Special Town Meeting in May. The 
only other Special Town Meeting during 1979 was on November 14th, held pri- 
marily to take up the flood insurance and land transfer of Mr. and Mrs. Philip 
ines to protect their home from sliding into the Sandy River. 

The paving funds which were available were used to resurface a portion of 
Stewart Avenue, the intersection of South Street and Main Street, and the first 
hill on Voter Hill Road. In addition, the following roads received asphalt 
treatment on a portion of their lengths: Voter Hill Road, Morrison Hill Road, 
Anson Street, Bailey Hill Road, Savage Road, Perham Hill Road, the Temple 
Stream bridge approach from Route #43 on Morrison Hill Road, Christian Drive, 
‘Sewall Road and Voter Hill Estates. The Intervale Road resurfacing program was 
done through State Aid funds and used approximately $15,000 of Town monies set 
aside in previous years under State Aid appropriations. This project was long 
over-due and we feel that the improved surface and drainage will provide much 
more satisfactory travel for a number of years on this heavily used street. 

Several projects were begun involving the Sewer Department, one being 
‘in the Morrison - Voter Hill area to alleviate numerous septic problems. This 
project is being conducted through the Community Development Department as part 
of the overall West Farmington HUD program. The area being addressed involves 
\twenty-seven homes and the study to date indicates that a combined approach of 
limproved septic systems and gravity feed collection lines to the existing sewer 
Isystem may be the most efficient and effective means of correction. A second 
sewer study for which application began in 1979 involves the existing collec- 
‘tion system and a study to determine inflow and infiltration problems with 
that system. In 1972 when the treatment plant was completed, many new lines 
for collection were also installed, however about seven miles of old sewer 
were tied into the new system and this is where most of our problems arise. 

The study will determine if the infiltrating volumes of water are causing more 
expense at the Treatment Plant than the cost for correcting the weak lines or 
Storm drains which tie in via the old sewer lines. 


In June the Board of Selectmen appointed an ad hoc study committee to 
evaluate the Community Center on Middle Street. The committee investigated 
the building's physical condition, the building's potential for use as a p | 


recreational facility, and the degree to which the building could be self- 
sustaining through user fees and rentals. In December the Study Committee re- 
ported to the Selectmen that they felt the building was a valuable asset 4 
to the Community but that it needs to be operated properly and maintained 
properly. The Selectmen agreed to the retention of the building with an 

effort to improve on its care and operation. These concerns are addressed 
in the recreation and community center accounts in the 1980 budget. Adequate _ 
staffing is a large factor in the proper operation and security of the building 

In October 1979 the Farmington Community Development Department was com- — 
mended by the Housing and Urban Development Department of the U.S. Government | 
for successfully completing the first year of a three year funding program. | 
Farmington's accomplishments in the three part grant with the towns of Strong | 
and Temple may be read in the Director's report in this book. The Hazel B. 2 
Thompson apartments were officially opened on December 5th to provide forty 
units of much needed elderly housing. The apartments are located on upper 
Anson Street and were at full occupancy very soon after their opening. 

In late August 1979 the Police Chief Raymond Orr, told me that he would 
be retiring at the end of the year. During the months of September, October, 
and November I reviewed applications from numerous law enforcement officers 
and interviewed the top candidates. The result of our selection process 
showed that the Department Sergeant, Sheridan Smith was clearly the best man 2 | 
to succeed the retiring Chief. As of January 1, 1980 Chief Smith is in charge 
of the Farmington Police Department. Retired Chief Orr should be commended for 
his many years of service and unfailing interest in the Town of Farmington. | 
He provided leadership for over twenty years during which the Town and Police © 
Department of necessity grew and adapted to the many changes effecting the law 
enforcement field. | 

Financially, the Town of Farmington finished the year 1979 in the black, — 
for the first time since 1976. This was achieved by borrowing less money for | 
operating prior to the tax bills going out, and by diligently pursuing tax | 
collections. As I stated in my report last year, a program was begun to ‘| 
collect delinquent personal property taxes and to date over $11,000 has been : 


brought in. Investment of town funds on hand at various times during the yea 
resulted in over $15,000 in interest earned. Careful budget control was 


in light of the reduced funding. The weather during November and December 
allowed significant savings in the Highway Department, particularly in overti 
expense, hiring of trucks to haul snow, fuel savings and less need for salt | 
and sand. I will strive to continue the sound financial operation for the 
Town of Farmington in the coming year. 


We may be able to receive State reimbursement for 50% of costs related to 
energy conservation measures. We have several buildings in need of insulation 
and tightening up, and have budgeted to undertake these investments in 1980. 

A second State reimbursement may be available for proper operation of the 
Farmington Landfill. At the conclusion of the year 1980 the State will deter- 
mine which towns are in compliance with operating regulations and will diyide 

up an appropriation of money to reimburse those towns a portion of their operat- 
ing expenses. It will be necessary for us to continue proper operation as we 
may be eligible for $10,000 - $20,000 in reimbursement. 

The Annual Warrant for 1980 will have a different format for budget articles 
than that used in recent years. Voter interest in haying more breakdown in the 
budget articles has resulted in outside agencies' requests being placed in 
separate articles, and breaking out the various Town departments to their own 
articles. This has been undertaken in the interest of voter wishes and making 
funding discussions clearly understandable. 

In closing I wish to draw your attention to the revised format of the Town 
Report, undertaken in the interest of reducing publication costs. The Report 
has been printed by a photo-ready approach which is used instead of the time- 
consuming method of typesetting. In addition, the number of photographs has 
been greatly reduced and five outside agencies haye been deleted from the reports 
contained herein. We hope that the 1979 Report will be published at a cost in 
the area of $2,700 which would be a $1,600 savings over the 1978 report costs. 

I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen for their interest and time in 
guiding the Town operations; also the Town employees for their hard work and 
continued interest in their jobs. If you have questions or concerns regarding 
the Town's operations at any time, do not hesitate to contact my office.

REPORT OF THE FIRE CHIEF 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Farmington, I hereby submit my annual report of 
the Farmington Fire Department for the year 1979. 

This year was a relatively quiet one with fifty-seven less calls than last 
year, for a total of one hundred and three. Chimney fires continue to makeup 
the largest number of calls as more homes are being heated with wood. I must 
continue to remind the citizens to carefully check their wood stove installa- 
tions, and chimneys for soot build up. We are receiving more requests for chimney 
inspections than ever before. 

Four homes (two mobile) were totally destroyed and several others received 
fire damage. Service calls, false alarms, accidents, vehicles, oi] burners, 
grass and brush, mutual aid, and an air craft crash made up the remaining fire 
calls. In February we had two fire calls simultaneously, one a mobile home on 
Titcomb Hill and the other an apartment house on Perkins Street, which made a 
busy evening. The winds on this night were twenty to thirty knots and the 
temperature about six degrees. 

The need for twenty-four hour dispatching for both the Fire and Police 
Departments, possibly a "911" system, is becoming more apparent each year. In 
the not too distant future, there will be a need for some full-time firemen here 
at the Fire Station. 

The new Aerial Ladder Truck has arrived and should be in-service before 
this book goes to press. Specifications on a new 1000 G.P.M. Pumper Truck should 
be put together during 1980. 

The Department's training programs are well attended and progressing well. 
This year training with the Aerial Ladder will be the priority. As in the past 
years, we are receiving continued support from the State Fire Service, Department 
of Education and Cultural Services in Augusta. The top notch instruction gives 
Our firefighters the latest information and methods on fire tactics. We have 
continued to drill and practice with Protective Breathing Apparatus, Pumping 
Units, and Fire Ground Tactics. 

The Fire Prevention Program, used in the local elementary school system, 

was supported by the local insurance agencies. The Captain No-Burn program was 
very well received and more than three-hundred students participated. 

In conclusion, I would like to thank the citizens for their continued support 
of the Fire Department, its programs, and being patient. We have a well trained, 
efficient and dedicated group of Firefighters, let's support their efforts.

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REPORT OF THE FARMINGTON PLANNING BOARD 


The beginning of 1979 was not an auspicious one for the Farmington 
Planning Board with the withdrawal of membership from the Androscoggin 
Valley Regional Planning Commission and the dismissal of the part-time 
Planning Assistant. The loss of the Planning Assistant was somewhat 
offset by the gain of a University of Maine intern, Mark Williamson, for 
a twelve week period in the fall. Some progress was made in the planning 
process in updating the Town's Comprehensive Plan, however, the greatest 
emphasis was in the reviewing process. 

The Board approved four subdivisions: (1) C &D Enterprises, Davis 
Road - twenty-one lots; (2) Magno Block, West Farmington - three lots with 
existing houses; (3) Farrington Subdivision - four lots; (4) Bradley Sub- 
division - four lots. Under the revised Subdivision Regulations, the Board 
reviewed and approved the application of the proposed Sandy River Nursing 
Care Facility. The transfer of the Sunrise Village Mobile Home Park of 
David Friedman and Elizabeth Montfort-to Briggs Realty Trust was approved. 

Two public hearings were held in conjunction with the review of the 
Davis Road Subdivision and the Sandy River Nursing Care Facility. 

Three Shoreland Zoning Permits and two Flood Hazard Permits were issuec 
The Board recommended the approval of one new mining permit and renewal of 
four mining permits to the Department of Inland Fisheries and Wildlife. A 
minimum lot size waiver for the Mt. Blue Racquetball Club was recommended, 
and support was given to the application for the restoration of Abbott Park 

After several lengthy discussions, the Board recommended to the Selectmer 
for their approval thirteen of the sixteen housing units to be rehabilita od 
for low income families by the Maine Development Association. 

Three special meetings were held in addition to the twelve regularly 
scheduled monthly meetings. The special meeting held in regard to the reyie 
of David Pike's gravel mining and topsoil removal application not only result 
in recommendation for approval but in the formation of a citizens group to 
reconstruct the dike that had been breached.

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REPORT OF THE FARMINGTON CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
To the Town Manager, Board of Selectmen and Citizens of Farmington: 


In 1979 the Farmington Conservation Commission was confronted with two 
major operational changes, namely, the departure of Robert Littlefield, Planning 
Assistant and a vastly reduced budget. Both of these events combined to create 
a much curtailed administrative function, a reduced public relations effort and 
lastly, but without a doubt a very important aspect, a limited tree removal pro- 
gram. But the Commission did prevail and much was accomplished during this past 
year. | | 

The April Arbor Day Ceremonies were again coordinated by the Farmington 
Conservation Commission with the planting of two Colorado Blue Spruce at the Red 
School House Museum. We on the Commission wish to express our thanks and apprecia- 
tion to all who participated in this project. 

During the summer months, with the assistance of John Whitney from the UMF 
Biology Department and Ellen Libby a work-study student, much work was accomplished. 
The annual Dutch Elm Disease innoculation project was continued and the DED survey 
Was updated. Then a complete tree inventory for the in-town area was made. Once 
this information has been put into usable form, a long-range management plan can 
be established. Such a plan would include the location of future planting sites, 
the selection of proper species to plant, and maintenance steps for all urban 
street trees. Also, with the assistance of Jim McMullen, State Urban Forester, a 
program of pruning was initiated for the trees planted over the past several years. 
The pruning of these established trees improves their physical shape and done 
correctly, will reduce future storm damage; a much needed program to maintain and 
protect the Town's investment in their shade trees. A special thanks to John and 
Ellen for their enthusiasm and desire in accomplishing as much as physically possible 
with these projects. 

As in the past, a major area of concern was the removal of hazardous trees 
along the Town's streets. This year twenty-one street trees constituting a hazard 
were removed and seven were safety pruned. No stumps were chipped from along Town 
roadways this past year. 

The Commission participated in the State's Shade Tree Planting Program and 
replaced the perimeter trees at Hippach Field. Last Spring the municipal crew 
removed the old trees that had begun to, die back. 

. Many thanks to all those who supported and contributed their time and energies 
to the Farmington Conservation Commission's 1979 program.

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REPORT OF THE HAWTHORNE AMBULANCE SERVICE 
To the Town Manager, Selectmen, and Citizens of Farmington: 


This past year our advanced training has continued and at the present 
time, Hawthorne's has all of its full-time personnel licensed to the level 
of cardiac technician. This means that we can offer to the citizens of our 
area the best possible level of care available anywhere in the State at this 
time. In addition to the cardiac capabilities of the full-time crew, we also 
have a part-time cardiac technician/nurse, four advanced emergency medical 
technicians capable of using both the medical anti-shock trousers and the 
esophageal airway, and four basic emergency medical technicians. 

Through the coordination of the Farmington Rotary Club, the generosity 
of the Farmington Lions Club, and with the efforts of many members of the 
community, we have acquired the use of a cardiac monitor - defibrillator 
and a portable radio. The radio enables us to communicate with the hospital, 
police and fire departments. 

Next year we have hopes of again increasing our skills by advancing to 
the paramedic level. This will enable us to be of greater help to the people 
we serve by increasing our knowledge in the areas of psychiatry, neonatal, 
gynecology, trauma, and other medical emergencies. 

We wish to thank Dr. Cameron Bopp, Dr. Alan Webb, the rest of the 
medical staff, the hospital administration, and the emergency room personnel 
of Franklin Memorial Hospital for their support and the confidence they have 
had in our ability. 

Last year, total calls to your area numbered 350, of which 204 were 


emergencies.

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|REPORT OF THE COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT PROGRAM 


To the Town Manager, Board of Selectmen and Citizens of Farmington: 


During 1979 the staff was very busy implementing the first year of the 
Farmington-Strong-Temple Community Development Program comprehensive three- 
year grant. 

The three towns were actively involved in many aspects of Community improve- 
ment, including: housing rehabilitation and retrofit work; acquisition/ 
relocation; recreational development; public works and historic preservation. 
Temple also implemented a Flood Prevention Project and Strong is involved in 
acquisition of land for a recreation field as well as their rehabilitation 
programs. The work in all three towns was undertaken with much enthusiasm 
and support by the citizens. 

| The Acquisition/Relocation has progressed smoothly during this past year 
and will be completed in Spring of 1980. The Farmington Fire Department was 
also able to benefit from this by using one of the acquired structures for 
training sessions. 

The Rehab and Retrofit Programs were extremely successful during 1979. 

We began taking applications for rehab work in March and the response was very 
enthusiastic. In West Farmington the Rehab Program was able to work on fifteen 
| ousing units during the year. The types of work being done includes repairs 
ito plumbing and electrical systems, chimney repair, insulation, roof repair, 
work on foundations and various carpentry repairs. 

The Retrofit Program's primary aim is to enable homeowners to conserve 
energy. During 1979, nineteen housing units were retrofitted town-wide. 
jIhrough the Retrofit Program we feel that the Town is making a major contribu- 
tion in conserving precious energy supplies and at the same time is creating 
warmer and improved living conditions for many families who are particularly 
‘burdened with increasing energy expenses. 

The Walton's Mill Pond Recreation Project is in the final design stage. 
The Town received notification that the Department of Parks and Recreation 

has approved a $70,000 grant for this project. Work is expected to get under- 
way in the Spring. 

The HUD 312 Loan Program, which is a low-interest home repair loan program, 
is on-going within the West Farmington Target Area. Ten housing units were 
worked on during the first year with a total of $80,600 allocated for rehabilita- 
ition and energy conservation work under this program. 

The Franklin County Historic Preservation Program completed an Architectural 
\Survey of Farmington during 1979 and is presently compiling the architectural 
Ndata for Franklin County. This survey is expected to be completed in May, 1980 
Iwith the objective of identifying historically significant structures throughout 
\the County. 
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The first phase of the West Farmington Sewer Study is near completion. 
The proposed plan calls for an adequate sewage disposal system for the Morrise 
Hill Road, Voter Hill Road and Dunham Road areas of West Farmington. A well 
attended Public Hearing was held in December to present the engineer's alterna 
tives for this system. The comments from the neighborhood residents proved — 
very helpful in this process. 

A very important aspect of the rehab and retrofit programs is the use 
of self-help labor. This involves the use of the homeowner's labor to do the 


actual repair work. Half of the homes fixed-up during 1979 were done with 
self-help labor. Through careful planning and working closely with the home- 
owners, the Community Development Office has been very successful in the qual‘ 
of the work done by the homeowners. We hope this aspect of the program will 
continue to be an important part of the program. Getting the homeowners 
involved with their home improvement work has helped to promote new interest — 
and pride in their homes. And because the homes are more eneray efficient, t 
household budget is also more manageable. 

By combining our available funds with funds leveraged from other resource 
(FmHA, D.0.£., HUD 312, local banks, personal savings and the Franklin County 
CAP Agency work crew) we were able to expand our allocated funds of $40,000 fo 
rehab and $35,000 for retrofit into a total housing investment of $193,322. 
Another important point is the program's impact on the local economy. During’ 
the 1978-1979 fiscal year, $406,000 in building supplies and construction con- 
tract has been cycled into the local economy. 

The program has strived for greater coordination with other housing and 
social service programs and has been successful in achieving this though State 
and Federal resources are becoming increasingly scarce. From the standpoint 
of the three municipalities involved, the program is solving long-standing pre 
blems never before addressed in a comprehensive manner. The residential tax 
bases are being assisted and stabilized. Pride in the homes and neighborhoods 
_is visibly improved. 

On behalf of myself and my staff, I would like to thank the Board of Sele 
and the Town Manager for their continuing support. We extend special thanks 
the Grant Review Committees, Citizens Advisory Committees and all the Citizens 
who have contributed their time and energy to help support us in our endeavors

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REPORT OF THE FARMINGTON SWIM PROGRAM 


The Farmington Swim Program had an enrollment of 248 children for the 
eight week period. There were 136 Beginners with 46 passing, 53 Advanced 
Beginners with 41 passing, 24 Intermediates with 20 passing and 18 Swimmers 
with 16 passing. There were also 11 students in the Basic Rescue and Water 
Safety course with 10 passing, 3 in the Advanced Lifesaving course with all 
of them passing and 3 in the Water Safety Aide course with 2 passing. The 
instructors were very pleased with the effort that the students put into 
their classes. 

The weather held out well for the first five weeks of lessons but 
unfortunately I had to cancel three days in the last session because it 
was so cold. The students did well to stay in the colder-than-usual water. 

The docks need to be repaired. The one leading from the beach has 
rusty nails bulging out of the canvas. Fortunately there were no casualties. 
The flutter boards held out quite well but the Life Preservers did not make 
it through the summer. I would suggest purchasing those made with canvas 
rather than the nylon ones. 

The bus schedule went smoothly this year with the help of Dick Brindley 
and Bing Crosby. We used a small bus in order to conserve during our energy 
crisis. It worked out quite well for the amount of children we transported. 

Hawthorne Ambulance Service suggested that we have a lesson in CPR incor- 
porated into the Advanced Lifesaving course to make it more complete. There 
are books available at the Red Cross and the students could spend an evening 
at Hawthorne's in order to gain a skill in CPR. I think that all the instructors 
should attend the lesson for their own benefit. I would like to thank Hawthorne's 
for having my Lifesaving students over foralessonin mouth-to-mouth resuscitation. 
There were five instructors and one volunteer this year. This is one more 
‘instructor than last year. It worked out well because there were a lot of 
eginners who were on different levels and it was necessary to split them up 
between two and sometimes three instructors leaving the others to teach the 
higher classes. The instructors were Stacey Edgar, Director, Sheryl Edgar, 
Assistant Director, Annette Stowe, Meredith Roberts and Sharon Smith. Laurie Stowe 
as the only volunteer. She assisted in the last two classes in the afternoon 
here there was an overflowing amount of beginners. 

I would like to thank all the parents and their children who participated 
in the program. I would also like to thank Mrs. Norman Ferrari who helped me with 
first year as Director.

REPORT OF THE TOWN MANAGER ia 
To the Citizens of the Town of Farmington and the Board of Selectmen: 


It is my pleasure to present your annual report for the third year. We | 
have completed the first year of the new decade, let us review 1980 and look 
ahead to the coming year. Economics and energy have played major roles in our | 
activities the past twelve months. On the financial front we have achieved | 
stability despite the trying economical circumstances of these times. Conser- | 
vation of energy has become a necessary goal, one which the Town has taken | 
Significant steps toward. 

1979 saw the Town end the year financially in the black, for the first | 


time since 1976. In 1980 we borrowed $500,000 in anticipation of taxes and 
were able to stretch its use until October when taxes started significantly | 
coming in. Let me note that those taxpayers who answered our request for pay- 
ment or partial payment on their taxes during July, August and September played) 
a crucial role in the Town's avoidance of further tax anticipation borrowing. _ 
December 31, 1980 the Town again finished its fiscal year in the black, and | 
with enough cash on hand to operate the first month of the new year. Though 
Operating expenses and payroll have risen markedly since 1979 when we first 
lowered our tax anticipation borrowing from $700,000 (in 1978) to $500,000, we 
will attempt in 1981 to limit our borrowing to the same $500,000. A major l 
factor in our favor is the absence of a payment on the new Municipal Buidling, 
which was paid off in 1980. See the Auditor's Report for 1980, contained in 
this Annual Report, for detailed breakdown of the Town's financial Status. | 
Farmington is fiscally sound, with very little indebtedness, and in a firm | 
position to undertake needed long-range improvements or purchases. 

Rising oi] costs will most probably lead to the Town eventually converting. 
to other fuels for heating its buildings. Heat retention and resultant decreas¢ 
in the quantity of fuel consumed was our major emphasis in 1980. The Town 
Garage was in need of a new roof and at the time of replacement, insulation 
was installed. In addition to addressing this most significant heat loss, the | 
doors and windows were tightened and re-puttied. 

The Community Center attic had eight inches of cellulose insulation install 
and an enertrol connected to the burner. Again, doors were weather-stripped 
in an effort to reduce lateral heat escape. At the Municipal Building the Fire 
Station doors received their long-awaited treatment. Being single-pane glass ~ 
with an "R" value of 1, 14'x12' in size and numbering seven doors, they were the 
predominant heat loss at the new building. Many approaches for insulating the 
doors were discussed, with a combination of styrofoam and plexiglass finally | 
being selected. On the four doors facing Lower Main Street, five sections had | 
Styrofoam added and two sections plexiglass, all with dead-air space. The 
three rear doors have a southerly exposure and three sections were treated with 


plexiglass to take some advantage of the winter sun. The Fire Station at the 
Falls was insulated on the interior walls in 1980. Doors were weather-stripped 
and storm windows are being sought for the push-out type windows in this building. 

All the above mentioned energy saving improvements will be submitted to 
the State Office of Energy Resources for a 50% reimbursement. Two years ago 
the voters of the State approved a two anda half million dollar bond issue 
for energy conservation in municipal buildings. Each of our projects should 
be eligible for reimbursement. 

Before going on to other matters I would like to note that Farmington has 
two operations that will also be in line for reimbursement or dividends. The 
Town Landfill met DEP operating criteria and a request has been filed for partial 
State reimbursement on $46,171.66 in eligible 1980 operating expenses. The 
law allows for up to 50% reimbursement but the number of approved municipal 
solid waste disposal operations and the rather limited $500,000 total funding 
for this program indicates we are more likely to receive perhaps 5%. Though 
originally intended by the legislature as an on-going reimbursement program, 
the Governor's recommended budget does not contain funding for solid waste 
disposal reimbursement in 1982 or 1983. 
| Farmington's participation in the Maine Municipal Association's self- 
insured Workmen's Compensation program has resulted in our first divident. 

In late December 1980 $1,428 arrived, with approximately $4,000 to follow in 
1981. Workmen's Compensation premium rates are set by the State Bureau of 
‘Insurance, and are the same whether you self-insure or buy coverage commer- 
cially. However, in our self-insurance program unused money in the Claims 

|Fund can be returned to us twelve months after the coverage year ends. Dividends 
should continue annually, barring a major claim on the Town's operations. 

In the Public Works arena, several items of interest took place this past 
year. The Town purchased a used sand and gravel screen for putting up winter 
sand, tar sand, and gravel for road use. A rental cost of over $2,000 annually 
for hiring a screen has, and will be, avoided by this purchase. Asphalting of 
roads was done differently in 1980 than in the past. Previous years we spread 
‘sand and added liquid asphalt, then mulched the mixture in-place (out on the road). 

In 1980 we had a portable plant pre-mix our sand with asphalt, and then we 
Spread it on the area to be resurfaced. Pre-mixing provides a more uniform 
material, the mix goes further, and the asphalt is fully utilized, whereas with 
Mulching some asphalt is lost. If our monotoring of those sections done in 1980 
indicates a good bond, we will continue the pre-mixing approach in 1981. 

The 1980 Hot Top Program, with Blue Roack the bid winner for putting down 
the pavement, was spent on several roads: South Street, Fairview Avenue, Seamon 
Road, Rt. 4 North and Voter Hill. The 1981 Budget includes $35,000 for 
Hot Topping, the same as last year and 1978 did. Unfortunately, that amount will 
purchase approximately 1,166 tons in 1981, whereas it purchased approximately 
1,500 tons in 1978. 


Also in the 1981 Highway Budget is $25,404 for road salt. If that total is 
expended, it will buy approximately 705 tons. In 1978 $31,094 was expended, | 
which purchased roughly 1,072 tons. Our policy of using less road salt, begun 
in 1979, is paying off not only in dollars budgeted, but less salt on the cars 
and in the roadsides. Certainly, the Town trees are better off with less salt, 
and 1,072 tons would now cost us $38,592 in 1981. 

1980 was a big year on Town parks. Meeting House Park had new benches 
installed and new fence erected on the north and south boundaries. Credit is 
due the Mt. Blue Garden Club, the Forster Foundation, and several volunteers. 
The Club also planted a flowering crab, as did the Town on Arbor Day. The 
World War II Honor Roll was renovated, thanks to the Rotary Club and in parti- 
cular, Ray Mitchell and Alton Hyer, who volunteered many hours of labor. 

The old Metcalf Mill site, which was donated to the Town in 1977, was 
cleaned up and rebuilt into a passive recreation area. Community Development 
funds, matched with an Outdoor Recreation grant paid for the observation area, 
parking lot, canoe ramp, dam repairs and playing field. Nature trails are 
planned for the future along the pond bank, and walking trails along Temple Stree 

The Landfill operation continues in good form, along with recycling | 
cardboard, glass, newsprint, metal and paper. The $8,600 received from sale of 
recycled materials off-sets our processing expenses. The real Savings in terms | 
of volume diverted from burial, resulting in space saved for the future, and less 
fuel, machine time and manhours expended, amounts to an estimated $25,000. All 
homes and businesses are encouraged to participate in separating our resalable 
items. Help us waste less, and spend less. 

Just a word on the format of the 1981 Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting 
March 9, 1981. The practice of breaking down the budgetary articles has been 
continued with a number of improvements projects, to be funded with Federal 
Revenue Sharing funds, listed separately. The Selectmen felt the Town should 
begin using Federal Revenue Sharing for one-time improvements and decrease the 
dependency of the operating budget on this Federal program. 

My thanks for a cooperative and constructive working relationship are 
extended to each member of the Board of Selectmen, who have worked diligently 
throughout the year, particularly on the 1981 Budget. The projected effect on 
the Town tax rate by the municipal budget is $48,718 or six-tenths of a mil. 
This is a 3 % change in the tax rate, but naturally the County Tax and S.A.D. #9 
assessment will also effect the tax rate. 

All citizens of the Town are thanked for their help in the year 1980 and 
appreciation expressed for their concerns and ideas. A special thanks to those 
that can and do serve on the Town Committees.

The valuation of all taxable real and personal property in the Town of 
Farmington, as of April 4, 1980 totaled $76,877,920.00 and our net commitment 
of $1,576,033.97 resulted in a tax rate of $20.50 per thousand of assessed value. 
Non-taxable property is currently listed at $38,292,970.00. 

The pace of new construction and property improvements did decline this 
year but there was still a general overall improvement in our tax base of 
34 percent. Most of the improvements being done on our buildings this year 
are energy related, particularly on the larger, older homes. 

As a reminder to those individuals who wish to participate in the "Tree 
Growth Tax Law" or the "Farm and Open Space" Legislation or may be eligible for 
veterans exemptions, applications for these programs must be filed with the 
Assessor by April 1, 1981 to qualify for the upcoming tax year. 

In closing, thank you all for your cooperation this past year.

On September 15, 1980 the Town started processing new automobile registra- 
tions and transfers for Farmington residents only. In the three months that we 
have been doing this there have been 175 passenger, 6 motorcycle, and 9 trailer 
plates issued. The total of new and renewal registrations are as follows: 
car 2,242; trucks 1,036; trailers 334; motorcycle 162; and tractors 24; for a 
grand total of 3,798. This amounts to 951 more than the previous year. 
I am pleased that there were more citizens that have become aware that the 
Town will accept partial payments on taxes and have taken advantage of this. I 
hope that they will continue to do the same in 1981.

To the Inhabitants of the Town of Farmington, I hereby submit my annual report 
f the Farmington Fire Department for the year 1980: 

This year saw a near record in fire calls established with chimney fires 
gain contributing the greatest number. I must continue to remind the citizens 
to carefully check their stoves and chimneys. Also, to be careful in the 
disposal of ashes. There have been several fires caused by ashes placed in 
Jlastic pails, bags, or cardboard boxes and then dumped beside a building. 
chimney inspections are again on the increase this year as more people are turn- 
ing to wood and coal for heating purposes. 

The dispatching service has been expanded to cover the towns of Chesterville, 
Industry and Temple. These along with New Sharon and Wilton give us close 
communication with our mutual aid towns. 

A fire truck committee has been appointed to draw up a proposal for a new 
000 gallon per minute pumper. This should be ready for presentation at Town 
fleeting. 

The training programs were well attended and broadened to cover a variety 
if fire-related incidents with emphasis placed on the new Aerial truck. We are 
continuing to receive support from the Department of Education and Cultural 
‘ervices in fire training. 


Through the combined efforts of the State Fire Marshal's Office, 
Farmington Police Department and the Farmington Fire Department personnel, 
several arson cases were solved the past year. This resulted in a conviction 
and a State's Prison sentence. 

The Fire Prevention Program, Captain No-Burn, was again used in local 
elementary schools. This is sponsored jointly by local insurance agencies and 
the Fire Department. 

In conclusion, I would like to thank the citizens for their continued 
support of the Fire Department and its programs. Through these efforts, we 
continue to have a well trained and efficient department.

This last year was our busiest ever, with an increase in the number of 
both emergency and non-emergency calls. Because of this increase, we have 
acquired the use of another ambulance to use for back-up calls and transfer work. 

We have made extensive use of our advanced life support skills this past 
year.

The annual disaster exercise for the Franklin area ambulances and Franklin 
Memorial Hospital was held this year at the Holley Farms. A simulated explosion 
brought a response from five ambulance companies, the local police, and the 
Fire Department.

To the Town Manager, Board of Selectmen and Citizens of Farmington: 


During this past year, 1980, the Farmington-Strong-Temple Community 
Development Program accomplished many community improvements. 

The Walton's Mill Pond Park project, located on the former site of the 
Metcalf Lumber Mill in West Farmington, was completed for the October 31st 
opening ceremony. The total project expenditure for the new recreation 
facility was $81,501. The park is equipped with 8 picnic tables, a playfield, 


parking facilities, benches, pathways, and additional space for future develop- | 
ment. The park will be an excellent gathering place for outside community 
events and family picnics. 

Public works activities, utilizing Community Development funds, were also 
accomplished. Davis Street was paved in July as part of the Town's paving

program. | | 

Reconstruction of the Watering Trough Triangle in the center of West Farm- 
ington was postponed due to the proposed MDOT plans to widen Oakes and Winter 
Streets in 1982. I 

The shade tree planting project for the West Farmington Project area was || 
also postponed. The Community Development Program is working with the Farmingto)) 
Conservation Commission for the siting and purchasing of the trees. We expect ' 
the planting to begin in the Spring of 1981. 

i During 1980 two parcels of land were acquired and two families were 
permanently relocated from Mill Street in West Farmington. This completes all 
the acquisition and relocation activities planned for this three-year program. 
A total of six parcels of land have been acquired by the Town on Mill Street | 
and a total of five families have been permanently relocated. The acquired 
property is part of the land area that comprises the Walton's Mill Pond Park. 

In West Farmington 23 housing units received grants and were rehabilitated. 
This number includes 3 rental units, 2 mobile homes and 18 single family owner- 
occupied homes. 

In the Community Retrofit Program 42 housing units throughout Farmington 
receiyed energy conseryation improvements. This includes 19 mobile homes, 20 
single-family houses and 3 rental units. Homeowners continued to play an 
important role in our Rehab and Retrofit programs. They provided the constructi@ 
labor, on their own properties, for seventeen of the homes that were worked on. 

The Towns of Strong and Temple also had successful second years while 
participating in the Tri-Town Community Development Program. 

In Temple 8 housing units were worked on during 1980. In Strong 15 
housing units were rehabilitated. 
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During 1980 work began on alleviating the Temple Stream Flood problem. 

the Maine Department of Transportation reconstructed and raised 3600 feet of 
she Intervale Road. This construction should allow vehicles to pass over the 
intervale Road during times of flooding caused by storms. Also, this year 
jommunity Development funds were used to remove sand and gravel from two loca- 
sions in Temple Stream to help alleviate flooding problems. 

In Strong, a grant was approved for a recreation area to be constructed 
jirectly behind the Strong Elementary School. Funded half by the Community 
evelopment Program and half from the State Department of Parks and: Recreation, 
onstruction will take place in the summer of 1981. Also, new sidewalks were 
nstalled on Main Street from the Forster Manufacturing driveway to the Lunch 


Despite the controversy over the use of Federal funds the Farmington, Strona, 
emple Community Development Program continued to provide the basic services of 
ousing and public works in 1980. Other benefits of the program inctude con- 
erving energy and creating a warmer and improved living environment for families 
js well as neighborhoods.

for Farmington Falls. 

5. Discussion of a proposed industrial park.

It is the Commission's goal for the summer 
of 1981 to continue these programs at the necessary work level to bring all q 
projects up to date. 

In May 1980 the annual Arbor Day ceremonies were conducted by the Farmingtor 
Conservation Commission with the planting of a Flowering Crab tree at Meeting 
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ouse Park. Members of the Commission express our thanks and appreciation to 
11 who participated in this project. 

As always, efforts were directed toward the reduction of hazards presented 
ly dead and dying trees along the Town's streets. During 1980 thirty-eight 
treet trees were taken down and sixteen were safety pruned. Also in 1980, the 
tump removal program was carried out with the chipping of twenty-two stumps 
hat presented a problem for Town snow handling equipment. 

For the fourth consecutive year Farmington was the recipient of the 
ree City USA award. This award is given to a town for meeting good urban 
orestry criteria. 

Many thanks to everyone who supported and contributed their time and 
nergy to the Farmington Conservation Commission in 1980.

980 REPORT OF THE FARMINGTON SWIM PROGRAM 


In 1980 the Farmington Swim Program completed its eleventh year with an 
nroliment of 236 students - 144 Beginners, 39 Advanced Beginners, 20 Intermedi- 
tes, 11 Swimmers, 8 Advanced Swimmers, 8 Water Safety Aides, 4 involved in 
asic Rescue and Water Safety, and 2 in Advanced Lifesaving. Although the 
orollment of Beginners increased this summer from last summer's enrollment of 
6, the total enrollment decreased slightly from 248 to 236. The number of 
nildren involved in the more advanced levels is decreasing quite rapidly, 
id a strong effort to encourage participation at these levels should be made. 
The weather was very cooperative this year. In the eight-week period a 
ytal of only 3 sessions were cancelled, only one of which was a complete day 
ancellation. The others were morning, afternoon, or single class cancellations. 
Most unfortunately, vandals visited the swim area this year. They moved 
ve section of the dock, moved all the buoy lines, completely detached one 
idder, and cracked another ladder in an attempt to remove it. The culprits 
tre not found. We also had quite a few less destructive, but nonetheless 
\considerate, visitors at the swim area this summer, especially on the 
xekends. I think perhaps the sign stating that the area is not a public 
tach should be moved to a more prominent place, perhaps to a corner of the 
ick or float. 
I would also suggest that the weeds which have been gradually creeping 
1 On the area should be cut back. Their presence is quite widespread. 
Another improvement for the area would be a non-slippery coating for the 
irning board, which has become quite slick with its accumulation of algae. t 
i attempt to scrape this off met with little success, and even a successful 


result would have been temporary. The ladder on the end of the dock cracked 


by the vandals needs replacement, as well as a board on the float. The ladders 

on the float also need tightening. 
We had a large population of frogs and pollywogs this year, many of which | 

ended up floating in our classes. If anything could be done to control this, 


jt would be much appreciated. However, we were lucky as concerns bloodsuckers 
this summer; although a few were seen and one was caught, none attached them- 
selves to instructors or students. 

As an interest was expressed in combining the Water Safety Aide and 
Advanced Swinmer classes in the first two-week session, this was attempted. It 
met with limited success, largely because of the size of the class and the 
varied levels of ability within it. I think that next year Advanced Swimmer 
should be added to the classes offered in the regular session, as its simi- 
larity to the Swimmer class makes a combination with the Swimmer jevel natural 
and many students probably could pass both levels in one regular three-week 
session. I feel Advanced Swimmer should still be offered in combination with 
the Water Safety Aide course for those who need it, but the course content 


should be kept flexible and vary according to the class size and ability. 

The number of bus pickups was drastically reduced this year from 11 to 5, | 
a move which caused inconvenience for some parents from the more isolated | 
towns and perhaps lost some students to the Swim Program, but certainly made 
for a substantial saving of gasoline and money. Because of the pickup reductio 
the mileage decreased this summer by 1,269 miles. With a 12¢ increase in | 
gasoline prices, had the mileage remained the same, the program would have cost, 
the Town $1,078 more. | 

The teaching staff this year consisted of Meredith Roberts, Sheryl Edgar, 
Tammy Polero, Michelle Greenwood, and Julie Ranger. Beth Ladd volunteered her 
time and did a very good job. My appreciation is extended to all who taught 
this year and were helpful in more than just that aspect. 

I would like to take this opportunity to thank all who halped me in my 
first year as Director of the Farmington Swim Program. Special thanks go to: 
the Farmington Swim Committee, especially Mrs. Norman Ferrari; the S.A.D. #9 
Bus Garage, especially Mr. Dick Brindly; and also the parents and children 
who participated in the program and helped to make it a succes.

NOTE 1: SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 


The accounting policies of the Town of Farmington, Maine, conform to generally 
accepted accounting principles as applicable to governmental units, except for the 
imaintenance of general -fixed assets records. 


BASIS OF ACCOUNTING 

The accounts of the Enterprise Fund - Sewer Utilities and the Trust Funds are 
maintained and reported on the accrual basis. The General Fund is maintained and re- 
iported on the’ modified accrual basis. 


Under the modified accrual basis of accounting revenues are recorded when re- 
ceived in cash, except when they are both measurable and available and, therefore, 
are resources whith may be appropriated expenditures, except for interest on general 
long-term debts, which is recorded when it becomes due, are recorded when the liabi- 
jlities are incurred. 


GENERAL FUND 
General governmental revenues, expenditures -and capital projects are accounted 
for in the General Fund and are controlled by a budgetary accounting system in ac- 
‘cordance with legal requirements.

TRUST FUNDS 
Fiduciary activities of the Town are accounted for in the Trust Funds. Trust 
)Fund investments are stated at cost. 


CAPITAL RESERVE FUNDS

ENTERPRISE FUND - SEWER UJILITY 
The financing, acquisition, operation and maintenance of the Town's sewer utility 
is accounted for in the Enterprise Fund - Sewer Utility.
